Historian Allan Berube uses his

T he conference sounded unusual, 
if not controversial, even - or per¬ 
haps, particularly - by the stan¬ 
dards of famously liberal Berke¬ 
ley. Last weekend’s three-day “The Making 
and Unmaking of Whiteness” conference at 
the University of California, Berkeley 
touched on many thought-provoking top¬ 
ics, including a Saturday, April 12 session fo¬ 
cusing on gays and whites. The estimated 
250 people who attended were of all races. 

“Queering Whiteness, Querying The 
Self” included an academic paper by UC 
Berkeley graduate student Jasbir Puar, a 
book excerpt by Stanford professor Yvonne 
Yarbro-Bejarano, and a presentation by 
John Powell of the University of Minnesota. 

The fourth speaker was San Francisco 
scholar and community-based historian 
Allan Berube who, in 1978, helped start the 
Lesbian and Gay Historical Project in the 
city. He is the recipient of a Macarthur 
Foundation “genius” award, a grant given to

suspect 

nabbed

j$k suspected Castro area serial 
MjL arsonist was arrested Tuesday, 
April 15th in connection with 
a string of arson Fires, according to 
Fire Department Captain Elmer Carr. 

Carr declined to identify the sus¬ 
pect, citing “an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion,” but said witnesses and area res¬ 
idents assisted in the suspect’s identi¬ 
fication. 

Carr said that one of the fires in the 
18th and Castro area “was a major 
fire,” but said that telephone poles, 
empty lots, and trash containers were 
torched as well. 

The suspect was apprehended and 
taken into custody after Mission Sta¬ 
tion police assisted in locating him. 

He remains in custody at the Hall of 
Justice. 

The unidentified suspect was also 
sought by authorities on a $10,000 
bail warrant for a crime unrelated to 
the arson, Carr said. T

Bay Area gays, lesbians to 
discuss sex with Dalai Lama

A group of seven gay men and 
lesbians - including Buddhists, 
scholars, and a Muslim mem¬ 
ber of a human rights organi¬ 
zation - has been invited to discuss issues 
of lesbian and gay sexual orientation and 
sexual practices at a June meeting in San 
Francisco with the Dalai Lama, the 
renowned 1989 Nobel Peace Prize winner 
and leader of millions of Buddhists. 

The historic summit meeting will take 
place during a three-day June conference 
entitled “Peacemaking: The Power of Non- 
Violence,” sponsored by Tibet House and 
the California Institute of Integral Studies 
at the Bill Graham Civic Auditorium. 

Eva Herzer, of the International 
Lawyers Committee For Tibet, said the 
membership of the seven-person group 
would be “gender-balanced and ethnically 
diverse,” but declined to identify the par¬ 
ticipants, saying they had not had a 
chance to talk among each other and that 
details had not been finalized. 

However, the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that discussion participants will in¬ 


clude Herzer; Buddhist AIDS Project (BAP) 
co-founder Steve Peskind; writer and Bud¬ 
dhist scholar Jose Cabezon; and Tinku Ali 
Ishtiaq, a gay man who is not Buddhist but 
is an official with the International Lesbian 
and Gay Human Rights Commission. 

The meeting was arranged by the Of¬ 
fice of Tibet earlier this year, after Peskind 
called on the Dalai Lama to clarify several 
recent contradictory comments the reli¬ 
gious leader had made regarding homo¬ 
sexual sexual practices. 

In Beyond Dogma , published by the 
Berkeley-based North Atlantic Press in 
1996, the Dalai Lama indicated that ho¬ 
mosexual sexual orientation is acceptable 
- but sex with the mouth or anus, as well 
as masturbation, are “considered sexual 
misconduct.” 

That position contradicted earlier 
statements published in Out magazine, in 
which the religious leader was quoted as 
saying, “[I]f two males or two females vol¬ 
untarily agree to have mutual satisfaction 
without further implications of harming 
others, then it is okay.” 

Gay anti-violence and political leaders, 
including Lester Olmstead-Rose of Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence and Super¬ 


visor Tom Ammiano, joined with Peskind 
last January in asking for the clarification of 
the religious leader’s views.

Santa Rosa same-sex 
harassment suit approved

H Sonoma County Superior 
J || Court ruling will allow two 
If H men to proceed with an un¬ 
common same-sex sexual harass¬ 
ment lawsuit in which they claim 
their male supervisor sexually ha¬ 
rassed them for nearly two years. 

The Press Democrat newspaper 
reported Tuesday, April 8 that the 
employees claim they worked in a 
“sexually hostile environment” in 
which their manager blew kisses 
at them, touched their genitals, 
and simulated sex with them. 

Paint shop foreman Mark 
Howard and painter Rick Peters 
say Big 4 Rent body shop manag¬ 
er Dean Joyner’s sexual harass¬ 
ment of workers occurred daily. 

The plaintiffs, neither of 
whom work for the company any¬ 
more, claim they suffered severe 


emotional distress and are asking 
for unspecified damages. 

Sonoma County Superior 
Court Judge Lloyd Von Der 
Mehden rejected Big 4’s claim that 
the case did not belong in the 
court because there were no alle¬ 
gations of homosexuality. 

The decision was a technical 
victory for the plaintiffs that 
means they can proceed with the 
lawsuit that was filed in May. 

Nancy LoDolce, attorney for 
the plaintiffs, told the newspaper, 
“Their argument was you have to 
allege homosexuality, and we 
don’t. We clearly don’t.” 

While sexual harassment cases 
have become increasingly com¬ 
mon, cases where the supervisor 
and employee are of the same sex 
are less common. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
declined to rule in at least three 
same-sex harassment issues. ▼ 


ACT UP/SF trial

f rial for Michael Bellefoun- 
taine, Ronnie Burk, and 
a* Todd Swindell - members 
of the group that calls itself 
ACT UP/San Francisco - has 
been set for September 12. The 
men face a variety of misde¬ 
meanor charges including as¬ 
sault and battery, criminal tres¬ 
pass, and obstruction. 

The charges stem from the 
controversial activists’ disrup¬ 
tions at Davies Medical Center 
and the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation last year. They have 
been widely criticized by lesbian 
and gay activists for their vio¬ 
lent and confrontational tactics. 

In a widely-publicized inci¬ 
dent last October, Burk poured 
a bag of used kitty litter and cat 
feces over the head of SFAF Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen at a voters’ 
forum on HIV/AIDS issues. 

In a second incident, in No¬ 
vember, Burk and Bellefoun- 
taine were involved in a scuffle 
with a security guard hired by 
the foundation. The pair were 
meeting with SFAF officials over 
Burk’s suspension from client 
services. 

Although Bellefountaine was 
initially charged with felony ter¬ 
rorist threat and assault charges 
in the incident, the San Francis¬ 
co District Attorney’s office 


later reduced the charges to 
misdemeanors. 

Bellefountaine and Burk 
have been restrained by court 
order from entering the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation of¬ 
fices at 10 United Nations Plaza, 
or from coming closer than 100 
yards from any events or pro¬ 
grams sponsored by the group 
or at other events or programs 
where there are employees of 
the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation. ▼ 


Judge tosses libel 
claim against Wotman; 
Gabbert case delayed 


ACT UP/SF's Ronnie Burk

K OFY owner Jim Gabbert’s 
libel lawsuit against gay 
personal injury attorney 
Paul Wotman, and the man suing 
Gabbert for sexual harassment, 
was tossed out of San Francisco 
Superior Court last Friday, April 
11 - one working day before a civil 
sex harassment lawsuit against 
Gabbert was set to go to trial. 

“I’m very happy about it,” 
Wotman told the B.A.R. “It was an 
effort to stifle discussion of the is¬ 
sues of same-sex harassment.” 

Gabbert, however, is expected 
to appeal the decision by Superior 
Court Judge Lucy McCabe. 

“She said I’m a public figure; 
that makes it kind of hard,” he 
said. 

Gabbert filed the libel counter¬ 
suit last October against Wotman 
and former KOFY employee 
Roger Mele, who alleged in a 
widely publicized 1995 lawsuit 
that while he worked at the televi¬ 
sion station Gabbert subjected 
him to repeated sexual harass¬ 
ment. Former Wotman attorney 
Robert Lazo was also named as a 
defendant in the libel action. 

McCabe’s dismissal leaves 
Gabbert liable for paying Wot-

man’s legal expenses fighting the 
suit, which Wotman successfully 
pleaded was an illegal SLAPP suit 
(Strategic Lawsuit Against Public 
Participation), designed to 
squelch public discussion. 

The sexual harassment action 
against Gabbert had been sched¬ 
uled for Monday, April 14, but 
was postponed pending a court- 
ordered settlement conference. 

“As Bette Davis would say,‘Fas¬

dice have called in the 
fs# Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation to help them pur¬ 
sue a convicted killer who es¬ 
caped from the AIDS ward at 
Vacaville state prison north of 
San Francisco, and was alleged¬ 
ly responsible for the kidnap¬ 
ping of a newspaper delivery- 
man from Dixon that ended at a 
Marina District motel last 
weekend. 

Police say a man told them 
Friday that 36-year-old escapee 
David Wayne Anderson kid¬ 
napped him, drove him to San 
Francisco, forced him to with¬ 
draw money from an ATM, and 
left him bound and gagged at 
the Royal Motel on Lombard 


Street while Anderson stole his 
wallet and burgundy pickup 
truck. 

The victim, Brian Kelly of 
Dixon, said Anderson said he es¬ 
caped because he wanted some 
“fresh air” and because he was 
dying of AIDS. 

Anderson had escaped from 
the California Medical Facility’s 
AIDS unit by cutting through 
window bars and lowering him¬ 
self to the ground with a bed- 
sheet. At the time of his escape 
the guard tower at the prison was 
unstaffed. 

Authorities now suggest An¬ 
derson may have already left Cal¬ 
ifornia by plane. 

Cali him ‘Robin’ 

Prison officials believe the 
red-haired Anderson has proba¬ 


bly dyed his hair brown and 
shaved his mustache. They also 
think he is covering two teardrop 
tattoos under his right eye with 
adhesive bandages or sunglasses. 

Officials also said that Ander¬ 
son, who is known to go by the 
name of Robin, may be wearing 
feminine clothing in an attempt 
to evade detection. 

FBI spokesman George Grotz 
said Monday, April 14 the bu¬ 
reau was called into the case 
when state officials issued an 
“unauthorized flight” warrant to 
apprehend the escapee. 

Anderson had been at the 
prison north of San Francisco 
since 1993, serving a term of 22 
years to life for second-degree 
murder, robbery, grand theft, 
and possession of stolen proper¬ 
ty. He was convicted in San 
Diego County and had been in¬ 
carcerated since 1981. 

Prison authorities say he was 
transferred to the prison’s AIDS 
treatment after testing HlV-posi- 
tive. 

Anderson was last seen dur¬ 
ing a routine prison head count 
at 5 a.m. Thursday, and his es¬ 
cape was discovered at about 
7:15 a.m. Police say he placed a 
dummy in his bed, then used 
something to cut through the 
bars on the second-floor win¬ 
dow. After lowering himself to 
the ground, he cut his way 
through a fence, which was not 
electrified. ▼

A n amendment to the city’s 
new domestic partner ben¬ 
efit law was introduced by 
Supervisor Leslie Katz at the 
Monday, April 14 board meeting 
that would require any company 
that leases space to the city, as well 
as businesses that have leases and 
other contracts with the city, to 
comply with the ordinance. 

The legislation amending 
Chapters 12B and 12C of the city’s 
Administrative Code is not ex¬ 
pected to change the June 1 effec¬ 
tive date of the city’s domestic 
partner benefit law. Currently, the 
law requires businesses having 
city contracts to offer benefits to 
eligible domestic partners or em¬ 
ployees if those benefits are of¬ 
fered to employee’s spouses. 

The two chapters of the ad¬ 
ministrative code only relate to 
city contractors. Currently there 
are an estimated 12,000 entities 
that contract with the city, includ¬ 
ing businesses that lease property 
from the city, Katz said. 

The amendments are expected 
to be heard in committee next 
month. 

The proposed legislation also 
changes to the city’s nondiscrimi¬ 
nation policies for city contrac¬ 
tors, so that discrimination based 
on either the fact or the percep¬ 
tion of a person’s race, color, 
creed, national origin, ancestry, 
age, sex, sexual orientation, gen¬ 
der identity, domestic partner sta¬ 
tus, marital status, disability, or 
AIDS or HIV status is illegal. 

“Currently, it is not illegal 
under San Francisco law to dis¬ 
criminate against someone based 
on the perception that they are

Milk Institute: 

It does gay kids good

F ollowing a generous grant 
from the Mayor’s Office of 
Children Youth and Their 
Families, the Harvey Milk Insti¬ 
tute has announced plans to ex¬ 
pand its youth curriculum. 

The Harvey Milk Institute, a 
San Francisco community-based 
queer studies organization offer¬ 
ing classes on everything from car 
maintenance to erotic massage, 
said that it would increase the 
number of youth courses to five 
from the current three and offer 
new workshops. In addition, the 
classes, open to anyone under 23, 
will be free to participants. 

“Because queer youth are an 


extremely underserved communi¬ 
ty, it’s good to see that the Mayor’s 
Office and our local government 
are actively taking a role in its de¬ 
velopment,” said Kevin Schaub, 
Executive Director of the Harvey 
Milk Institute. 

Currently the Institute offers 
three classes for youth: “Print 
Making for Queer Youth,” “Rants, 
Raves, Rhymes, and Rhythms: A 
Writing Playshop for Queer 
Youth,” and “Gender Ain’t in Your 
Jeans (Genes).” The expanded 
program, which will start in the 
fall semester, will include classes 
on film, writing, history, dance, 
HIV issues, and music. 

“As long as high schools and 
other educational programs con¬ 
tinue to ignore lesbian and gay 


studies in the classroom, we have 
a responsibility to provide that in¬ 
formation after class. Those of us 
who were forced to grow up igno¬ 
rant of our culture and history 
feel strongly that we must make 
sure we are the last generation to 
do so,” said Jonathan Katz, Chair 
of the Harvey Milk Institute 
Board of Directors. 

The Harvey Milk Institute ex¬ 
pects the new youth program¬ 
ming, which was developed in 
conjunction with Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter and Eureka Valley Recreation 
Center, to be an alternative activ¬ 
ity, especially for youth 18 to 21. 
Said Schaub, “If I had seen this 
when I was growing up, I would 
have been so excited.” ▼ 


Gay writers to discuss 
their craft this weekend

T he Fourth Annual Readers 
and Writers Conference 
sponsored by A Different 
Light Bookstore is expected to at¬ 
tract an estimated 400 partici¬ 
pants to a weekend of workshops 
this April 18-20, organizers say. 

The event will also draw about 
130 authors and panelists to Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church, 
located at 150 Eureka Street in the 
Castro, for the workshops, as well 
as presentations and readings on 
a variety of themes and topics. 

The conference kicks off with 
two Friday, April 18 events: a 
Queer Youth Open Mike that will 
be introduced by political leader 
and comedian Tom Ammiano; 
and a book-signing by author 
Tom Waugh, who will autograph 
copies of Hard To Imagine , a tome 
detailing the history of gay male 
erotic art and photography. 

Saturday at noon, the confer¬ 
ence will hold its first panel, enti¬ 
tled “Firing The Cannon: Explod¬ 


ing Queer Lit.” It will feature au¬ 
thors Sarah Van Arsdale, Felice Pi- 
cano, Katherine Forrest, Joanna 
Kadi, and James Earl Hardy. 

Twelve additional 90-minute 
moderated panels are scheduled 
throughout various locations at 
the Eureka Street site for the re¬ 
mainder of Saturday afternoon, 
including discussions on “AIDS 
and the Queer Imagination,” fea¬ 
turing poet Aaron Shurin, Cianna 
Stewart, and others. 

Continual authors’ readings 
will be held in a chapel of the MCC 
facility, concurrent with practical 
workshops on such topics as “How 
To Write For Performance,” “How 
To Make Writing Pay,” and “How 
To Negotiate Contracts,” where 
self-publishing, erotic fiction and 
non-fiction, autobiography and 
other topics will all be discussed. 

Nationally acclaimed poets 
Jewelle Gomez, Timothy Liu, 
Eileen Miles, Michael Lassell, and 
Chris Hewitt will also discuss “But 
How Does It Rhyme: The Politics 
Of Poetry” at one afternoon 
panel. Also on the conference bill 


- and close to the heart of A Dif¬ 
ferent Light staff - will be a work¬ 
shop entitled “David and Goliath: 
Chain Stores and Queer Presses” 
with Carol Seajay, Suzanne Cor¬ 
son of Bodacious Books, Kiriyo 
Spooner, and ADL’s Richard 
Labonte. 

The conference will conclude 
on Sunday at 7 p.m with “Out¬ 
spoken,” a reading curated by 
Michele Karlsberg at A Different 
Light Bookstore, located at 489 
Castro Street. Authors Francisco 
X. Alarcon, Harold Norse, Carla 
Trujillo, Louise Rafkin, Jane 
Futcher, and Raul Thomas will 
read from their works at the final 
reading. 

The annual conference costs 
$6 in advance. Tickets at the door 
are $8. “Most of the ticket sales 
take place the day of the confer¬ 
ence,” said Carolyn Boyden, an

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Jamie Nabozny receives honorary 
diploma at Lambda Legal Defense event

n emotional Jamie Nabozny 

| accepted his honorary high 
mm school diploma from San 
Francisco Unified School District 
Superintendent Bill Rojas, as hun¬ 
dreds of supporters applauded at 
the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund’s seventh annual 
victory celebration Thursday, 
April 10 in San Francisco. 

Nabozny, now 21, won a land¬ 
mark $900,000 trial settlement 
from an Ashland, Wisconsin 
school district last November, 
after a jury determined that three 
school administrators failed to 
protect the openly gay student 
from repeated anti-gay abuse by 
other students when he was in 
middle school and high school 
from 1987 to 1993. 

Since the victory, Nabozny has 
been speaking to groups about his 
case; prior to the Lambda event at 
the City Club, he addressed stu¬ 
dents at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley. 

Commissioners at last Tues¬ 
day’s Board of Education meeting 
voted unanimously to commend 
Nabozny and his advocacy for 
other queer youth. “Jamie 
Nabozny and Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund have 
sent a powerful statement about 
the fair treatment of all students 
with this court victory, which will 
hopefully lead to the protection 
from abuse and support and tol¬ 
erance of the estimated nearly 
ohe-third of the gay and lesbian 
youth,” read the resolution. 

Dr. Juanita Owens introduced 
the resolution because she want¬ 
ed a clear message sent to other 
educators. 

“It’s horrifying to hear a story 
such as Jamie’s,” Owens said. 

Shoulder-ride 

Nabozny, who was carried 
into the City Club on the shoul¬ 
ders of a Cheer San Francisco 
pep squad member, told the 
crowd of mostly gay and lesbian 
attorneys that he’s planning to go 
to college to earn a social work 
degree. Afterwards, he hopes to 
start a group home for gay and 
lesbian youth. 

He was visibly moved by the 
resolution, the honorary diploma, 
Cheer San Francisco, and the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Band. “I’ve 
never quite been welcomed in. 
that way,” he laughed. “It’s an 
honor to be here. I used to think 
San Francisco was the only place 
[where] I could exist. This means 
a lot to me.” 

During the presentation of the 
diploma, Rojas said the district 
appreciated Nabozny’s visit to the 
city and said the young man 
serves as an inspiration for 
adults— and more importantly, 
for young adults. 

“There aren’t enough cases 
where the victims become vic¬ 
tors,” Rojas said during his pre¬ 
sentation. “We often hear ‘toler¬ 
ance,’ but it’s an issue of equality, 
it’s an issue of respect.” 

Nabozny, in an emotional mo¬ 
ment, said the honorary diploma 
meant a lot to him because his 
mother didn’t think she’d see him 
graduate. “It was,” he acknowl¬ 
edged, “one of my mom’s biggest 
problems.” 

He dropped out of high school 
when his fellow students’ attacks 
on him escalated; he subsequent¬ 


ly obtained his general equivalen¬ 
cy degree (GED). 

Upbeat and committed 

As reported in the B.A.R. last 
November, Nabozny endured 
years of anti-gay violence, both 
verbal and severe physical attacks 
that were perpetrated by students. 


Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund represented 
Nabozny in the landmark case. 
Many activists feel the case will 
serve as a loud wake-up call for 
school districts across the coun¬ 
try, and that school officials act on 
such harassment as soon as 
they’re notified. 


“I’ve never quite been 
welcomed in that way. This means 
a lot to me.” —Jamie Nabozny 


He and his parents immediately 
brought the incidents to the at¬ 
tention of district officials, with 
no results. 

At the trial, a jury found three 
administrators - a middle school 
principal, a high school principal, 
and his assistant - failed to protect 
Nabozny from anti-gay harassment. 


Despite his incredible ordeal, 
Nabozny is upbeat and commit¬ 
ted to advocating for other queer 
youth. 

“I feel justice has happened,” 
he said. “When Lambda took over, 
I went from a victim to a survivor, 
to an advocate for gay and lesbian 
youth rights.” T

Gregory 
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Fight for your fucking rights 


1 egend has it that Thomas Jefferson 
was desperately horny as he wrote 
lli the Declaration of Independence, 
having been separated by many miles and 
many months from his wife. Two centuries 
years later, we think it’s too bad he didn’t 
let some lustiness carry over into his doc¬ 
ument. Everyone would be better off if he 
had specifically included the right to fuck 
among the other inalienable rights of life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

The right to fuck is, somewhat surpris¬ 
ingly, a divisive concept even in the gay 
and lesbian community, with many peo¬ 
ple thinking it’s unseemly to mention 
boinking, let alone fight for it. That’s real¬ 
ly odd, because when all else is stripped 
away, sex is literally central to the theme 
of homosexuality. It is, therefore, the basis 
for all the discrimination we suffer and of 
every effort we undertake to battle that 
discrimination. If we aren’t willing to fight 
for our right to get carnal, we place our¬ 
selves firmly into a “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
closet, And if that’s unacceptable for mili¬ 
tary personnel (as it is), it is unacceptable 
for the rest of us, too. 

The issue is coming to a head this 
month because of impending hearings on 
State Senator Tim Leslie’s proposed Cali¬ 
fornia-wide ban on sex clubs and bath¬ 
houses. The bill would not be as bad as 
reintroducing sodomy laws in the state, but 
it is pretty bad nonetheless. It is the kind 
of law that could be used selectively against 
a lot of gay people, since the concept of a 
sex club is variable. Is a party where people 
pair off and have consensual sex a “sex 
club” under Leslie’s proposal, we wonder? 
Will hosts of those parties be open to pros¬ 
ecution? Is a three-way a sex club? 

Those questions aren’t just academic. 
More and more people are being prose¬ 
cuted for having sex these days, as more 
legislators have found targeting sex “of¬ 
fenders” usually brings them press atten¬ 
tion - as essential to a politician as krill is 
to a whale - and the approval of the far 
right. 

Last week, we hear, Washington DC 
police who raided a sex club videotaped a 
trash can’s contents - used condoms - as 
evidence that something heinous had 
been going on, and carted off the patrons 
as well as management. In our last issue, 
we reported that a gay California parolee 
was arrested for simply buying condoms 
and was sent back to prison. This week 
we report on Livermore cops and prose¬ 


cutors who didn’t just arrest men who 
took out their dicks at an adult book 
store - they waited until the men were 
back at home or in their places of busi¬ 
ness to bust them. That is outrageous. It 
is also a waste of resources, for a very du¬ 
bious benefit to what must be a very 
small group of people. (Let’s face it: 
peep show patrons should not be 
too surprised or offended when 
they happen upon a penis; it 
isn’t exactly as if the arrestees 
were whacking off in St. Paul’s 
or Disneyland.) 

This criminalization of sex must 
stop. Perhaps it would help if people 
wrote to Senator Leslie (at the 
State Capitol, Room 4081, 

Sacramento CA 95814) and 
reminded him that, shocking 
as it may sound, he is the prod¬ 
uct of a sexual act. Whether he likes to con¬ 
sider it or not, he is only on this earth be¬ 
cause Papa Leslie and Mama Leslie did 
that thing. 

We aren’t being impertinent or gross - 
although the Leslie family might disagree 
- because it is a pertinent and important 
fact that every beast in the animal king¬ 
dom has the right tp fuck; and because sex 
isn’t gross. On the contrary, it is one of the 
few completely natural things humans do. 
Unlike drinking coffee, wearing clothing, 


registering Republican, or holding a hear¬ 
ing, fucking is a God-given inalienable 
right. Just ask Jefferson. 

Oh, and in case anyone wonders, we are 
talking about consensual sex. Forced, un¬ 
wanted sex is a crime of violence, as any 
rape victim can tell you. And sexual ha¬ 
rassment is a crime of boorishness to the 
extreme. What we like, and like enough 
to fight for, is good, clean social and 
sexual intercourse. 

One final observation, on a com¬ 
pletely different subject: it seemed 
that every commentator in America 
pointed out parallels between 
Jackie Robinson and Tiger 
Woods this week. No one ex¬ 
tended their analogies to in¬ 
clude Ellen DeGeneres. She 
isn’t African-American, a 
sports figure, or a man, but we say many 
similarities do exist. 

Robinson, like DeGeneris, refused to be 
a vocal spokesperson for his community, 
but his silence (often burning hot enough 
to make itself felt in Dodger Stadium’s 
peanut galleries) spoke eloquently to 
many previously unreachable bigots. We 
can only hope that since DeGeneris does¬ 
n’t want to speak out loudly against anti¬ 
gay bigotry, she learns how to master that 
same remarkable, eloquent silence. ▼ 




Do pot stores need policing?

fMifc annabis providers in a recent meeting 
| * with District Attorney Terence Halli- 
lyjP nan were told that the SF Department 
of Public Health was now in charge of 
the implementation of Proposition 215 and 
would be overseeing the growing numbers 
of cannabis “health centers,” and that Halli- 
nan had said all he was going to say about it. 
However, there are still several legal issues 
that need to be considered: 

1. What measures have been implement¬ 
ed to gauge levels of mold, fungus, and 
other toxins that may be hiding in the 
cannabis product? Who will punish centers 
that do not comply with standardized tests 
for such? 

2. Who will oversee the centers’ record¬ 
keeping and sales? Who is liable for prose¬ 
cution if guidelines are not met? 

3. Is it necessary or ethical for clubs to 
have a doctor on the payroll to expedite and 
provide the client with a physician’s recom¬ 
mendation, required to allow a client to reg¬ 
ister with each center? 

4. What do centers do with the patients 
from Kaiser, whose doctors have been told 
they may not sign “physician’s statements” 
recommending the use of cannabis, but 
clearly have a need? (Kaiser has approxi¬ 
mately 20,000 patients with a diagnosis 
which cannabis could ease: AIDS, glauco¬ 
ma, cancer, etc.) 


5. Who will police the centers to see that 
each member has a valid diagnosis and that 
only members are served? 

Are these issues that should be moni¬ 
tored by the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health? 

Well, yes, but also by the District Attor¬ 
ney, the California Medical Association, the 
National Institutes of Health, and an al¬ 
liance of cannabis providers; right now 
they all claim someone else is in 
charge and clearly no one is. Anyone 
who has ever tried to contact mem¬ 
bers of the SFDPH, or been to their 
office, knows how overworked and 
understaffed this agency is; now we 
are going to add this immense re¬ 
sponsibility? Or should 
we just sit back and let the 
alliance of cannabis 
providers decide how they 
should and will operate? 

In previous meetings, several club direc¬ 
tors argued against having to document the 
diagnosis and physicians’ recommendation, 
citing a multitude of privacy and confiden¬ 
tiality issues, but without those forms on file 
and the need for them they would be able 
to sell to anyone for any or no reason other 
than simple commerce. It is such actions 
and misuse of Prop. 215 that the “Repeal 
Prop. 215” forces are waiting for. 

“Repeal Prop. 215” radio messages are 
currently airing in Southern California, and 
opponents hope to have repeal legislation 


on the ballot by the 1998 vote. So far, our 
centers and Cannabis Cultivators Club 
founder Dennis Peron’s off-the-cuff com¬ 
ments to national television have given re¬ 
peal forces ample ammunition to blow huge 
holes into the medicinal defense. 

Before you all start to yell at me, I am not 
suggesting that we need more government 
in our business. But the bottom line is that 
if the centers act irresponsibly, the case falls 
into the lap of the DA, and I expected bet¬ 
ter leadership in this issue from Terence 
Hallinan. But then, it’s not a 
compassion issue anymore; it’s a 
competition issue. 

So if you are a member of any 
of the cannabis centers or deliv¬ 
ery services, do your own 
policing and ask your cen¬ 
ter’s staff if they are in 
compliance with Prop. 215 
and the DA. If not, go to one of the other cen¬ 
ters and sign up. Because if you don’t, you 
could find yourself without Cannabis Health 
Centers anymore and back at Dolores Park, 
buying overpriced pot that was smuggled in 
gas tanks for your “medicine.” 

Do not allow those people with legaliza¬ 
tion agendas to jeopardize your health or 
access. ▼

Stadium support 

I’ve seen a number of people opposed to the 49ers 
staidium plan handing out literature stating that 
money should be used to fund healthcare, not out- 
of-town multimillionaires. I’m a community health¬ 
care activist and have no real interest in the 49ers or 
football, but I know a good deal when I see one. 

I couldn’t agree with the opposition more about 
the need to fund vital healthcare programs, which is 
why I support this plan. One of the arguments being 
put forth by the opposition is that “this money” could 
be better spent on something other than a stadium. 
Without this plan, there is no money! Since this is a 
lease revenue bond and not a general oblig¬ 
ation bond, it must pay for itself from rev¬ 
enues generated by the stadium and mall. 

Through tax increment financing, it 
raises millions of dollars for affordable 
housing programs, many of which will be 
used to house people with AIDS. Money 
from tax increment financing has been 
used to fund Leland House, Richard 
Cohen House, Women’s Hotel and 
other facilities for people with AIDS. 

There is currently a list of between 2000-4000 people 
with AIDS waiting for affordable housing. With in¬ 
creasingly dwindling resources from state and feder¬ 
al levels, we can’t pass up the opportunity to generate 
a single dollar for AIDS housing programs. 

Both the Controller and the Budget Analyst have 
estimated that the sports entertainment complex will 
generate $400 million in sales tax revenue. That 
means that $2 million will be generated from the 
State Realignment Fund for health and indigent care 
programs and $700,000 annually for the city’s gener¬ 
al fund, which can also be used to fund healthcare. 

Equally important, it creates permanent, union 
jobs that provide healthcare and child care for those 
who would otherwise not have access to coverage. 
With draconian cuts in federal welfare programs, 
many women and children will fall through the safe¬ 
ty net without a genuine welfare to work program. 
The Mayor and the 49ers have put forth a proposal to 
train and hire 1,000 people from general assistance, 
saving the city $6 million annually and providing jobs 
to those who would otherwise be left impoverished. 

This plan is not just an investment in the 49ers, it’s 
an investment in our people and in our city.

Informed choice and safer sex 

We wish to respond to Richard Carrazza’s letter 
asking for our data and policy regarding public versus 
private spaces in local gay sex clubs. 

Data on this particular topic is limited. A new 
study from the Center for AIDS Prevention Studies 
titled “Few Men at Sex Clubs and Cruising Areas Have 
Unprotected Anal Intercourse” confirms that for men 
who sometimes choose public sex, most unprotected 
anal sex happens in the bedroom, not in public envi¬ 
ronments In a recent study by the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, there is evidence that some gay men 
choose sex clubs over other public environments un¬ 
derstanding that safer sex is clearly expected there, 
making the maintenance of safe sex practices pre¬ 
sumably easier. 

At the San Francisco AIDS Foundation, our poli¬ 
cies reflect the concept of informed choice. We have 
never assumed that gay men need to be policed into 
choosing safer sex. We will continue to offer appro¬ 
priate materials, guidance and staff training to any 
sexually-oriented business - including those operat¬ 
ing currently or any newly configured establishments. 
Our policy does suggest, however, that any business 
has the minimum responsibility to provide an envi¬ 
ronment that helps promote safer choices by provid¬ 
ing adequate clean-up facilities, good lighting, ample 
amounts of condoms and lube in every room, clear¬ 
ly-stated expectations about patrons’ sexual behavior, 
and ready sex-positive HIV prevention information. 

If private spaces are offered once again, either in 
the current sex clubs or in newly opened bathhouses, 
such new choices will also demand a renewed com¬ 
mitment - to one another as sexual partners and to 
our community - for stopping any new HIV infec¬ 
tions. Many of us aren’t able to be very communica¬ 
tive in casual sexual situations for many very real rea¬ 
sons. The opportunities for false assumptions (as in 
the case of one HIV positive man we interviewed for 
a recent study on unsafe sexual decision-making who 
assumes all his partners are positive unless they tell 
him otherwise, thus making it possible for him to en¬ 
gage in unprotected anal intercourse), or simply al¬ 
lowing oneself to be carried away in a moment of 
much-needed passion are multiplied when external 
factors, such as the presence of HIV-educated peers 
observing the actions of one another, do not exist. 

Safe sex police, however, will not end new HIV in¬ 
fections. But we as individual gay men can, no matter 
what the sexual situation. Thanks for the opportuni¬ 
ty to address this important issue.

Sea of foundations 

There are few things scarier in life than finding out 
that one is actually on the same side as the Republi¬ 
cans. Okay, they were gay Republicans, and it was only 
one issue. “Gay GOPs see problems at SFAF” ( B.A.R ., 
April 3) is yet another example of the growing disil¬ 
lusionment of the queer and AIDS communities with 
the current model of fighting the pandemic. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation (SFAF) is one 
of the largest AIDS organizations and has clout both 
locally and in Washington. Their decision to encour¬ 
age the diversion of millions of dollars from the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program (ADAP) to other programs 
was arrogant. Treatment activists and PWAs with per¬ 
sonal experience of protease inhibitors and other 
meds know that the ADAPs save lives. 

To be fair, the $50 million in question was divert¬ 
ed to all the Ryan White programs. The point isn’t 
which programs got the money, but that the SFAF 
lobbied for LESS money for any AIDS program. This 
is what happens when AIDS organizations aren’t led 
by people with AIDS. The heterosexual and HIV-neg¬ 
ative people who comprise the top management 
should share power or step aside. 

This is where my agreement with the Log Cabin 
Club ends. I applaud the SFAF for opposing the anti¬ 
immigrant Prop. 187 and defending Affirmative Ac¬ 
tion. Prop. 187 would have denied undocumented 
people healthcare and as a result worsened the AIDS 
epidemic. Affirmative Action, and anything else that 
shifts power away from straight white men, is a good 
thing and should be supported by the lesbian and gay 
community. 

While the SFAF is not the only nonprofit with 
questionable policies an<j structure, their size and vis¬ 
ibility have made them a symbol of the current SF 
AIDS model. All of these nonprofits became neces¬ 
sary because the Reagan and Bush Republican gov¬ 
ernments wouldn’t accept AIDS as an i^ue, let alone 
an epidemic. However, nonprofits and foundations 
are not held to the same legal standard as the local 
government. The “sunshine” law that requires acces¬ 
sibility to public meetings or information does not 
extend to the nonprofit world. A huge chunk of our 
money is contracted out into a sea of foundations. 

Our organizations can’t be held accountable un¬ 
less we hold ourselves accountable. We make these 
groups possible. We need to monitor them and de¬ 
mand they accept community input. Yes, the SFAF 
has helped many people, but helping future PWAs 
means moving as a community back towards the fight 
against AIDS and away from just managing it.

Please don’t feed the dinosaurs! 

Who in the AIDS community declared Ernest 
Hopkins and the CAEAR Coalition to speak for us? 
In his April 3 B.A.R. letter, Hopkins takes credit for 
the 1996 supplemental appropriation to ADAP (AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program) - a half truth at best. Hop¬ 
kins helped lead the $50 million raid of ADAP funds, 
according to the 11-6-96 San Francisco Examiner. 

“The Care [sic] Coalition, also lobbying for funds, 
was unhappy that all the money was earmarked for 
ADAP. It faxed a Sept. 24 ‘Action Alert’ to its allies, 
urging them to ask Pelosi to spread the money more 
widely -in particular to the core [sic] programs.” 

Hopkins is successfully lobbying for dinosaur or¬ 
ganizations such as the SF AIDS Foundation, AIDS 
Project Los Angeles, and Gay Men’s Health Crisis. 
However, as a result, people with AIDS in rural areas 
face cruelly restricted ADAPs and receive far less per 
capita in government aid (four or five times less) than 
their luckier brothers and sisters in large cities. 

Will we continue to restrict protease inhibitors in 
the heartland so the SF AIDS Foundation can apply 
for job counseling funds for those lucky enough to 
get protease and return to work? What is the Depart¬ 
ment of Vocational Rehabilitation for? 

Hopkins’s letter and philosophy lack full fairness 
and honesty.

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Lungren lunges 
out of the gate

alifornia Democrats met 
two weeks ago in Sacra- 
%l mento; looked over the 
probable crop of gubernatorial 
candidates (Dianne Feinstein, 
Gray Davis, Leon Panetta, etc.); 
heard them each speak; and then 
left the three-day confab without 
knowing who their candidate in 
the 1998 general election would 
be. They did, however, know who 
the Republican challenger would 
be next year: current state Attor¬ 
ney General Dan Lungren. 

As the race to replace Pete 
Wilson gets under way, the Re¬ 
publicans, with their choice al¬ 
ready in place, would appear to 
enjoy a decided advantage. It ain’t 
necessarily so, however. 

Although state Democrats face 
a potentially bruising primary 
next year (most likely 
between Senator Fein¬ 
stein and Lieutenant 
Governor Davis), some 
party leaders actually 
feel that a vigorous 
primary, followed by 
a united party in the 
general elec¬ 
tion, could be 
helpful in de¬ 
feating Lun¬ 
gren, the darling of the GOP 
right. While the Republicans can 
look forward to having a candi¬ 
date they can organize around 
divisive fights between 
challengers, there are still those 
withjn the GOP - plenty of them, 
in fact - who are not at all happy 
to Have Dan Lungren as their 
standard-bearer. 

Indeed, rumor has it that liter¬ 
ally dozens of GOP activists are 
ready to bolt to the Democratic 
nominee’s camp, particularly if 
that nominee is Dianne Feinstein. 
Any political operative will tell 
you that the women’s vote in Cal¬ 
ifornia is crucial to the election of 
any statewide candidate. Women 
voters in the Republican Party 
could very well be Dan Lungren’s 
worst nightmare. 

Lungren, a devout Catholic, 
strongly opposes abortion rights 
in a state where voters (particu¬ 
larly women) are pro-choice. Fe¬ 
instein, though not fiery about it, 
is pro-choice, and she could ex¬ 
pect to pick up Republican 
women’s votes by the thousands. 

Gay rights is another issue that 
will surely haunt Lungren. While 
he is in lock-step with the Christ¬ 
ian right on the issue, California 
voters have shown time and again 
that they feel “gay rights” are ba¬ 
sically “equal rights,” and even gay 
and lesbian Log Cabin members 
would very likely abandon Lun¬ 
gren in favor of Feinstein, Davis, 
or Panetta, all supporters of equal 
rights for gays and lesbians. 

While DiFi, speaking to the 
Demos two weeks ago, slammed 
Governor Wilson’s stance toward 
immigrants, Lungren has moved 
even further right in the past cou¬ 
ple of years and is now vocifer¬ 
ously anti-immigrant. Latino vot¬ 
ers in California are voting in 
larger numbers than only a cou¬ 
ple of years ago - witness the re¬ 
cent mayoral contest in LA - and 
they are unlikely to forget Dan 
Lungren’s punitive actions con¬ 
cerning immigration while attor¬ 
ney general. In addition, Asian 
voters aren’t likely to forget that as 
a member of Congress, Mr. Lun¬ 


gren voted against a bill that 
would give reparations to Japan- 
ese-Americans forced into intern¬ 
ment camps during World War II. 

Whoever the Democratic 
nominee is, he or she can be ex¬ 
pected to make Lungren’s cozy re¬ 
lationship with the powerful to¬ 
bacco companies an issue, partic¬ 
ularly his refusal to join the suit by 
many other states that would 
force the industry to help with 
health costs associated with 
smoking illnesses. Furthermore, 
Mr. Lungren is closely linked with 
tobacco interests through his 
campaign consultant group, the 
Dolphin Group, one of the tobac¬ 
co industry’s top mouthpieces in 
this state. (Although he seems to 
have little problem with the dan¬ 
gers of tobacco, medical marijua¬ 
na is clearly a thorn in the AG’s 
side - as his continued attacks on 
the Cannabis Club show.) 
Attorney General 
Dan Lungren has re¬ 
portedly raised nearly 
$4 million for his up¬ 
coming campaign, 
but many California 
voters - Democrats and 
Republicans alike - 
seem to think 
that 16 years of 
GOP rule 
under Deuk- 
mejian and his clone, Pete Wilson, 
are enough. It’s time for a change, 
and Lungren, the choice of Lou 
Sheldon and his ilk, hardly offers 
the alternative most people are 
seeking. 

Politics and people 

If Republicans really want to 
learn how they can win elections, 
they should look to the examples 
of LA Mayor Richard Riordan, 
who was re-elected in a landslide 
(almost 2 to 1) over Tom Hayden 
in that heavily Democratic city 
last week, or to NYC’s popular 
Rudy Giuliani, another moderate 
Republican headed for a big win 
this year. Yes, folks, two-term Re¬ 
publican mayors in America’s two 
largest and heavily Democratic 
cities! 

A belated congrats and well 
done to San Mateo County’s 
newest supervisor-elect, Rich 
Gordon. Once again, voters have 
shown that a good, qualified can¬ 
didate, regardless of his/her sexu¬ 
al orientation, can carry the day. 
Of course, the predominantly 
gay/lesbian Log Cabin Club mem¬ 
bers once again showed their true 
colors when they endorsed a con¬ 
servative, straight Republican 
candidate over the more qualified 
gay Democratic one. Yet another 
“profile in courage,” I guess. 

A number of her friends and 
political supporters are urging Su¬ 
pervisor Susan Leal, one of the 
brightest on the Board, to enter 
the race for city treasurer. 

D.A. Terence Hallinan was 

featured in a splashy, highly favor¬ 
able front-page story in the influ¬ 
ential Los Angeles Times last week. 

Lesbian Councilmember 
Jackie Goldberg is so popular in 
LA that she was re-elected to her 
13th District seat last week with 
no opposition. 

New Hampshire is the only 
state in the union that doesn’t 
honor Martin Luther King Jr.’s 

birthday. 

House Budget Chairman John 
Kasich (R-Ohio) is reportedly 
looking at the GOP presidential 
race in 2000. Kasich, 44, who mar-

ried last month, says that if the 
prospective GOP candidates “are 
not getting the job done by the 
next election cycle, then I am 
going to have to step up and do 
it.” Kasich might have to spend a 
lot of time denying those recur¬ 
ring D.C. rumors about his per¬ 
sonal life. 

GOP Assembly Leader Curt 
Pringle of Orange County is 
about to announce for lieutenant 
governor. 

In Sacramento at the Demo 
convention, some political re¬ 
porters were asking possible gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate Alfred 
Checchi, the millionaire co- 
chairman of Northwest Airlines, 
why, if he is so interested in state 
government, he hasn’t voted in a 
gubernatorial primary since he 
moved to the state 12 years ago.

Oh, sweet blindness

S he Got The Way To Move 
Me, Laura, She Got The 
Way To Move Me Dept.: I 
was planning this week on noting 
the passing of queer Beat (and 
hippie) poet Allen Ginsberg, be¬ 
cause I saw the best minds of my 
generation driven to reading 
“Howl!” and realizing there was 
something vitally important 
about being able to live in the mo¬ 
ment and gain the awareness that 
comes from doing so. Interesting, 
isn’t it, that the states that open us 
up to a broader awareness of life 
and how it works are both the 
combination of exhaustion and 
melancholy (“beat,” eh?) and the 
ecstatic (which would be a hippie 
pursuit, eh?). The big change 
Ginsberg effected in terms of 
making any kind of countercul¬ 
ture any kind of mass phenome¬ 
non was mainstreaming esoteri- 
cism and meditation in the form 
of Zen Buddhism. (Of course, it 
was up to Alan Watts to really 
open Western eyes to Zen.) 

Actually, I’ve been holding off 
on some planned writing about 
the Beats until later this month. 
The retrospective at the de Young 
kindled a lot of thinking on my 
part, culminating with a major 
burst inspired by a reading of 
Brenda Knight’s Women of The 
Beat Generation from Conari 
Press in Berkeley. (Fabulous book. 
Multiple beatniks. Multiple poet¬ 
ry. Yo Beth sez, check it out.) I 
suspect there’s a good two-parter 
brewing, but I won’t be ready to 
write it until after my Intelligent 
Life on Earth dinner party this 
coming weekend. 

The ILOE is a very small e- 
mail group originally composed 
of a few unconnected friends 
whom I knew would get it when I 
ranted about an ex-lover’s latest 
clueless scheme involving me - 
something I very badly needed to 
do. Our electronic freedom-ori¬ 
ented colloquy is both exciting 
and rewarding from an intellec¬ 
tual standpoint. It’s also very 
gratifying in terms of having a 
community of people who hon¬ 
estly respect each other, both out 
of principle and in practice. 
(Now, there’s a counterculture for 
you!) 

And because people like this 
have values I consider essential to 
any kind of community of which 


I’d like to be a part, I want time to 
ponder the experience of having 
most and possibly all of this geo¬ 
graphically and demographically 
diverse group enjoying each 
other’s company around my din¬ 
ner table before writing about the 
Beats and the state of countercul¬ 
ture (and culture) in general. 
Meanwhile, on the morning of 
the day I was going to write a col¬ 
umn at least mentioning Allen’s 
passing, I got a shock as I ducked 
the rush of hungry kitties to the 
food I’d just poured and picked 
up the morning paper. It said 
Laura Nyro had died of ovar¬ 
ian cancer at the young age of 
49. Bad news on the doorstep, 

I couldn’t take one more 
step. 

Personally passionate 

In the 1960s, 

Laura Nyro birthed 
the genre of musical¬ 
ly and person¬ 
ally passionate 
female singer- 
songwriters 
such as Rickie 
Lee Jones, Tori Amos, and Sarah 
McLachlan. She began writing 
songs at age eight and, after at¬ 
tending the High School of Music 
and Art in New York City, did her 
first serious club gig here at the 
Hungry i. Completely enthralled 
by R&B street singers, her fourth 
album was a collection of doo¬ 
wop, Motown, and Phil Spector 
covers recorded with Labelle. The 
Fifth Dimension had hits with 
three of her songs; three more 
tore up the charts in the hands of 
other artists. 

And we would have loved her 
as an artist even if she hadn’t writ¬ 
ten and recorded a beautiful love 
song to another woman 
(“Emmie”), on an album whose 
back cover was a black-and-white 
photo, in silhouette, of a young 
woman kissing another on the 
forehead (Eli and the Thirteenth 
Confession). But think about it - 
here it is 1967, and there is noth¬ 
ing going on in the media or cul¬ 
ture that talks about women lov¬ 
ing women, much less speaking to 
the beauty of it, and here comes 
this woman singing, “Touch me, 
wake me/Emily, you ornament 
the earth for me.” And, “You were 
my friend, and I loved you.” And 
the critics and perceptive listeners 
are going crazy for her work. She 
asked Miles Davis to play on one 


record; he listened to the tapes 
and said he couldn’t, because 
she’d already said it all. 

There were women at that 
time, and into the early 1970s, 
who, like Laura Nyro, had long 
hair they swung in time to soulful 
music, with the very same aban¬ 
don. Women who danced as 
though their life depended on it. 
Women to whom being in the 
moment was what would bring 
the beatific vision - even in a 
smoky bar with a cheap jukebox 
because that was the only place 
women could dance together, or 
jammed into a Volkswagen 
with too many other 
women heading for 
somewhere where 
women were laughing to¬ 
gether, or in someone’s liv¬ 
ing room on a back street 
where the sun shone in 
as the stereo played. 
And women discover¬ 
ing the mystery 
of loving 
them were 
falling for 
them. And 
being a lesbian meant having this 
lust for life and self-discovery. 

Safety first 

What happened? What made 
the women who made music in 
her wake, new love songs to 
women, lose the passion? Forget 
to weave into their music the bliss 
of seeing the depths of their being 
in another woman’s love? Lose the 
soul? 

Once we decided we were 
birthing a women’s community, a 
women’s culture, a women’s spir¬ 
ituality, a thousand Laura Nyros 
should have bloomed. They were 
there, ready to burst out above 
ground and show their beauty. In¬ 
stead, others decided safety was 
the best, most desirable thing 
women could create for each 
other; that meant imitating Laura 
Nyro’s idiosyncratic self-examina¬ 
tion while jettisoning the emotion 
and passion she put into her 
music and performances. 

Laura Nyro herself withdrew, 
into married life in New England. 
Three years later, divorced, she re- 
emerged into the recording stu¬ 
dio. She is survived by her son and 
a woman companion. And, of 
course, a number of recordings, 
including a 1997 two-disc retro¬ 
spective on Columbia/Legacy 
(hint, hint). T

The beat goes on

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DeGeneres comes out: 
The media round-up

H istory was made in the 
April 14 cover story in 
Time when Ellen De¬ 
Generes broke down her closet 
door and announced that she is a 
lesbian. The issue, which ap¬ 
peared on newsstands on April 7, 
was just the beginning of a media 
avalanche around the celebrity’s 
move to announce she is a lesbian. 
The coverage was overwhelming¬ 
ly positive or at least neutral. Fol¬ 
lowing are some examples: 

• The April 8 Detroit News had 
a prominent news feature calling 
both DeGeneres’s coming out and 
the April 30 show “a personal and 
social landmark,” explaining that 
“DeGeneres is the most socially 
significant figure to hit network 
prime time since Bill Cosby 
starred in I Spy at the height of the 
civil rights movement.” 

• Francesca Chapman, a 
columnist in the April 7 Philadel¬ 
phia Daily News , said of De¬ 
Generes, “Really, after clomping 
around in all those drab pantsuits 
and appearing pathetically un¬ 
convincing in the hetero roman¬ 
tic comedy Mr. Wrong , does she 
really expect us to consider this a 
news flash?” 

• On April 8, syndicated 
columnist Leonard Pitts, Jr., made 
a play on anti-gay Rev. Jerry Fal- 
well’s calling DeGeneres “DeGen- 
erate ” calling Falwell “Fedwell,” 
“Fraudwell,” “Foulwell,” and a 
“sanctimonious homophobe.” 

• The April 14 Newsweek had a 
side story on lesbians in Holly¬ 
wood, saying, “Now that the clos¬ 
et door has been kicked wide 
open, lesbians are openly feasting 
at Hollywood’s power-lunch ta¬ 
bles. They even have a name for 
themselves: the Girl World,” it 
says. “With each new public dec¬ 
laration, the network of upwardly 
mobile, outwardly lesbian women 
in Hollywood grows in force.” 

• The San Francisco Chronicle 
on April 8 sought lesbian and gay 
on-the-street feedback, determin¬ 
ing that “yesterday’s reaction to 
the news, in San Francisco at least, 
ranged from appreciation for her 
openness to anger that it took so 
long.” 

• On the April 9 edition of 
CNN’s Larry King Live , GLAAD 
Entertainment Media Director 
Chastity Bono responded to Fal- 
well’s hateful hype, noting, “This 
country is about freedom, free¬ 
dom to choose to make our own 
decisions. If [people] are offend¬ 
ed or feel like their family should¬ 
n’t watch it, that’s fine. But Amer¬ 
icans don’t like to be told what to 
do. They like to make their own 
decisions.

GLAAD works to bring 
bounced Ellen episode 
to Birmingham 

Claiming that it is “not appro¬ 
priate for family viewing,” the 
ABC affiliate in Birmingham, Al¬ 
abama, is refusing to air the April 
30 episode of Ellen. Jerry Heil¬ 
man, president and general man¬ 
ager of WBMA-TV, also known as 
33/40, suggested that the affiliate 
may not carry any of the episodes 


in May if “they deal with the same 
thing.” But local lesbians and gay 
men aren’t taking it lying down. 

Considering that the episode 
has no violent content, strong lan¬ 
guage or sex, WBMA-TV’s deci¬ 
sion to block broadcast of the 
show is not about protecting fam¬ 
ilies, but rather anti-gay hate. In 
order to ensure local viewers the 
right to decide for themselves 
how they feel about the pro¬ 
gram, Birmingham Pride 
Alabama is working 
with GLAAD to ensure 
that anyone who wants 
to see the history-mak¬ 
ing show can. At the Al¬ 
abama Theater in 
•Birmingham, begin¬ 
ning at 6:00 p.m., peo¬ 
ple will gather to 
watch the show. “It is so 
important we have the opportu¬ 
nity to watch the coming out 
episode of Ellen ,” said Kevin 
Stone, BPA’s entertainment chair. 
“The support that we give one an¬ 
other by coming out publicly is 
profound. When someone of 
Ellen’s stature does it, it’s earth- 
shaking for us.” Responding to 
Heilman, Stone says, “I want my 
remote control back - he may 
own the television station, but he 
doesn’t have his finger on the 
pulse of Alabama. This is my 
home, and while we don’t have a 
lot of rights as gay people in Al¬ 
abama, they can’t take away our 
First Amendment rights.” Accord¬ 
ing to Chastity Bono, GLAAD en¬ 
tertainment media director, “The 
gathering at the Alabama Theater 
is a testament to the importance 
of this groundbreaking moment 
in television history and to the 
courage and determination of les¬ 
bians, gay men, and their friends 
and family to be a part of it.” 

Please tell WBMA that their 
cowardice is both shameful and a 
denial of quality and precedent¬ 
setting programming to local 
viewers-lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender or otherwise. If 
you’re in Alabama, feel free to at¬ 
tend this exciting community 
event.

ABC advertising won’t let 
women’s cruise 
commercial dock 

While the history-making 
April 30 episode of Ellen portends 
a bright future for media repre¬ 
sentation of lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people, ABC 
Broadcast Standards have sent up 
a storm cloud by rejecting an 
Olivia Cruise advertisement based 
on the position that “discussion 
about same-sex lifestyles is more 
appropriate in programming,” 
and that they “have a blanket pol¬ 
icy against advocacy ads of any 
kind.” Additionally, in a corre¬ 
spondence to Olivia, ABC 
checked a box about the ad that 
said “child restrictions.” The ad as 
proposed would feature two 
women embracing together on 
the deck of a cruise ship and, orig¬ 
inally, kissing at the end. After 


ABC Broadcast Standards reject¬ 
ed the spot, Olivia President Judy 
Dlugacz asked if it could be aired 
with content changes. ABC repre¬ 
sentatives indicated that no 
changes would make the ad suit¬ 
able. After speaking with several 
ABC spokespeople, GLAAD was 
told the decision was not based on 
sexual orientation, but no al¬ 
ternate explanation was pro¬ 
vided, except that this could 
potentially be perceived 
as “advocacy advertis¬ 
ing,” which is forbid¬ 
den by ABC policy. 

While the anti¬ 
workplace discrimina¬ 
tion Human Rights 
Campaign spot recent¬ 
ly rejected by ABC 
clearly could be 
viewed as advocacy ad¬ 
vertising, the Olivia ad no more 
advocates a political stance about 
lesbians and gay men than does a 
Carnival Cruise spot about het¬ 
erosexuals. By viewing something 
as innocuous as two women on 
the deck of a ship as political, 
ABC Broadcast Standards rejects 
the most ordinary and casual as¬ 
pects of our lives as an “issue” that 
is not only political, but should be 
hidden from children. As colum¬ 
nist Frank Rich wrote in the New 
York Times on April 10, “Am I the 
only parent who feels that the 
straight cruise-ship commercials 
starring Kathie Lee Gifford are 
more of a threat to my kids’ view 
of heterosexuality than anything a 
gay sponsor could come up 
with?”

NEC features 
RuPaul snapshot 

A recent advertisement for 
Packard Bell NEC, Inc. features 
drag supermodel RuPaul celebrat¬ 
ing “versatility.” The theme of the 
campaign, “versatile notebooks 
for versatile people,” has RuPaul 
pushing the company’s Versa 2600 
notebooks. According to the 
March 25 PC Week, NEC has re¬ 
ceived some complaints, but 
Kerry Zeida, vice president of cor¬ 
porate communications, said, 
“For every one, we’ve gotten an¬ 
other one saying this is a very 
gutsy, very sophisticated ap¬ 
proach. I wasn’t concerned so 
much that people would be 
turned off by [RuPaul] as I was 
concerned that people wouldn’t 
know him.” The ad has appeared 
in computer magazines, and such 
mainstream venues as Rolling 
Stone. “This isn’t meant to be 
provocative for the sake of being 
provocative,” said Zeida. “This is 
really trying to find celebrities 
that match the characteristics of 
the ad itself.” 

While it is impressive that 
NEC would choose an openly gay 
drag queen as a spokesmodel, 
what makes the ad so remarkable 
is that RuPaul was chosen because 
NEC wanted to celebrate versatil¬ 
ity as it is embodied by someone 
who plays with both gender and 
sexual norms in our society. 

Please commend NEC for 
their bold and inclusive choice in 
advertising.

32 years ago: 

Cuba’s anti-gay purges

This week in gay history: April 
16, 1965, The New York Times 
reports that Cuba has been in¬ 
terning gay men in prison camps. 

I n the nearly 40 years since 
Fidel Castro’s communist rev¬ 
olution in Cuba, gays and les¬ 
bians have faced a series of physi¬ 
cal and psychological challenges 
that have largely excluded them 
from the dramatic advances in gay 
and lesbian equality that other 
countries experienced during that 
period. 

Before Fulgencio Batista’s gov¬ 
ernment was overthrown on New 
Year’s Day 1959, gays and lesbians 
were a prominent part of Ha¬ 
vana’s notorious underworld of 
gambling, sex, and drugs. But 
when the revolution aimed to 
“clean up” the excesses of the old 
regime, homosexuality was treat¬ 
ed as a capitalist vice that the new 
Cuba could do without. Many gay 
men in particular sought to leave 
the country, and many others (in¬ 
cluding many lesbians) turned to 
the closet. 

In 1961, just two years after the 
revolution, the first massive 
round-up of homosexuals took 
place in Havana. Known as “Op¬ 
eration Three Ps” for its targeting 
of “pederasts, prostitutes, and 
pimps,” this campaign advanced 
the communist government’s goal 
of showing its success in ridding 
Cuba of decadent bourgeois in¬ 
fluences. That same year, promi¬ 
nent playwright Virgilio Pinera 
was arrested for being gay. Al¬ 
though he was soon released, his 
prominent detention added to the 
climate of fear for Cuba’s gays and 
lesbians. Soon, gays were barred 
from joining the Cuban Commu¬ 
nist Party (which ended any hope 
for economic advancement), and 
gay teachers and students were 
dismissed from the University of 
Havana. 

But the most notorious anti¬ 
gay action of the Cuban govern¬ 
ment was the UMAP camps 
(Unidades Militares para el Au- 
mento del Production, or Military 
Units to Aid Production). Be¬ 
tween 1965 and ’968 several 
thousand gay men, men suspect¬ 


ed of being gay, and other politi¬ 
cally or culturally suspect individ¬ 
uals were imprisoned in forced 
work camps in eastern Cuba. 
These men were forced to work in 
sugar cane fields by day, and to lis¬ 
ten to Marxist-Leninist lectures at 
night. 

The UMAP camps garnered 
media attention in the United 
States, and a small group of ho- 
mophile activists even picketed 
the United Nations in 1965 to 
protest what they saw as the twin 
homophobic policies of Cuba 
and the United States. This 
protest was a rare moment 
in the history of a gay 
movement in the United 
States that seldom has paid 
any attention whatsoever to 
the plight of gays and 
lesbians in other 
countries. 

Even after the 
UMAP camps were 
closed (in part due to interna¬ 
tional pressure), gays and lesbians 
remained subject to official mea¬ 
sures that regulated their eco¬ 
nomic and sexual lives. Hundreds 
of gay artists, teachers, and actors 
in particular lost their jobs, often 
in very public purges that left 
their victims isolated from their 
families and communities. 

Official Cuban homophobia 
posed a challenge for the early gay 
liberationists of the United States. 
In the post-Stonewall era, many 
advocates of gay liberation em¬ 
braced leftist thought, an ideology 
that applauded the socialism of 
Castro’s Cuba. In 1970, a number 
of members of the Gay Liberation 
Front joined the Venceremos 
Brigade, which was made up of 
several hundred young Americans 
and Canadians who spent the 
summer in Cuba to work on so¬ 
cialist farms. While many of their 
straight compatriots returned en¬ 
amored of Cuban society, the gay 
Venceremos were not as im¬ 
pressed. A group of them wrote: 
“The anti-homosexual policy of 
the Cuban government does not 
simply fail to include gay people 
in the revolutionary process - it 
specifically excludes them from 
participation.... A policy of ruth¬ 
less and incessant persecution of 
gay people is contradictory to the 
needs of all people, and such a 


policy is reactionary and fascist.” 

By most accounts, gay men 
were disproportionately repre¬ 
sented among the refugees who 
fled Cuba for the United States in 
the Mariel boatlift of 1979. In 
some cases, the Cuban govern¬ 
ment actually encouraged gay 
men to join the boatlift, and it fi¬ 
nanced a film called Scum which 
portrayed the refugees as effemi¬ 
nate gay men. When thousands of 
gay Cuban refugees reached 
Southern Florida, a number of 
American gay organizations 
worked hard to find them 
homes and jobs. 

In the 1980s, Cuba came 
under attack by American 
gays and lesbians for its 
reactionary policies on the 
subject of AIDS. Cuba’s 
official approach to 
combat the disease 
has been quarantine, 
which originally 
meant imprisoning anyone who 
tested positive for the HIV virus 
(a policy that has since been re¬ 
laxed significantly). Cuba’s ap¬ 
proach of emphasizing its version 
of “public health” over human 
rights has met with some success, 
though, as only a few hundred 
Cuban residents (mostly hetero¬ 
sexual) have died of AIDS, a rate 
far lower than in other Caribbean 
countries. 

On July 28, 1994, about 20 
young Cuban gays and lesbians 
met in a Havana park for Cuba’s 
first Gay Pride celebration. They 
founded Cuba’s first gay-rights 
organization and penned a mani¬ 
festo that read in part: “For the 
first time we have consciously 
gathered here in unity. Being 
afraid can only help the ideas of 
our detractors. Being afraid is ab¬ 
surd if we want to defend our 
rights. It is necessary to act proud¬ 
ly, to make a daring gesture; it is 
necessary to act with courage.” ▼

Peron introduces'Phoenix Brand' packages

' charges in connection with 
x 1 last summer’s raid of the 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC) by 
the state Bureau of Narcotic En¬ 
forcement (BNE) appeared in 
Alameda County Superior Court 
in Oakland on Monday, April 14, 
as defense attorneys argued for a 
motion to dismiss all charges. 
Judge Larry Goodwin is expected 
to render his decision on or before 
May 12. 

CBC founder Dennis Peron 
said he was satisfied with the way 
the court session went. Defense at¬ 
torneys offered strong arguments 
in support of several motions, one 
of which maintained the raid was 
a political move by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Dan Lungren, who opposed 
the state medical marijuana initia¬ 
tive, Proposition 215. Voters ap¬ 
proved the measure last Novem¬ 
ber, clearing the way for pot to be 
made available to those whose 
doctors have recommended it. 

Peron and five others were ar¬ 
rested and charged last fall with 
several felony counts relating to 
possession, sales, and transporta¬ 
tion of marijuana. Peron and fellow 
defendants Peter Veilleux, Antonio 
Martinez, John Hudson, Elizabeth 
Moore, and Adam Perry have all 
pleaded not guilty and remain free 
on their own recognizance. 

Lawyers go through the 
motions 

Defense attorneys Tony Serra, 
Nedra Ruiz, and J. David Nick 
each argued a different motion, 
Peron said. Serra handled the mo¬ 
tion to dismiss charges based on 
medical necessity; Ruiz addressed 
the defense’s belief the state en¬ 
gaged in selective prosecution, 
based on Lungren’s opposition to 
Proposition 215; and Nick argued 
evidence issues. 

“David [Nick] talked about 
how officers pretended to be doc¬ 
tors,” Peron told the B.A.R. 

He was referring to an audio- 
tape which the defense received 
from the state through the discov¬ 
ery process, that has San Francis¬ 
co Police Sergeant Joe Bannon 
impersonating a medical doctor 
and confirming a diagnosis for a 
“patient” who was actually BNE 
Special Agent Jim Kerrigan. 

Nick also talked about evi¬ 
dence he has reviewed in connec¬ 
tion with the raid. Lungren has al¬ 
ways maintained the CBC was a 
front for drug-dealing and that 
children were allowed on the 
premises regularly. Peron has de¬ 
nied those accusations, and said 
the only children who entered the 
club were those who had been di¬ 
agnosed with serious illnesses. 

“Everything shows we were 
trying our best not to commit 
fraud,” Peron said, adding evi¬ 
dence of that includes notices that 
were posted at the CBC. 

Peron reopened the club in 
January after San Francisco Judge 
David Garcia lifted a preliminary 
injunction that had shut the club 
down last August. It is now called 
the Cannabis Cultivators Club 


(CCC), and has more stringent 
admission policies for members. 

Pot in a box 

Last Friday, April 11, Peron 
unveiled the latest in medical 
marijuana distribution: his 
“Phoenix Brand” medical pot 
now comes in a slick silver box 
that’s triple-sealed and pre¬ 
weighed. An estimated 10,000 
boxes are at the club. 

Each box contains 3.5 grams of 
cannabis, well under the legal 
limit of 28.5 grams that state law 
considers the maximum allowed 
for personal use. 

The packages serve several 
purposes, Peron said, including an 
effort to: 

• Guarantee product quality, 
freshness, purity, and amount. 

• Protect pot from mold and 
fungus. 

• Assist law enforcement in 
identifying medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients and caregivers. 

• Assist healthcare providers in 
serving the needs of medical mar¬ 
ijuana patients through tradition¬ 
al and non-traditional outlets

A federal judge in San Fran¬ 
cisco has ordered a cease 
fire on government threats 
to prosecute California physicians 
who recommend medical mari¬ 
juana to their patients. 

U.S. District Court Judge Fern 
Smith issued the temporary re¬ 
straining order last Friday, April 
11, saying that the doctors who 
sued the government over threats 
of action raised concerns that 
their First Amendment rights 
would be violated. 

Proposition 215 was passed by 
the voters last November and le¬ 
galized the use of marijuana by 
patients with diseases whose 
symptoms can be helped by mar¬ 
ijuana - such as AIDS, glaucoma, 
or cancer - but the Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration 
warned doctors they could be 
charged with drug offenses or 
stripped of their rights to pre- 


such as hospices, herbal apothe¬ 
caries, oncology wards, and hos¬ 
pitals. 

Regarding this last item, Peron 
said that in some instances, 
healthcare providers want to help 
their patients, but don’t want to 
actually touch the marijuana. By 
having it in a sealed box, that 
problem is alleviated. 

“In our tradition - service, jus¬ 
tice, and compassion - the 
Cannabis Club leads the way,” said 
Peron, who maintained the boxes 
“set the standard for medical mar¬ 
ijuana distribution.” Even so, he is 
still fiddling with the concept, and 
is soon to introduce a more elab¬ 
orate version. 

“We will have the deluxe 
model: a little pipe will come in 
the box,” said Peron. 

The packages indicate the type 
of marijuana - grades 1A to 4A of 
California green, and grades 1 
through 4 of Mexican - and even 
come with a printed “Warning: 
May cause drowsiness, dry 
mouth, mild euphoria, and short¬ 
term memory loss. Do not drive 
or operate heavy machinery.” ▼ 


scribe controlled drugs if they 
recommended pot. 

Smith says the distinction was 
too vague between discussing the 
drug, which was allowed, and rec¬ 
ommending it. 

Smith ordered government at¬ 
torneys to try to work out a tem¬ 
porary settlement that would 
allow the enforcement of drug 
laws to proceed while the doctors’ 
lawsuit is pending. 

The temporary restraining 
order will remain in effect until a 
settlement is reached or until 
Smith issues further rulings. 

Graham Boyd, lead attorney 
for the 11 cancer and AIDS physi¬ 
cians who filed the suit, says 
physicians want the right to prac¬ 
tice responsible medicine. 

“This decision is the most im¬ 
portant step in the case so far,” 
Boyd said. “In California, doctors 
have been intimidated and si¬ 
lenced. As of today, they are free 
to speak without government 
censorship.” T

C ommunity activists contin¬ 
ue to organize in opposi¬ 
tion to last month’s pro¬ 
mulgation by the Department of 
Public Health (DPH) of manda¬ 
tory minimum standards regulat¬ 
ing local sex clubs and parties. 

A letter from AIDS Office di¬ 
rector Dr. Mitchell Katz was pre¬ 
sented at the April 8 meeting of the 
Coalition for Healthy Sex, in re¬ 
sponse to a letter CHS sent to Katz 
in March. The CHS letter read in 
part that “no community group 
has endorsed these regulations nor 
the process of instituting them.” 

In his response, Katz stated 
that the DPH is “disappointed” 
that the CHS does not support the 
standards. He noted that the now- 
mandatory regulations were 
“modeled after” the CHS’s volun¬ 
tary sex club guidelines, of which 
monitoring and the prohibition 
of closed locked doors were “an 
integral part.” Katz further stated 
that the process used by the DPH 
gave members of the CHS an op¬ 
portunity to “express concerns 
and give suggestions” about the 
proposed standards. 

Katz reiterated his previously 
stated position that the mandato¬ 
ry minimum standards are the 
“same standards that the Health 
Department has always used.” 
Some community members have 
alleged that the shift from volun¬ 
tary guidelines to mandatory 
standards is an important differ¬ 
ence. Katz stated that in order to 
ensure that all sex clubs and par¬ 
ties are in compliance, “itlS essen¬ 
tial that the standards by which 
they operate are required, not vol¬ 


untary.” Katz concluded that “it is 
the position of the Health De¬ 
partment that these standards 
must be in place for effective HIV 
prevention to take place.” 

Because a quorum of mem¬ 
bers was not present at the meet¬ 
ing, no official CHS business was 
conducted. 

On the CUSP 

The April meeting of Commu¬ 
nity United for Sexual Privacy 
(CUSP) took place the following 
day. The group discussed the re¬ 
cent legislation introduced by 


Sen. Tim Leslie (S.B. 1301), which 
would regulate all bathhouses and 
sex clubs in the state, and also a 
February appeals court ruling that 
reaffirmed the denial of a permit 
to open a traditional gay bath¬ 
house on Turk Street in the Ten¬ 
derloin. [See stories, next page]. 

A substantial part of the meet¬ 
ing was devoted to a discussion of 
the relative usefulness of contin¬ 
ued meetings with city officials in 
an attempt to reach an agreement 
regarding the DPH’s standards, 
versus the need for stronger mea-

Not too nice at Not Too Naughty: 

Livermore cops target gay 
men for arrest, humiliation

H n a law enforcement action 
that has outraged gay and civil 
rights attorneys, two dozen 
Livermore, California men were 
arrested in late March and early 
April on charges of solicitation for 
sex, indecent exposure, and pros¬ 
titution. The charges stem from a 
month-long undercover police in¬ 
vestigation at the Not Too 
Naughty bookstore, the East Bay 
town’s only adult bookstore. 

In a move designed for maxi¬ 
mum publicity, the men charged 
with the misdemeanor sex offens¬ 
es were not cited at the bookstore 
by undercover officers, but were 
later arrested at their residences or 
businesses in a coordinated series 
of arrests by Livermore police. 

“That’s completely out of line,” 
said civil rights attorney Tom 
Steel, who represents the book¬ 
store owners. “It’s a serious con¬ 
cern. The arrests were neither 
usual or necessary. The police 
codes provide for the citation and 
release of misdemeanor arrestees 
unless there are specific reasons 
not to. 

“Those reasons did not apply 


to this situation, and police went 
to their homes and businesses to 
arrest in an effort to humiliate 
them,” Steel said. 

Police transported the men to 
the East Bay’s Santa Rita County 
Jail to be booked and released fol¬ 
lowing their arrests. 

According to news accounts, 
police say that a store employee 
complained about sexual activity 
in the peep show booths in the 
back of the store. 

Two teachers and a Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory worker 
were among the men charged 
with the offenses, according to 
news accounts. One suspect in the 
case has fled to Mexico. 

The men arrested were from 
outlying geographic areas includ¬ 
ing San Jose, Alameda, Antioch, 
Pleasanton, and other East Bay 
and Tri-Valley locations. 

Police also alerted media to the 
arrests, and local news accounts 
prominently featured a San 
Ramon, California businessman 
being arrested at his business on 
the charges. 

In the undercover operation, a 
police officer sat in one of the 
store’s six video cubicles and al¬ 
legedly observed sexual activity 


and solicitation for sex. 

The video area in the adult 
bookstore is restricted from gen¬ 
eral access, according to one of the 
men arrested in the sting, and pa¬ 
trons must purchase $2 in special 
tokens that operate the machines 
before they may enter. 

The store was ordered closed by 
Livermore Police Chief Ron Scott, 
who revoked its license to operate 
following the sting operation. 

Police say they unsuccessfully 
tried to enlist the assistance of the 
Alameda County Health Depart¬ 
ment in closing the store as a 
health hazard. 

Livermore police defended the 
action, saying the issue wasn’t the 
men’s sexual orientation but their 
sexual conduct. 

Although the police action was 
defended by Livermore Mayor 
Cathie Brown and two Livermore 
City Council members, the clo¬ 
sure of the business was criticized 
by local Chamber of Commerce 
officials. 

The men are scheduled to 
enter pleas on the charges on 
Thursday, April 17. 

Attorneys for the bookstore are 
appealing its closure to the Liver¬ 
more City Council.

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Burton, Vasconcellos 
to hear bathhouse/ 
sex club proposal 

First hearings scheduled for Tuesday

I!# Tahoe City introduced a 
bill in Sacramento that would 
regulate all sex clubs and bath¬ 
houses in the state. Known infor¬ 
mally as the “Nuisance Bill,” S.B. 
1301 is scheduled to receive com¬ 
mittee hearings this month and a 
full Senate hearing in May. Al¬ 
though the bill was introduced 
over a month ago, it only came to 
public attention last week. 

S.B. 1301 would amend Sec¬ 
tion 11225 of the state penal 
code, which currently regulates 
buildings used for illegal gam¬ 
bling or for the purpose of 
“lewdness, assignation, or pros¬ 
titution.” The proposed legisla¬ 
tion would add subsections reg¬ 
ulating bathhouses and other 
public sex establishments. The 
bill reads, in part, “every build¬ 
ing or place used as a bathhouse 
which as a primary activity en¬ 
courages or permits conduct that 
according to the guidelines of 
the federal Centers for Disease 
Control can transmit AIDS, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, anal 
intercourse, oral copulation, or 
vaginal intercourse, is a nuisance 
which shall be enjoined, abated, 
and prevented.” 

Unlike the San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Healths re¬

cently mandated minimum stan¬ 
dards for the operation of sex 
clubs, oral sex is included among 
the explicitly prohibited activi¬ 
ties, while fisting is not. 

A “bathhouse” is defined as a 
place that provides facilities such 
as a spa, sauna, mud bath, or 
swimming pool. By this defini¬ 
tion, certain gyms and establish¬ 
ments that provide hourly hot 
tub rentals appear to fall under 
the law, although such establish¬ 
ments generally do not “as a pri¬ 


mary activity” encourage sexual 
conduct. 

S.B. 1301 goes on to read, 
“every building or place which, as 
a primary activity, accommo¬ 
dates or encourages persons to 
engage in, or to observe other 
persons engaging in, sexual con¬ 
duct” shall likewise be abated and 
prevented. This subsection cov¬ 
ers sex clubs that do not contain 
any type of bathing or swimming 
facilities. It is not clear whether 
venues that host erotic perfor¬ 
mances will also fall under the 
proposed legislation. 

Finally, S.B. 1301 mandates 
that no city or county may li¬ 
cense or regulate the operation of 
the types of establishment de¬ 
scribed in the bill. It is unknown 
whether the recent attempt in 
San Francisco to pass legislation* 
creating a permit process for sex 
clubs was part of the motivation 
behind the proposed statewide 
legislation. 

S.B. 1301 will be heard first by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
chaired by Senator John Burton, 
on Tuesday, April 22, and then by 
the Senate Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee, chaired by Senator John Vas¬ 
concellos. If either oppose the bill, 
it may die in committee. If the bill 
passes through the two commit¬ 
tees, it will be heard by the full 
Senate, and if successful at that 
stage, by Assembly committees 
and then the full Assembly. ▼ 


Owner gets soaked , loses appeal 

$400,000 later, permits 
revoked for bathhouse

he owner of a city building 
| that was once a public 
1 bathhouse lost his bid to 
reopen the business when the 
San Francisco Court of Appeals 
denied he had a “vested right” to 
reestablish the bathhouse as a 
legal nonconforming use. The 
decision was issued in late Janu¬ 
ary, court records show. 

Rick Stokes, who is also co¬ 
owner of the Berkeley Steam- 
works, had spent nearly 
$400,000 in improvements to 
the building on Turk Street, 
which was formerly known as 
Bulldog Baths. However, the 
court upheld the Board of Per¬ 
mit Appeals finding that Stokes 
misrepresented facts when he 
applied for city permits. 

On November 3 and 17, 
1993, Stokes filed applications 
for building permits to remodel 
the property. He described the 
present and proposed use of the 
property as a “health club,” and 
as a “health studio/gym.” 

“This was false,” the court 
stated. “The property was cur¬ 


rently vacant and had not been 
used as a bathhouse or health 
club for at least seven years.” 

Permits were issued based on 
these misrepresentations, and 
on March 15, 1994, the city sus¬ 
pended the permits, saying they 
were erroneously issued because 
of the failure to disclose the 
building had been vacant for 
over six years and that a condi¬ 
tional use permit would be re¬ 
quired. 

Neil Eisenberg, Stokes’s attor¬ 
ney, told the B.A.R. that his 
client felt a permit had been 
granted, then revoked. He said 
that if Stokes had applied now 
for a building permit, he 
thought it would probably be 
approved. He also said Stokes 
did initially represent the use as 
a bathhouse. 

“He proceeded to do work on 
the property, and the court ruled 
he has to obtain a conditional 
use permit,” Eisenberg said. 

Stokes could not be reached 
for comment regarding what, if 
any, plans he has for the build¬ 
ing. Eisenberg said that Stokes is 
not the only owner of the prop¬ 
erty. ▼

AIDS prevention 
TV spots nominated 
for regional Emmy 

They hit KG0-TV airwaves next week

S an Francisco gay filmmaker 
David Weissman’s eight 
AIDS prevention public 
service announcements (PSAs) 
have been nominated for a North¬ 
ern California Emmy award. 

The regional television awards 
will be handed out Saturday, May 
10 in San Francisco. Weissman 
told the B.A.R. he’s very honored 
by the nomination. The PSAs he 
wrote, directed, and produced are 



already award-winning, having 
captured the first place award in 
the Golden Gate Awards of the 
San Francisco International Film 
Festival and first place in the 
Videomakers Against AIDS com¬ 
petition sponsored by the Italian 
organization ARIGAY. 

The eight 30-second spots in 
the series are the first to forth¬ 
rightly address the underlying 
emotional and psychological 
stresses facing gay men living 
though the AIDS epidemic, 
Weissman said. 

Last fall, the PSAs ran on 
KRON-TV for three months. Peo¬ 
ple who missed them will soon 
have a second opportunity to see 
them, as KGO-TV is planning to 
start airing them next week, ac¬ 
cording to the station’s public ser¬ 
vice coordinator Patty Dingle. 

“Our PSAs have a six-month 
life,” Dingle told the B.A.R. She also 
said that most of the station’s 300 
PSAs air on a rotating basis. Also, 
she said, they do not all run in the 
early morning hours when most 
people are asleep and most TV sta¬ 
tions show paid infomercials, one- 
star movies, and 1970s reruns. 

“We have a lot of available air 
time other than the middle of the 
night,” she said. 

‘Beyond the health model’ 

Each of the PSAs explore how 
issues such as grief and loss, self¬ 
esteem, homophobia, and the 
quality of interpersonal relation¬ 
ships make an impact on gay 
men’s ability to maintain safe sex 
practices 16 years into the epi¬ 
demic. The spots also promote 
local AIDS service organizations, 
one of which is shown at the end 
of each segment. 

In addition to airing them on 
television, Weissman said the Cal¬ 
ifornia AIDS Clearinghouse has a 
longer version of the PSAs that 
other agencies can use for broad 
training and discussions. He most 
recently showed the eight spots 
during a workshop at last month’s 
annual National AIDS Update 
Conference, leaving some audience

members with tears in their eyes. 

Although he is proud of the 
work he’s done, Weissman said he 
has found it frustrating trying to 
get the PSAs on the air. It’s a com¬ 
plicated process, and Weissman is 
doing it outside of the pre-exist¬ 
ing structure. 

“I’m pushing the agenda, and 
it has required a lot of political fi¬ 
nesse,” he said. “I’m trying to get 
national organizations to support 
them, but there has been virtually 
no interest.” 

Dana Van Gorder, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s coordina¬ 
tor of lesbian and gay health ser¬ 
vices, is one person who thinks 
that is a loss for the organizations. 
“I cry every time I see them,” he 
said at the workshop he and Weiss¬ 
man gave. “They are incredibly 
powerful and are intended to deal 
with a number of issues. These 
messages are carefully crafted.” 

In particular, Van Gorder 
praised the way the PSAs affirm 
gay male identity, including that 
of gay men of color. Weissman 
pointed out the word “love” is 
used frequently in the spots. 

“It has taken a lot of years for 
prevention to move beyond the 
health model to the psychological 
model,” Van Gorder said. 

Weissman told the B.A.R. he 
got support for the PSAs from 
Van Gorder, as well as funding 
from the DPH, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, the Stop AIDS 
Project, the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco AIDS Health 
Project, and the Nathan Cum¬ 
mings Foundation. T 
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Conservative pundit sued 
for same-sex harassment

e touched me on the butt, 
he grabbed my penis.” This 
dialogue isn’t from a porn 
flick or bar talk, but a news con¬ 
ference outside the Superior 
Court in Washington, DC on 
Thursday, April 10. The accuser 
was Stephen Gregory, who had 
just filed a sexual harassment law¬ 
suit against his former employer, 
Armstrong Williams. 

Williams is a darling of the far 
right, a radio talk show host of 
The Right Side, columnist with 
the Los Angeles Times Syndicate, 
and Washington talking head on 
public affairs television pro¬ 
grams. He has railed against ho¬ 
mosexuality as morally wrong. 
He and Gregory are African- 
American, and both claim to be 
heterosexual. 

Gregory was working as a per¬ 
sonal trainer at the YMCA in late 
1994 when Williams requested his 
services. He later suggested that 
the young man volunteer with his 
radio program as a way to build 
professional credentials in the 
field. Gregory was hired as a part- 
time assistant in the summer, and 
by October 1995 was promoted to 
producer of the show. He was 
fired in August 1996. 

The lawsuit alleges a detailed 
series of more than 50 incidents 
of sexual harassment over the 
course of employment. In addi¬ 
tion to the touching it also 
charges unwanted kissing, ma¬ 
nipulation of Gregory’s private 
life, unlawful termination of em¬ 
ployment, and defamation 
through false statement. 

Williams ordered that the pair 
share a bedroom when traveling 
on business, ostensibly to save 
money. Gregory claims that on 
several occasions Williams tried 
to get into bed with Gregory. He 
claims that Williams said, “I just 
want some affection. I’m celibate 
and can’t have sex with women 
until I’m married.” 

Gregory maintains that he at 
first brushed off the advances as 
aberrations and later actively re¬ 
sisted them. He also realized he 
was dependent on the job as his 
“only source of income.” This 
pattern of rationalization is com¬ 
mon with incidents of sexual ha¬ 
rassment. 

His resistance led to retaliation 
by Williams. That included un¬ 
reasonable work demands, later 


his transfer to the Ollie North 
show produced by the same syn¬ 
dicate, and finally to his firing. He 
claims he was later smeared by 
Williams, which has damaged his 
employment prospects. 

Affidavits from three people 
with workplace knowledge of the 
situation were filed with the law¬ 
suit. They document an atmos¬ 
phere conducive to Gregory’s 
claims but not the specific 
charges themselves. 

Mickey J. Wheatley, Gregory’s 
attorney, says they tried to resolve 
the matter privately through a se¬ 
ries of letters and conversations 
with Williams’s attorney Peter F. 
Axelrad. They demanded 
$200,000 in compensation for 
damages. 

Williams refused to negotiate. 
In a prepared statement, he called 
the allegations “false, baseless and 
completely without merit. ...It is 
nothing short of amazing that 
someone, knowing my back¬ 
ground, knowing how I was and 
continue to be Justice Clarence 
Thomas’s most vocal defender 
against the spurious sexual ha¬ 
rassment charges of Anita Hill, 
could suggest that I would put my 
reputation in jeopardy in such a 
matter.” He charged that “Mr. 
Gregory sees at the end of this 
road dollar signs.” 

Axelrad said his client “is 
going to defend himself in the 
courtroom,” though he acknowl¬ 
edged that the outcome of a jury 
trial on these matters is always 
difficult to predict. 

Williams’s statement charac¬ 


terized the suit as a “transparent 
grab at media attention.” It won¬ 
dered if Wheatley “doesn’t have 
his own agenda.” Wheatley is gay 
and has worked as an attorney 
with the Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund. 

Axelrad promoted this suspi¬ 
cion with reporters. “I don’t know 
what the agenda is. Whether the 
assertion that there is homosexu¬ 
ality involved? I don’t know.” He 
did see it as “an effort to discred¬ 
it Armstrong Williams.” 

The word “outing” was not 
spoken, but one suspects the far 
right will soon be charging that 
the homosexual juggernaut is out 
to bring down one of their lead¬ 
ing African-American voices with 
such a smear campaign. 

Gregory said the lawsuit is not 
about whether or not Williams is 
gay, “this suit is simply about the 
pain and suffering of sexual ha¬ 
rassment. .. .Mr. Williams refuses 
to do the right thing and take in¬ 
dividual responsibility for his ac¬ 
tion. [That] has unfortunately 
brought us to this point today.” 

Wheatley said that “federal law 
on same-gender sexual harass¬ 
ment is a bit murky,” with district 
courts split and the Supreme 
Court yet to resolve that disagree¬ 
ment. “But it is clearly covered 
under DC law.” 

Williams has 30 days in which 
to respond. Discovery and other 
legal processes will occupy much 
of the next 12 months. Should the 
matter end up going to trial, it 
will likely not be before next 
spring. ▼ 



Supremes hear firefighter’s suit 
over unwanted scrotum contact

T he Supreme Court has let 
stand a lower court ruling 
that reversed a $1.3 million 
judgment against the city of 
Miami. City firefighter Herman 
Skinner had sued Miami under 
federal civil rights law, claiming 
other firefighters sexually as¬ 
saulted him during “hazing” that 
was at least tolerated by city offi¬ 
cials. 

Court records say Skinner had 
often engaged in horseplay with 
other firemen. On December 9, 
1989, things got out of hand. 


Skinner was wrestled to the 
floor and handcuffed. Court 
records say once he was helpless, 
another firefighter, Charles Boyd, 
rubbed his naked scrotum over 
the top of Skinner’s head. Every¬ 
one laughed - except Skinner. 

When released, Skinner react¬ 
ed angrily, “grabbing Boyd’s testi¬ 
cles and causing Boyd to cry and 
scream.” Court records say Skin¬ 
ner fought other firefighters. 

Skinner sued the city, saying 
Miami “has a custom or policy of 
allowing its firefighters to engage 
in horseplay and hazing which ex¬ 
ceeds the bounds of good taste 
and safety.” 


A federal jury awarded him 
$1.3 million, but an appeals court 
ruled Skinner was “unable to 
prove a violation of a right se¬ 
cured by the United States Con¬ 
stitution or federal law,” and re¬ 
versed. 

On March 31, the justices 
ruled unanimously, in a case in¬ 
volving a Tennessee judge accused 
of sexually assaulting several 
women in his chambers, that the 
Supreme Court did not have to 
identify a right - such as freedom 
from rape - before a government 
official could be charged with a 
civil rights violation, as a lower 
court had ruled. ▼

Last year, Solis-Marich served 
as the key strategist for Loretta 
Sanchez in her successful bid to 
oust arch-conservative Bob Dor- 
nan in the hotly contested Los 
Angeles congressional district 
race. Other clients that retained

Casimir told the B.A.R. that 
he’s leaving his job at the Ameri¬ 
can College of Traditional Chi¬ 
nese Medicine to take the posi¬ 
tion.

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Coates to direct new UCSF 
AIDS Research Institute

T om Coates, Ph.D., director 
of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia San Francisco Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Prevention Studies 
(CAPS), has been named as di¬ 
rector of the new UCSF AIDS 
Research Institute (ARI). 

The newly-formed institute 
was created to foster collabora¬ 
tive efforts between existing 
UCSF AIDS programs, and to 
bring the basic research, clini¬ 
cal, prevention, and policy ac¬ 
tivities at UCSF together under 
one multidisciplinary umbrella 
in a kind of institute-without- 
walls. 

Coates joins UCSF professor 
of medicine Dr. Margaret Ches- 
ney; Gladstone Institute of Vi¬ 
rology director Warner Greene, 
MD, Ph.D.; UCSF professor of 
medicine lay Levy, MD; UCSF 


AIDS Program/SFGH head Dr. 
Paul Volberding; and others on 
the ARI executive committee. 
Coates, 52, whose doctorate is in 
psychology, will remain at CAPS 
in addition to his new duties. 

The idea for the ARI came 
from a task force that assessed 
UCSF’s current AIDS efforts 
with a view to the next ten 
years, according to Haile T. 
Debas, the dean of UCSF School 
of Medicine. 

“It is clear that HIV research 
has entered a new era, and that 
today it requires an interdisci¬ 
plinary approach,” Debas said in 
a press statement. 

Coates, who recently re¬ 
turned from a HIV counseling 
and testing research project in 
Nairobi, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he was “really excit¬ 
ed” by the appointment. 

“It will create a closer collab¬ 
oration among the various re¬ 


search groups at UCSF,” he said. 

The institute has the poten¬ 
tial to have a great impact on 
the future of AIDS in multidis¬ 
ciplinary research related to 
new therapies and the develop¬ 
ment of an effective vaccine 
against HIV, Coates predicted. 

“The ARI brings to the battle 
against AIDS the promise of 
building across disciplines, to 
address the virology, immunol¬ 
ogy, treatment, prevention, and 
policy issues simultaneously,” he 
said. 

Other areas defined as prior¬ 
ities for the ARI include AIDS 
policy and ethical issues, com¬ 
munity collaboration, and in¬ 
ternational initiatives, particu¬ 
larly in Pacific Rim regions and 
Latin America. 

A steering committee of 
UCSF scientists has been 
formed to provide broad policy 
direction to the institute. ▼

sures to underline the communi¬ 
ty’s displeasure with the regula¬ 
tions and how they were imple¬ 
mented. CUSP steering commit¬ 
tee members Jonathan Klein and 
Race Bannon most recently met 
with Katz and Dana Van Gorder, 
the DPH’s liaison to the gay and 
lesbian community. The CUSP 
members suggested a compro¬ 
mise in which public sex estab¬ 
lishments may have private, 
locked rooms as long as club staff 
had keys; such a system is in place 
in Berkeley. 

Katz found this suggestion un¬ 
acceptable. 

Klein, Bannon, and CUSP 
member Richard Carrazza also re¬ 
cently met with Ron Hill and 
Roma Guy of the city’s Health 
Commission. Guy has agreed to 
facilitate the arrangement of a 
meeting between CUSP represen¬ 
tatives and DPH director Sandra 
Hernandez. 

Finally, CUSP members Reid 
Condit and Steven Murray, and 
Power Exchange owner Michael 


Powers reported on their recent 
meeting with Jim Hutchinson of 
the Department of Building In¬ 
spection (DBI). According to Con¬ 
dit, DBI was not aware that it was 
being drawn into the combined 
sex club inspection process pro¬ 
posed by the DPH, and is waiting 
until the DPH comes to it with a 
rationale for inspecting the clubs. 

Some participants at the April 
9 meeting argued for a more rad¬ 
ical “outsider” strategy. Claiming 
that “everything rests with Willie 
Brown,” activist Michael Petrelis 
suggested that ways should be 
found to bring economic pressure 
to bear on the city. Another sug¬ 
gestion involved setting up a per¬ 
manent or temporary bathhouse 
with closed rooms as a form of 
civil disobedience and as a direct 
challenge to the DPH standards. 
It was pointed out that apparent¬ 
ly no one has actually successfully 
applied for a bathhouse permit 
and attempted to operate a facili¬ 
ty with locked rooms. 

It was unclear to meeting at¬ 
tendees whether Judge Roy Won¬ 
der’s 1984 injunction remains in 
force, and thus whether bath¬ 
houses are “really illegal.” T

Stays White.” Berube, who is 
white, started out by reiterating 
the most common stereotype 
about gay men he is told by peo¬ 
ple taking classes from him. 

“Whenever I get to gay men, 
the response always given is 
‘white, middle class,”’ he said. 
“Since I came out 30 years ago, 
I’ve explored the gay and male 
parts of me, but rarely have I 
identified or seriously considered 
whiteness with my anti-racist 
work. I want to learn how gay got 
white.” 

Berube talked about when he 
and others formed a group for 
HIV-negative men that started 
meeting a couple of years ago. At 
the first meeting, all of the men 
were white. He wanted to bring 
that up, but instead found himself 
silent. At a later meeting, he did 
bring up the subject. 

“I said, ‘It appears to me that 
everyone here is white. If this is 
true, I’d like to find some way to 
talk about our whiteness and 
HIV,”’ Berube said, adding that 


some men thought he meant for 
the group to stay all-white; that 
was not his intention. 

At the next meeting, there 
were new members - all of whom 
also appeared white. Berube’s 
comments at the previous meet¬ 
ing were brought up by someone 
who misunderstood him. 

Berube clarified himself; what 
he was saying was that if the 
men’s HIV-negative group was 
going to be all-white, then they 
should talk about their whiteness 
and HIV. 

“Why was I misunderstood?” 
he asked at the conference. “This 
HIV-negative group turned out 
unintentionally white.” 

As long as white people don’t 
consciously decide to be a white 
group, they believe people of 
color are welcome even though 
none were there, in this particular 
case, Berube explained. 

“We do not know how to ex¬ 
amine our own whiteness,” he re¬ 
marked, “because it is not there.” 

Later, he told this story to an 
African-American colleague, 
whose response was, “So, what 
made you let it go unresolved?”

VIRAMUNE” therapy must be initiated with a 14-day lead-in period of 200 mg/day, which has been shown 
to reduce the frequency of rash. Dose escalation should not occur if rash is observed during this lead-in 
period until the rash has resolved, (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

PRECAUTIONS: General: When administering VIRAMUNE” as part of an antiretroviral treatment regimen, 
the complete product information for each therapeutic component should be consulted before initiation 
of treatment. 

While nevirapine is extensively metabolized by the liver and nevirapine metabolites are extensively 
eliminated by the kidney, the pharmacokinetics of nevirapine have not been evaluated in patients with 
either hepatic or renal dysfunction. Therefore, VIRAMUNE® should be used with caution in these patient 
populations. 

Abnormal liver function tests have been reported with VIRAMUNE®, some in the first few weeks of therapy, 
including cases ol hepatitis. VIRAMUNE administration should be interrupted in patients experiencing 
moderate or severe liver function test abnormalities until liver function tests return to baseline values. 
VIRAMUNE® treatment should be permanently discontinued if liver function abnormalities recur on read¬ 
ministration. 

Drug Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNE , dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary. 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be 
administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE . 

Oral Contraceptives :There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal 
contraceptives); therefore, these drugs should not be administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE . 
Information lor Patients: Patients should be informed that VIRAMUNE is not a cure for HIV-1 infection, and 
that they may continue to experience illnesses associated with advanced HIV-1 infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. Treatment with VIRAMUNE has not been shown to reduce the incidence or frequency of 
such illnesses, and patients should be advised to remain under the care of a physician when using VIRAMUNE . 
Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIRAMUNE are unknown at this time. They 
should also be informed that VIRAMUNE therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission 
of HIV-1 to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity ol VIRAMUNE' is rash and should be advised to 
promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNE occur with¬ 
in the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Therefore, patients should be monitored carefully for the appear¬ 
ance of rash during this period. Patients should be Instructed that dose escalation is not to occur if any rash 
occurs during the two-week lead-in dosing period, until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, conjunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician.

VIRAMUNE may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE . 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment ol Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
mutagenic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
gene mutation (Ames. Salmonella strains and E. coll), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHO/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucleus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNE . 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies 
performed in pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at 
doses providing systemic exposure approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the rec¬ 
ommended human clinical dose. The maternal and developmental no-observable-effect level dosages in 
rats and rabbits produced systemic exposures approximately equivalent to or approximately 50% higher, 
respectively, than those seen at the recommended daily human dose, based on AUC. There are no adequate 
and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. VIRAMUNE should be used during pregnancy only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 


Nursing Mothers: Preliminary results from an ongoing pharmacokinetic study (ACTG 250) of 10 HIV-1- 
infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®. 
Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness of VIRAMUNE® in pediatric patients have not been established. 
VIRAMUNE® has been studied in two open-label, uncontrolled trials (Bl 882, Bl 892) in 37 HIV-1-infected 
pediatric patients with a median age of 0.9 years (range: 0.1 to 15 years) who were treated for a median 
duration of 20.7 months. Seven patients developed rashes while receiving VIRAMUNE®. In an ongoing, 
controlled trial of VIRAMUNE” combination therapy in HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (ACTG 245), one 
of approximately 288 patients treated with VIRAMUNE® experienced Stevens-Johnson syndrome. 

Because there are no data on multi-dose pharmacokinetics in children, ho recommendation on dosing 
can be made. Based on single-dose pharmacokinetics in 9 HIV-1-infected pediatric patients (age 9 mos. 
to 14 years) who were administered nevirapine in a suspension formulation, it appears that oral clearance 
is approximately 2-fold greater in children when compared to adults. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE' therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNE' -attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirty-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNE experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups ot either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7.6% of VIRAMUNE®-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment; 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization; and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNE due to rash.

conference, B£rub£ and a col¬ 
league put together a workshop 
for 35 white men to talk about 
their whiteness, and using their 
whiteness to fight racism. The 
men were asked how they have 
used their race to fight racism. 
Slowly, stories came out, Berube 
said. One man started a racism 
study group. Another was in¬ 
volved with getting a gay group in 
Georgia to oppose the Confeder¬ 
ate flag’s display. One man admit¬ 
ted that he did not make anti¬ 
racism work a higher priority. 

“The men expressed their 
frustration: ‘We tried, but ...,’ or 
‘We can’t do anything right...,’ or 
‘We just can’t win,”’ said Berube. 
“If the goal is to fix [racism], 
that’s not going to happen.” 

That workshop and other fo¬ 
rums have given Berube a chance 
to get the subject raised and dis¬ 
cussed, and he hopes to help end 
exclusionary practices that some¬ 
times occur unintentionally, such 
as with the HIV-negative men’s 
group. 

“I want to challenge whiteness, 
while staying white myself,” he 
said. 

The three-day event was orga¬ 
nized by the university’s Depart¬ 
ment of Comparative Ethnic 
Studies and included presenta¬ 
tions by graduate students, pro¬ 
fessors, and others. T

over 40, pregnant, an ethnic mi¬ 
nority, or gay,” Katz said at an 
April 3 news conference dis¬ 
cussing her proposal. “Thus, a 
person who is fired from their job 
because they are perceived lo be 
within a protected class, but in 
fact is not, has no recourse under 
current city law.” 

For example, if a company that 
has a lease agreement with the city 
does not hire a gay person because 
of the perception the individual 
has HIV/AIDS, that would be ille¬ 
gal if the amendments are ap¬ 
proved. 

Katz said she is aware that 
proving discrimination based on 
perception will be difficult in 
most cases, but she pointed out 
that discrimination based on fact 
is also difficult. 

“It’s going to be difficult to 
prove, but sometimes there are 
[witnesses to] memos or com¬ 
ments made. It also sends a mes¬ 
sage to contractors in the city,” she 
said. 

Katz explained the changes to 
the administrative code were 
made when she became aware 
that parts of the two chapters con¬ 
tained outdated information. 
Other minor changes in wording 
are also being proposed in an ef¬ 
fort to bring the code up to date 
and to clarify ambiguous lan¬ 
guage. For example, references to 
“AIDS Related Condition (ARC),” 
a term that went out of usage 
years ago, have been changed to 
“HIV status.” ▼ 


Clarification:

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Oakland conference empowers PWAs 


Active participation in treatment urged

S everal East Bay people living 
with HIV spoke eloquently 
at a daylong conference last 
Friday, April 11 in Oakland. They 
not only discussed how they’re 
living with the disease, but also 
spoke about the critical need for 
service organization administra¬ 
tors to work together - or if not, 
at least to refrain from in-fighting. 
The event was planned primarily 
for targeted service providers, 
particularly front-line staff, orga¬ 
nizers said. 

An estimated 200 people at¬ 
tended the event, sponsored by 
the AIDS Project of the East Bay 
(APEB), the National Minority 
AIDS Council (NMAC), and 
Kaiser Permanente. 

Dr. Robert Scott, an openly gay 
Oakland physician who has treat¬ 
ed people with AIDS (PWAs) for 
the last 15 years, moderated the 
discussion by the five HIV-positive 
East Bay residents. The panel ad¬ 
dressed empowerment in the con¬ 
text of PWAs taking a proactive 
role in their treatment options. 

One of the panelists, an older 
man, told of his experience being 
homeless, saying, “I know about 
being homeless. I didn’t care 
about no pill when I’m trying to 
get out of the rains.” 

Another speaker, Cynara 
Chatman-Dillon, said she had al¬ 
ways thought of AIDS as belong¬ 
ing in the “white, gay, male com¬ 
munity.” Then she was diag¬ 
nosed, and gradually became 


more active in her own treat¬ 
ment. She is now vice president 
of WORLD (Women Organized 
Responding to Life-Threatening 
Diseases). 

“There’s no need for different 
organizations to [be] stabbing 
each other in the back,” said Chat¬ 
man-Dillon, a self-identified het¬ 
erosexual who said she’s been liv¬ 
ing with full-blown AIDS since 
about 1991. “We don’t have time 
for that shit.” 

Chatman-Dillon said she be¬ 
came empowered when she real¬ 
ized, “I’m not a disease. I am also 
still a loving human being.” 

In terms of actively participat¬ 
ing in treatment, Chatman-Dillon 
emphasized the need for contin¬ 
ued education about HIV/AIDS, 
particularly in the African-Amer¬ 
ican community. 

“I know how to fire a doctor,” 
she said, as people in the audience 
laughed. “I say that because I’m 
involved in my treatment now. 
What I find is that a lot of people 
aren’t where I am. The bottom 
line is that education is not get¬ 
ting to the people. People don’t 
know what a T-cell is, they don’t 
know what re-infection is.” 

Another panelist, Larry, said 
he didn’t seek medical treatment 
for several years after learning he 
was HIV-positive. In 1991, he 
went back to a doctor and began a 
regimen of high doses of AZT. 

“After two months, I wasn’t 
able to walk,” he said. “I wasn’t in 
tune with my treatments.” 

After going through several 
different drugs, he decided high 


doses were too much for him. His 
condition worsened; last April his 
T-cell count dipped below 80. He 
began a drug regimen that include 
a protease inhibitor, and his T- 
cells went up to 130 within six 
months. 

“I’m living well with it right 
now,” he said to applause from the 
audience. He added that herbal 
treatments he added to his drug 
regimen six months ago have also 
helped. 

Aggressive doc 

When the speakers finished, 
Scott pointed out that he and oth¬ 
ers realize not all PWAs will be¬ 
come so empowered. “We under¬ 
stand there are people who don’t 
want power. It’s a major frustra¬ 
tion trying to get people involved 
in their care,” he said. “There are 
physicians who don’t ask for help, 
too. 

“I am an aggressive person [re¬ 
garding AIDS treatment], but I 
understand there is no right an¬ 
swer. I don’t think there’s a single 
right way to treat HIV disease. It 
varies from patient to patient,” 
Scott said, adding that self-esteem 
is also a critical element to pa¬ 
tients becoming empowered. 

In addition to the panel dis¬ 
cussion, the conference included 
discussions on the new treatment 
options; combining Western and 
non-Western approaches in HIV 
treatment; and treatment advoca¬ 
cy specifically geared toward peo¬ 
ple of color, along with issues and 
resistance that may emerge in 
treating people of color. 


Another workshop addressing 
HIV treatment advocacy and edu¬ 
cation focused on case managers 
and outreach workers. 

Conference organizers said 
several other agencies were also 
involved with the event. They in¬ 
clude the AIDS Minority Health 
Initiative; San Francisco Black 
Coalition on AIDS; San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation; Native Ameri¬ 


can AIDS Project; and the Asian 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center. 

APEB’s education and preven¬ 
tion programs reached 20,000 
people in Alameda County last

C astro and Upper Market 
residents may wake up and 
smell the coffee, but they 
won’t be seeing more of the 
trendy java houses. As expected, 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors overwhelmingly approved 
an 18-month moratorium on cof¬ 
feehouses and juice bars in the 
neighborhood at their Monday, 
April 14 meeting. 

The 9-1 vote saw only Supervi¬ 
sor Gavin Newsom oppose the 
temporary ban. Newsom, an ad¬ 
vocate for small businesses, basi¬ 
cally said he does not believe in 
moratoriums in principle. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz had pro¬ 
posed the moratorium last year. 
The measure, which also includes 
juice bars, was passed by a board 
committee April 3. The Castro and 
Upper Market areas have seen a 


proliferation of coffeehouses and 
the popular juice bars recently. 
Neighborhood groups like Castro 
Area Planning and Action want 
time to develop a comprehensive, 
long-range plan, and they sup¬ 
ported Katz’s legislation. 

Supporters of the moratorium 
maintain that the businesses, 
often chains, are able to afford 
higher rent and, as a result, have 
replaced non-food and beverage 
businesses such as bookstores in 
neighborhoods. 

Other commercial districts in 
the city have moratoriums on the 
number of establishments serving 
food and beverages, Katz said. The 
coffeehouses and juice bars were 
exempted from the limitation a few 
years ago and, since then, many 
have opened in the Castro and 
Upper Market neighborhoods. 

The 18-month moratorium 
goes into effect when Mayor Willie 
Brown signs the legislation. ▼

SF researcher says breast 
cancer involves many genes 

Breakthrough announced in San Diego

| % cientists say that, despite the 
' 4* focus on the two well- 
$ / known breast cancer genes, 
it actually takes a cascade of genes 
going haywire before normal cells 
turn into malignant ones. 

In studies presented Monday, 
April 14 at the annual meeting of 
the American Association for 
Cancer Research in San Diego, 
gene seekers say they are zeroing 
in on some of these secondary ge¬ 
netic mishaps. 

In about 20 percent of the tu¬ 
mors, a researcher of the Califor¬ 
nia Pacific Medical Center in San 
Francisco says she found extra 
copies of the gene and in about 40 
percent there were signs that the 
gene was producing larger than 
normal amounts of protein, she 
says. 


One newly discovered gene, 
called HS-cul-4A, was found at 
abnormally high levels in about 
half of the breast cancer tumors 
studied, says Ling-Chun Chen, a 
cancer researcher with the Geral¬ 
dine Brush Cancer Research Insti¬ 
tute at the California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center, San Francisco. 

In about 20 percent of the tu¬ 
mors, she found extra copies of 
the gene and in about 40 percent 
there were signs that the gene was 
producing larger than normal 
amounts of protein, she says. 

Although the researchers do 
not know what role the gene plays 
in normal cells, Chen says that 
yeast and worms versions of it are 
involved in cell cycle and growth, 
suggesting that the human gene 
may inhibit or promote tissue 
growth. 

Chen’s group is now investi¬ 
gating the function of normal HS- 
cul-4A, to determine if it is a good 


target for cancer diagnostics or 
therapies. 

In another study, scientists 
found that women with inherited 
cancer accumulate far more ge¬ 
netic defects as their tumors de¬ 
velop, says Mika Tirkkonen of the 
University of Tampere, Finland. 

Research teams from the Uni¬ 
versity of Tampere, Sweden’s Uni¬ 
versity of Lund, the University of 
Iceland, and the National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health examined tumors 
from carriers of the BRCA1 and 
BRCA2 breast cancer genes and 
women whose cancer was not in¬ 
herited. Investigators found twice 
the number of genetic defects in 
breast cancer from women who 
carried cancer causing mutations. 

Understanding all of the genet¬ 
ic defects may help in coming up 
with new anti-cancer strategies. 

“Whatever treatments we devel¬ 
op, we must know the targets as 
well as possible,” Tirkkonen says. ▼

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Migden works for 
increased ADAP funding

ssemblywoman Carole 
J|j| Migden has introduced a 
JtL measure into the State As¬ 
sembly to augment the state’s 
share of federal AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Programs money by nearly 
$13 million. Migden’s office an¬ 
nounced last week that the mea¬ 
sure would take $12.9 million 
from state general funds to fully 
fund the ADAP program for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and disabling HIV. 

Governor Pete Wilson had 
proposed taking the funds for the 
program from federal Ryan White 
funds, which are allocated to 
counties hardest hit by AIDS. At 
the same time Migden introduced 
the measure to augment ADAP, 
she also proposed prohibiting the 
state from using federal money 
designated for local HIV/AIDS 
programs to fund state programs. 

Wilson’s most recent budget 
proposed an increase of $31.8 mil¬ 
lion for AIDS, and an increase iij 
all state HIV/AIDS programs from 
$126 million to $200 million. 

“I have my differences with the 
governor on many issues,” 
Migden said, “but this is not one 
of them. 

“I appreciate the governor’s 
support for ADAP through his 
proposed budget increase. But we 
ought not to fund ADAP by tak¬ 
ing money from prevention [and 
services]. Unfortunately, that is 
precisely what the governor’s plan

proposes.” 

A spokesman for Migden said 
the measure had not yet been 
heard in the Assembly Appropria¬ 
tions committee. 

The popular $4.6 million 
ADAP program in San Francisco 
ran out of state funds in January 
and began borrowing money 
from the city’s General Revenue 
Fund and other unrestricted fund 
accounts, according to AIDS Of¬ 
fice Health Services and Preven¬ 
tion Chief Dr. Gene Copello. 
Copello made the announcement 
in January at a meeting of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council. 

The city expects to borrow an 
estimated $1.8 million from exist¬ 
ing revenue sources to keep the 


program “at utilization,” to cover 
costs of clients needing prescrip¬ 
tion assistance with AIDS drugs, 
including new treatment such as 
protease inhibitors and combina¬ 
tion therapies. 

“My bill, AB 967, will allow the 
state Director of Health Services 
to ask, but not require, counties to 
shift their Ryan White [federal] 
funds to statewide programs like 
ADAP,” Migden said. 

“Protecting and saving lives is 
our first obligation in state gov¬ 
ernment. I am hopeful that the 
legislature and the governor will 
come together and do the right 
thing.” 

Migden’s measure is essential 
for people with AIDS who need 
the drug assistance program, ac¬ 
cording to San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation spokesman Timothy 
Rodrigues. 

“We’re very pleased that As¬ 
semblywoman Migden showed 
this leadership to ensure ADAP 
received the funding necessary to 
provide vital treatments while 
maintaining critical local ser¬ 
vices,” he said. 

An estimated 2,200 local resi¬ 
dents are registered with the local 
ADAP program, which provides 
AIDS medications and drugs for 
people unable to pay for them. 
According to AIDS Office statis¬ 
tics, between 900 and 1,100 peo¬ 
ple used the program to fill an es¬ 
timated 3,991 prescriptions in 
November, the latest month for 
which statistics are available. ▼ 


SF to get $719K in new 
HIV prevention funds 

Planning council says more data needed

T here was some good news at 
last Thursday’s HIV Preven¬ 
tion Planning Council 
(HPPC) meeting: San Francisco 
will be receiving an additional 
$719,000 in federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) funds. Now the council 
needs to figure out what should 
be done with the money, so that 
recommendations can be made to 
the Department of Public Health’s 
AIDS Office by the end of May. 

Council members had a 
lengthy discussion at their April 
10 meeting, but many said that 
more information is needed be¬ 
fore they can look at their priori¬ 
ty-setting process. Some members 
also expressed concerns that there 
may be unmet needs from the 
prevention request for proposals 
(RFP) that were approved by the 
San Francisco Health Commis¬ 
sion in January. 

Last fall, the council was un¬ 
happy with recommendations 
made by AIDS Office Director 
Dr. Mitch Katz for prevention 
funding in RFP #15 and #16. 
Some members felt the recom¬ 
mendations went against the 
HIV Prevention Plan, which is 
supposed to be the basis for deci¬ 
sions on prevention services and 
how those services should be 
funded. 


“We need to look at ethnic 
populations across the board and 
look at unmet needs of RFP #15 
and #16, and gaps in services,” 
said Ronnie Ashley/Chata, a 
council co-chair. “True numbers 
need to be known [of people of 
color]. We need to put color back 
into the system.” 

Fellow council member Sacul 
L’Adnbre agreed. “African-Ameri¬ 
can women are dying of this dis¬ 
ease. It’s not just gay white men, 
and that’s where all the money is 
going in San Francisco, or at least 
most of it,” L’Adnbre told the 
B.A.R. 

Clear consensus 

Co-chair Ellen Goldstein ac¬ 
knowledged there was a “clear 
consensus” for more information, 
but also noted the council must 
make decisions on the money by 
May 30 so that AIDS Office staff 
have sufficient time to complete 
the application process required 
by the CDC. The funds can be 
used for a broad range of services 
and will supplement the nearly $7 
million in federal, state, and local 
funds for HIV prevention. 

Council member Steven Sams 
said he thinks some of the money 
should be spent on trying to find 
out more accurate numbers for 
people in need of services in the 
various ethnic groups. 

“We should find some real an¬ 
swers to these numbers. We’ve got 


to get all of these things out 
there,” Sams said. People in the 
community also need to be asked 
what they are doing to stay HIV¬ 
negative, he said, so that informa¬ 
tion can be gathered from their 
responses. 

Joel Reyna said the $719,000 
needs to fund programs and ser¬ 
vices that were not funded in RFP 
#15 and #16. 

AIDS Office staff member Va¬ 
lerie Kegebein distributed a de¬ 
mographic chart to the council, 
and explained it was just the first 
of many more charts that will 
provide more information. 

The council’s request for de¬ 
mographic information suggests 
members are interested in looking 
at more than just the 12 behav¬ 
ioral risk groups that are the 
foundation for the 1997 HIV Pre¬ 
vention Plan. As one member put 
it, when only the behavior is pri¬ 
oritized, the people engaging in 
that behavior may not be. 

For example, one of the behav¬ 
ioral risk groups is males, trans¬ 
gender male-to-female (pre-oper¬ 
ative) and transgender female-to- 
male (post-operative), who have 
sex with males and inject drugs. 
That does not indicate what eth¬ 
nic groups should be targeted, 
only that males be targeted. As a 
result, some of the groups may be 
underfunded, leading to the 
unmet needs that some members 
talked ab&ut. ▼ 
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a primary care group

RANTES rave: 

New strategy 
blocks HIV from cells

T wo international teams of 
scientists say they have 
taken the first steps down a 
new path of AIDS treatment re¬ 
search, sabotaging one of the 
gateways the virus uses to break 
into a cell. 

Both research papers released 
Wednesday, April 9 grew out of 
the discovery of a substance on 
certain human cells called CCR5, 
one of the chemicals the virus 
needs to gain entry to a cell. 

Now a team of researchers has 
redesigned a natural chemical so it 
plugs up this gateway, at least in 
early results from test-tube exper¬ 
iments. The team, working with a 
substance called AOP-RANTES, 
comes from Gryphon Sciences 
based in South San Francisco, the 
Institute for Cancer Research in 
London, the University of Geneva, 
the Laboratory for Molecular 
Pharmacology in Copenhagen, 
and Glaxo Wellcome Research and 
Development in Geneva. They will 
publish their findings in the latest 
issue of the journal Science. 

They developed their blocking 
chemical, a candidate for a new 


kind of AIDS drug, from the nat¬ 
ural substance RANTES. The nat¬ 
ural form does a poor job of in¬ 
hibiting HIV and, scientists say, 
would probably torment patients 
with inflammatory side effects. 
However, the re-engineered ver¬ 
sion works better and causes no 
inflammation. 

“Our findings suggest a treat¬ 
ment approach that could be used 
before AIDS symptoms appear to 
stop HIV from spreading to cells 
in the tissues,” says a statement 
from Amanada Proudfoot, one of 
the Glaxo researchers. She em¬ 
phasizes that these are early re¬ 
sults and many questions remain. 

In the race to find a chemical 
that blocks the CCR5 receptor, 
“They’re the first to publish, but 
they won’t be the last,” predicts 
Carl June, an AIDS researcher 
who was not on the team. June, 
whose work is funded by Walter 
Reed Army Institute for Research, 
says the discovery of the receptor 
ignited a furious search for new 
treatments. 

He works with a group of re¬ 
searchers publishing in the same 
issue of Science but taking a dif¬ 
ferent approach to the CCR5 re¬ 
ceptor. They describe a way to 
keep human cells from making 


this gateway chemical in the first 
place. 

Using CD3 and CD28 anti¬ 
bodies, the researchers treat 
human cells to create batches that 
are immune to attack by at least 
one strain of the AIDS virus. 

Since last August, the re¬ 
searchers have been testing the 
safety of this procedure in hu¬ 
mans. They took CD4 cells from 
the immune systems of nine pa¬ 
tients, treated the cells and re¬ 
turned them to the bloodstream. 
Within months, the researchers 
should know whether such a 
method is safe enough to try as a 
treatment for AIDS. 

The hope, says June, is to ren¬ 
der key immune system cells in¬ 
vulnerable to attack by the virus. 
“They’d be the ones left standing,” 
he says. 

June works at the Henry Jack- 
son Foundation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Military Medicine in 
Rockville and the Naval Medical 
Research Institute in Bethesda. 
For the new paper in Science, he 
worked with colleagues from the 
Walter Reed Army Institute for 
Research, the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases in 
Bethesda, and SRA Technologies 
in Rockville, Maryland. ▼ 


Inventors group honors 
protease creators

I ntellectual Property Owners 
(IPO), an association that 
serves companies and inven¬ 
tors who own patented inven¬ 
tions, presented the 24th annual 
National Inventor of the Year 
awards to nine scientists em¬ 
ployed by Abbott Laboratories 
and Merck & Co., Inc.

were the first new class of drugs 
for treating AIDS in a decade. The 
new drugs were approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration in 
March 1996 in record time. Nu¬ 
merous studies have now demon¬ 
strated that protease inhibitors, in 
combination with other drugs, re¬ 
duce the AIDS virus to below de¬ 
tectable levels in substantial num¬ 
bers of patients, and increase sur¬ 
vival rates. 

The Abbott inventors are Dale 
J. Kempf, Daniel W. Norbeck, 
Hing L. Sham, and Chen Zhao. 
The Merck inventors are Joseph P. 
Vacca, Bruce D. Dorsey, James P. 
Guare, M. Katharine Holloway, 
and Randall W. Hungate. The 
winning inventors will receive 
plaques and a cash award from 
U.S. Representative Howard 
Coble at a ceremony on Capitol 
Hill. Coble is the Chairman of the 
House Judiciary Subcommittee 
on Courts and Intellectual Prop¬ 
erty, which has jurisdiction over 
patent legislation. 

The Abbott protease inhibitor, 
Norvir, and the Merck protease 
inhibitor, Crixivan, block the ac¬ 
tion of HIV protease, an enzyme 
that is essential to the virus’s abil¬ 
ity to reproduce. Protease in¬ 
hibitors have been found to pro¬ 
vide outstanding antiviral activity 
when used in combination thera¬ 
pies, sometimes called HIV “drug 
cocktails.” The drugs are the result 
of an intensive, high-cost research 
effort by the pharmaceutical in¬ 
dustry over a period of about ten 
years to develop new AIDS treat¬ 
ments. 

IPO Executive Director Her¬ 
bert C. Wamsley is urging the 


media to pay more attention to 
American inventors who are 
pushing forward the frontiers of 
technology. According to Wams¬ 
ley, “Our inventors are a national 
resource. We should encourage 
them to give us a continuing 
stream of new products to 
strengthen the economy and im¬ 
prove our standard of living.” 

The National Inventor of the 
Year award has been given each 
year since 1974. Nominations are 
received from industry, universi¬ 
ties, government and independent 
inventors. T

reduced HIV RNA levels by more 
than 90% after eight doses, with 
no significant side effects. 

In this first human study of in¬ 
travenous PMPA, the drug was ad¬ 
ministered with no other anti-HIV 
drugs, and resulted in a median 
decrease in viral load of 1.1 log at 
the higher of two doses studied. 

The results were presented at 
the 10th International Conference 
on Antiviral Research (ICAR) in 
Atlanta by Patricia Barditch- 


Crovo, M.D., of the Johns Hop¬ 
kins University School of Medi¬ 
cine in Baltimore. 

PMPA belongs to the class of 
antivirals called nucleotide ana¬ 
logues. Nucleotides can inhibit viral 
replication for prolonged periods 
and have been associated with in¬ 
frequent development of resistance. 
Gilead plans to begin testing an oral 
form of PMPA in humans within 
the next several months. 

“The magnitude of HIV viral 
load reduction after only one week 
of dosing confirms the significant 
potency of PMPA,” said John C. 
Martin, Ph.D., President and CEO 
of Gilead Sciences. “We also are en¬

Block the Tat! 

Researchers 
hail lipidized 
antibody

R esearchers announced 
Monday, April 14 that a 
compound created by Eu- 
karion, Inc. has successfully 
blocked HIV-1 viral replication in 
living cells, furthering the compa¬ 
ny’s pursuit of cell-specific anti- 
HIV therapy. 

The Bedford, Massachusetts 
company chemically altered a 
monoclonal antibody, which tar¬ 
gets the “Tat” protein HIV needs 
for replication, to facilitate its pas¬ 
sage across cell membranes. In 
laboratory experiments, the “lipi- 
dated” anti-Tat antibody (modi¬ 
fied to be oily and water-insolu¬ 
ble) accumulated in HIV-infected 
human lymphocytic cells. Once 
entering the infected cells, the an¬ 
tibody bound to the Tat protein 
and blocked its function, leading 
to suppressed viral replication 
and, concurrently, to greatly im¬ 
proved cell survival. The lipidat- 
ed anti-Tat antibody was found to 
be effective not only against a lab¬ 


oratory strain of HIV-1, but also 
against three strains of virus iso¬ 
lated from patients. 

Bernard Malfroy, Ph.D., Eukar- 
ion’s chief executive officer, fore¬ 
saw “an approach to halting viral 
replication [that] could contribute 
to the development of cell-specif¬ 
ic AIDS immunotherapies. 

“Most monoclonal antibody- 
based products in development 
today bind to sites on cell sur¬ 
faces,” he said. “With lipidation, 
we can now use antibodies to tar¬ 
get disease-causing substances in¬ 
side cells.” 

A paper describing the results 
was published in the March issue 
of the Journal of Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndromes and Human 
Retrovirology. The article was au¬ 
thored by William W. Cruikshank, 
Susan R. Doctrow, Melissa S. Falvo, 
Hardy Kornfeld, Karl Huffmann, 
Jay Raina, and Malfroy. Cruik¬ 
shank directed the principal stud¬ 
ies in his laboratory at the Boston 
University School of Medicine 
Pulmonary Center, where he is As¬ 
sociate Professor of Medicine. T

PMPA, either before or after ex¬ 
posure to SIV, were completely 
protected against infection. PMPA 
also provided 100% protection 
against the development of SIV 
infection in primates treated after 
inoculation of the virus. 

Additional studies have 
demonstrated that PMPA reduced 
SIV RNA levels by approximately 
99%, or to below the limit of de¬ 
tection, after four weeks. Other 
data have shown that a topical gel 
form of PMPA has provided com¬ 
plete protection against SIV when 
applied intravaginally in primates. 

Human testing of oral 
PMPA expected soon 

The Phase I/II intravenous 
study, originally designed to con¬ 
tinue to higher dose levels, was 
stopped because of the signifi¬ 
cance of the results achieved at the 
two dose levels studied, and be¬ 
cause Gilead filed an Investiga¬ 
tional New Drug application with 
the U.S. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration to begin studies of the 
tablet form of PMPA in humans. 

Preclinical data presented ear¬ 
lier this year demonstrated the 
prodrug has suitable oral bioavail¬ 
ability (30 percent). Through in 
vitro studies, the oral prodrug 
also has shown even greater anti- 
HIV potency than the parent 
compound. ▼ 
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ued. Based on these encouraging 
data, Gilead will continue PMPA’s 
development in an oral form.” 

Intravenous PMPA 
study results 

Twenty patients were enrolled 
in this Phase I/II randomized, 
double-blind, placebo-controlled, 
dose-escalation study at the Johns 
Hopkins University School of

Data presented demonstrated 
that PMPA reduced HIV RNA 
levels, a marker of HIV viral load, 
by a median decrease of 0.6 log in 
the 1 mg/kg group and a median 
decrease of 1.1 log in the 3 mg/kg 
group, compared to a median in¬ 
crease of 0.1 log in the placebo 
group.

Francisco (San Francisco General 
Hospital). All patients enrolled in 
the study were infected with HIV 
and had CD4 counts above 200. 
PMPA was administered intra¬ 
venously, with no other anti-HIV 
therapies (monotherapy). 

Patients were randomized to re¬ 
ceive placebo (four patients) or one 
of two dose levels of PMPA (eight 
patients at 1 mg/kg and eight pa¬ 
tients at 3 mg/kg). All patients re¬ 
ceived a single dose of placebo or

. n Friday, April 4th, the 
| United States Food and 
Drug Administration ap¬ 
proved a new AIDS drug. Even 
though the drug is safe, potent, 
easy to take, and reasonably 
priced, the approval received little 
or no media coverage. 

The drug is delavirdine (mar¬ 
keted by Pharmacia & Upjohn as 
Rescriptor). Delavirdine is the 
second in a new class of antiviral 
drugs, called NNRTIs (which 
stands for non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors) to be ap¬ 
proved by the FDA. It is the only 
NNRTI to be approved for use 
with protease inhibitors. The first 
NNRTI, nevirapine (Viramune), 
was approved in June, 1996, only 
for use with nucleoside analogs 
such as AZT. 

NNRTIs are of particular in¬ 
terest because they, unlike most 
other antivirals, cross the blood- 
brain barrier in sufficient quanti¬ 
ties to help control viral replica¬ 
tion in the brain. Many AIDS re¬ 
searchers believe that the limited 
ability of most AIDS drugs to 
penetrate the brain gives the virus 
a “sanctuary” from which it can 
reemerge. High levels of HIV in 
the brain have been linked to 
HlV-dementia. A study of delavir¬ 
dine, used either in monotherapy 
or in combination with nucleo¬ 
side analogs, found that it was 
able to reduce viral load in the 
brain of some patients with de¬ 
mentia. 


At the present time, eight 
members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate are using delavirdine as part 
of combination therapy. Most, in¬ 
cluding the author, have experi¬ 
enced significant increases in CD4 
count and equally significant de¬ 
creases in viral load. 

Spontaneous, anecdotal re¬ 
ports from the delavirdine ex¬ 
panded access program suggest 
that delavirdine significantly re¬ 
duced viral load when added to 
failing regimens containing the 
protease inhibitor Crixivan (indi¬ 
navir). 

A potent and safe drug 

Prior to delavirdine’s approval, 
Pharmacia & Upjohn conducted 
two large studies of approximate¬ 
ly 1,000 patients each. In one, re¬ 
searchers found patients who 
combined AZT with delavirdine 
(DLV) had lower viral loads than 
those who used AZT alone, and 
that this difference was statistical¬ 
ly significant. In the other study, 
researchers were unable to find 
any differences between patients 
who combined ddl with delavir¬ 
dine and those who used delavir¬ 
dine alone. 

Earlier this year, the results of 
a smaller study conducted by the 
AIDS Clinical Trials Group 
(ACTG) became available. ACTG 
261 compared four different 
treatment regimens: DLV/AZT, 
DLV/ddI, AZT/ddI, and 
DLV/AZT/ddl. Unfortunately, the 
ACTG designed the study poorly 
by enrolling too few patients and 
by giving less than half the pa¬ 
tients viral load tests, making it

good idea. 

A better idea would be to com¬ 
bine delavirdine with two or more 
nucleoside analogs, and a protease 
inhibitor, particularly indinavir. 
By combining delavirdine with 
other potent antiviral drugs, one 
can delay or prevent the emer¬ 
gence of resistance. In addition, 
delavirdine would be able to drive 
down the viral load even further, 
thereby decreasing the amount of 
virus in the body and making it 
more difficult for the virus to de¬ 
velop resistance to the other drugs. 

Delavirdine and 
protease inhibitors 

As stated above, delavirdine 
can increase the amount of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors in the blood. 
While delavirdine can be safely 
used with protease inhibitors, the 
company has made specific rec¬ 
ommendations regarding moni¬ 
toring and dose-adjustment. Ac¬ 
cording to Pharmacia & Upjohn, 
the combination of delavirdine 
with saquinavir led to a nearly 
five-fold increase in saquinavir 
blood levels. Although the com¬ 
pany does not recommend a 
dose-reduction, they recommend 
that the liver enzymes of patients 
using this combination be care¬ 
fully monitored. 

When delavirdine is combined 
with indinavir, the picture is 
somewhat more complicated. Be¬ 
cause delavirdine nearly doubles 
indinavir blood levels, Pharmacia 
& Upjohn suggests that patients 
combining these two drugs 
should consider reducing their in¬ 
dinavir dose to 600 mg three 
times a day. Based on a single¬ 
dose study conducted last year in 
non-infected volunteers, the Com¬ 
pany estimates that all patients 
who take either full dose or re¬ 
duced dose (600 mg 3x per day) 
doses will have higher blood levels 
than those who take full dose (800 
mg 3x per day) indinavir without 
delavirdine. Patients who com¬ 
bine delavirdine with half dose 
(400 mg 3x per day) indinavir will 
have blood levels approximately 
95% of normal. Estimated trough 
(the lowest blood level between 
doses) concentrations for 400 and 
600 mg indinavir doses adminis¬ 
tered three times a day with 
delavirdine were two and five 
times greater, respectively, than 
that achieved with indinavir 800 
mg 3x per day alone. Because an 
estimated ten percent of patients 
have indinavir levels that dip 
below that needed to suppress 
viral replication, using delavirdine 
with indinavir may help to ensure 
that patients have adequate indi¬ 
navir blood levels. 

No significant interactions 
were seen when delavirdine was 
combined with ritonavir 
(Norvir). 

Although no studies have been 
conducted, the company does not 
expect that dose-adjustments will 
be necessary for patients combin¬ 
ing delavirdine with the newest 
protease inhibitor, nelfinavir 
(Viracept). ACT UP/Golden Gate 
has urged the company to con¬ 
duct a study of these two drugs as 
soon as possible. 

A reasonable price 

During the past year, many 
AIDS activists have focused con¬ 
siderable attention on the outra¬ 
geous price of AIDS drugs. How¬ 
ever, except for ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s successful effort to reduce 
the price of Crixivan, human 
growth hormone, and oxan- 
drolone, community pressure has 
had a negligible impact on drug

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unlikely that a statistically signifi¬ 
cant difference could be found. 

After 32 weeks of therapy, all 
four groups had viral load sub¬ 
stantially below baseline. Patients 
receiving DLV/AZT had the 
smallest decrease, while pa¬ 
tients receiving the 
triple combination 
had the greatest. Pa¬ 
tients receiving 
DLV/ddI and AZT/ddI 
had approximately equal 
decreases, suggesting that 
delavirdine is at least 
as powerful as AZT. 

Further, the differ¬ 
ence between the 
AZT/ddI and 

DLV/AZT/ddl arms suggests that 
delavirdine provides added bene¬ 
fit when used in combination 
with nucleoside analogs. Due to 
the small sample size, the differ¬ 
ence between the two and three 
drug arms approached, but did 
not reach, statistical significance 
(p=0.07). 

In addition to these studies, in 
vitro (test tube) studies and small 
human trials show that delavir¬ 
dine can play an important role 
when used with other drugs to 
control HIV. 

According to data presented at 
the 1997 Retroviruses Conference, 
delavirdine is able to both prevent 
and reverse AZT resistance. 
When researchers gave delavir¬ 
dine to patients who had received 
and were resistant to AZT, they 
found that delavirdine resensi¬ 
tized the virus to AZT, causing the 
virus to become 86 times more 
susceptible to AZT. In another 


study, researchers found that 
while 14% of patients receiving 
AZT monotherapy became resis¬ 
tant within six-months, none of 
those receiving AZT and delavir¬ 
dine developed AZT resistance. 

In addition, an in vitro 
study presented during the 
July, 1996, International 
AIDS Conference in 
Vancouver found that 
the combination of 
delavirdine with 3TC or 
AZT was more potent 
than would be expect¬ 
ed from just the sim¬ 
ple additive effect of 
the drugs. These re¬ 
sults led researchers to 
suggest the use of delavirdine in 
two- or three-drug combination 
with 3TC and AZT. 


Safety profile 

Delavirdine appears to be very 
safe. Of the nearly 2,500 patients 
who participated in the delavir¬ 
dine’s clinical trials, few experi¬ 
enced delavirdine-related side-ef¬ 
fects other than a mild rash which 
can be treated with over-the 
counter antihistamines. This is a 
significant advantage over other 
approved AIDS drugs whose side- 
effects include anemia, neutrope¬ 
nia, peripheral neuropathy, and 
kidney stones. Further, fewer than 
20 of the nearly 1,300 patients 
who participated in the expanded 
access program had serious ad¬ 
verse events that were linked to 
the drug. 


How to take delavirdine 

Unlike protease inhibitors, 
delavirdine can be taken with or 
without food, eliminating the 
need for patients to structure 
their eating schedule around the 
drug. Like protease inhibitors, 
delavirdine can increase the 
amount of many drugs in the 
body. Therefore, patients should 
consult their physicians before 
combining delavirdine with pre¬ 
scription, non-prescription, or 
recreational drugs. 

Like many AIDS drugs, 
delavirdine requires an acidic en¬ 
vironment in order to be proper¬ 
ly absorbed by the body. As a re¬ 
sult, it is important that patients 
not combine delavirdine with 
antacids (e.g.. Turns, Maalox), the 
newer histamine blockers (e.g., 
Tagemet) or drugs that contain 
antacids, such as ddl. 

In addition, some patients may 
benefit from combining delavir¬ 
dine with an acidic beverage such 
as orange juice or Coca-Cola. Be¬ 
cause patients who suffer from 
achlorhydria (too little stomach 
acid) can have difficulty absorb¬ 
ing AIDS drugs such as delavir¬ 
dine, the company recommends 
that these patients combine 
delavirdine with an acidic bever¬ 
age. Patients who are concerned 
about achlorhydria should con¬ 
sult their physician. 


How to use delavirdine 

Because delavirdine has only 
been studied in combination with 
outdated regimens, it is difficult to 
determine the best combinations 
for use. It is clear, however, that 
delavirdine should always be used 
in combination with one or more 
drugs. When delavirdine is used 
as monotherapy, resistance will 
develop within four weeks. 

Based in the data presented 
above, using delavirdine with 
AZT or with AZT and ddl seems 
to enhance the antiviral effect of 
these relatively weak regimens. 
Because the benefit of adding 
delavirdine to ddl is unclear, use 
of this combination may not be a 
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Hepatitis C and HIV: 

Can what we don’t know really hurt us?

oes infection with both 
HIV and hepatitis C(HCV) 
result in a synergy that 
causes one or both diseases to 
progress more rapidly? Is there a 
possibility that anti-HIV medica¬ 
tions metabolized in the liver 
might cause HCV disease to 
progress more rapidly? 

A National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) Consensus Development 
Conference on the management 
of hepatitis C answered neither of 
those questions. The three-day 
meeting at the NIH campus, 
which concluded March 23, called 
for research on the first question 
but did not even raise the second. 
That troubles AIDS researchers 
and treatment activists. 

Hepatitis C (HCV), a virus 
which causes chronic liver infec¬ 
tion, was isolated and identified 
only in 1989. An estimated 4 mil¬ 
lion Americans are infected, four 
times the number as have HIV. It 
has become the leading reason for 
liver transplants in the United 
States. Screening of the blood 
supply since 1990 has greatly re¬ 
duced the annual number of new 
infections. Still, about 8,000 peo¬ 
ple each year die from HCV-relat- 
ed illness, and the number may

To their credit, Pharmacia & 
Upjohn chose to make delavirdine 
one of the less expensive anti-HIV 
drugs on the market, with an av¬ 
erage wholesale price of $2,700 
per year. At this price, only ddl 
and ddC are less expensive. 

Because of delavirdine’s low 
price and Pharmacia & Upjohn’s 
decision to grant a 15.1% dis¬ 
count to ADAP programs, 
delavirdine is an excellent candi¬ 
date for addition to California’s 
ADAP program. 

A fight for approval 

Despite delavirdine’s many 
benefits, delavirdine’s approval 
was by no means certain. 

Early in 1996, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate became interested in delavir¬ 
dine due to evidence demonstrat¬ 
ing delavirdine’s usefulness as part 
of combination therapy. At that 
time, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
worked with Pharmacia & Upjohn 
to make the delavirdine expanded 
access program more user-friend¬ 
ly and convinced the company to 
allow patients who might require 
cancer chemotherapy to enter the 
expanded access program. During 
the 1996 Vancouver AIDS Confer¬ 
ence, ACT UP/Golden Gate se¬ 
cured a commitment from Phar¬ 
macia 8c Upjohn to inform physi¬ 
cians of the effect of combining 
delavirdine with protease in¬ 
hibitors. Following several weeks 
of discussions with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, Pharmacia 8c 
Upjohn sent the letter to physi¬ 
cians and AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions. 

In November 1996, the FDA 
convened a public meeting of its 
Antiviral Drug Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to consider Pharmacia 8c 
Upjohn’s request that delavirdine 
be approved. Following testimony 
by community members, the 
company, and FDA officials, the 


well triple within 20 years. 

HCV shares many similarities 
with HIV. Both can have long pe¬ 
riods between infection and the 
onset of clinical symptoms, so pa¬ 
tients may not know they carry 
the virus. They are spread in sim¬ 
ilar manners - through blood 
products, sharing needles, sexual 
contact, and failure of universal 
medical precautions, though 
HCV appears to be more difficult 
to transmit sexually. 

Don’t be complacent 

Hepatitis C is found in 80 per¬ 
cent of people with HIV who ever 
have injected drugs, 10-15 percent 
of heterosexuals, and only two 
percent of homosexuals who have 
not injected drugs. David L. 
Thomas, a hepatitis researcher at 
Johns Hopkins University, finds 
an explanation in two factors. 
One is that HCV is not as effi¬ 
ciently transmitted through sex as 
is HIV, the other is that “the reser¬ 
voir of infection is lower” among 
gay men, so they are less likely to 
meet someone with HCV. Howev¬ 
er, that is no reason to be compla¬ 
cent, as there likely are pockets or 
clusters of gay men where the rate 
of HCV infection is high. 

HCV infection is underdiag¬ 
nosed because of its slow progres¬ 
sion, physician ignorance (hence 


committee was unable to reach a 
decision. Delavirdine’s approval 
was opposed by several commit¬ 
tee members, as well as by New 
York’s “Treatment Action Group” 
(TAG), because they felt that 
more data was needed as to how 
to best use the drug. Despite these 
concerns, the committee was 
unanimously impressed with 
delavirdine’s safety. One commit¬ 
tee member even called delavir¬ 
dine “the safest AIDS drug ever to 
come before this committee.” 

After evaluating the data, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate concluded that a 
strong case existed for delavir¬ 
dine’s approval and urged the 
committee to approve delavirdine. 
In the past, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
has consistently fought for access 
to all treatments with proven safe¬ 
ty and reasonably strong indica¬ 
tions of efficacy. We believe that 
people with AIDS should have ac¬ 
cess to AIDS drugs so that they 
and their physicians will have the 
opportunity to make their own 
decisions. Other groups, such as 
TAG, have taken the position that 
AIDS drugs should not be ap¬ 
proved unless and until every pos¬ 
sible combination and strategy has 
been studied. 

Following the November hear¬ 
ing, ACT UP/Golden Gate worked 
with the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation to lobby the FDA to 
approve the drug. ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate wrote a community con¬ 
sensus letter supporting delavir¬ 
dine’s approval, which was signed 
by 35 nationally recognized AIDS 
organizations, physicians, and 
treatment advocates. The letter 
was presented to senior FDA offi¬ 
cials at a January 1997 meeting be¬ 
tween the FDA and a broad spec¬ 
trum of national community 
groups, which was organized and 
attended by ACT UP/Golden Gate 
and the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation. We also organized phone, 
fax, and e-mail zaps of the FDA to 
remind agency officials of the im¬ 
portance of delavirdine to the 
AIDS community. T 


their general lack of checking for 
it), and the limited accuracy in 
tests for HCV. 

Both viruses are highly unsta¬ 
ble - they mutate easily - so it is 
difficult to fashion vaccines and 
therapy. The most successful 
treatment to date for HCV has 
been interferon alpha, sometimes 
administered with the antiviral 
drug ribavirin, for a 12-month pe¬ 
riod. But the rate of success, as 
measured by clearance of the 
virus and non-reappearance when 
therapy is stopped, has never 
climbed above 20 percent. 


Miriam J. Alter is chief of the 
epidemiology section of the he¬ 
patitis branch of the Centers for 
Disease Control. She says that it is 
not unusual for individuals to be¬ 
come infected with a combination 
of hepatitis B (HBV), C, and HIV, 
because they are transmitted or ac¬ 
quired in much the same way. The 
rates of infection are highest for 
HCV, and it “appears to be acquired 
first, before either HBV or HIV.” 

Thomas cited data indicating 
that people co-infected with HIV 
and HCV have a more rapid pro¬ 
gression to liver disease. He called 
the reverse a “murky area,” with 
little evidence to suggest that 
HCV infection promotes HIV 
progression. 

Howard Grossman, a physician 
in Manhattan with a large HIV 


practice of gay men, tests “every¬ 
body who comes through the door” 
for hepatitis A, B, and C. He hasn’t 
found many cases of HCV, and 
notes that the rate of HBV had de¬ 
clined from earlier in the epidemic. 
“If they haven’t been exposed, we 
vaccinate [for A and B].” But he 
does not believe that is standard 
care for most physicians, in part be¬ 
cause “we have to fight the managed 
care companies to do that. 

“Clearly any active infection 
causes HIV to replicate faster,” 
says Grossman. He notes that peo¬ 
ple with an underlying liver infec¬ 


tion “tend to be somewhat harder 
to treat,” but he says he has seen 
no clear evidence that they 
progress more quickly with their 
HIV disease. 

Brenda Lein, with Project In¬ 
form in San Francisco, encourages 
people with dual infection “to pay 
more attention to their liver en¬ 
zymes.” She calls it “a cautionary 
note” and “not a reason to not 
treat, one way or the other.” 

Grossman points to “some in¬ 
dication that there may be some 
benefit from 3TC” for patients 
who are co-infected with hepati¬ 
tis B. He has also used interferon 
to treat hepatitis and seen residual 
positive effect on the HIV as well. 

Conference chairman D.W. 
Powell, from the University of 
Texas Medical Branch at Galve¬ 


ston, called for “develop [ing] pro¬ 
tease inhibitors for hepatitis C.” 

Long term implications 

The conference draft report 
also stated, “While alcohol inges¬ 
tion clearly worsens the course of 
hepatitis C, the reasons for this in¬ 
teraction are unknown.” One hy¬ 
pothesis is that alcohol reduces 
liver functions that hold HCV in 
check, which allows the infection 
to progress more rapidly. 

That raises the question of 
whether pharmaceuticals that de¬ 
press certain liver functions may 
also promote a more rapid pro¬ 
gression of HCV. Many HIV 
drugs are metabolized in the liver 
and can depress that organ’s ca¬ 
pacity to function, sometimes to 
the point of its failure. So it is log¬ 
ical to speculate as to whether cer¬ 
tain HIV therapies may promote 
HCV liver disease in people who 
are co-infected with both viruses. 

The answer is, we don’t know. 

Spencer Cox, with the Treat¬ 
ment Action Group in New York, 
says that HIV medications have 
been tested in “people with de¬ 
creased liver functions. And pre¬ 
dictably, there has been a slightly 
higher risk of liver enzyme eleva¬ 
tions requiring discontinuation of 
therapy.” He worries that the tri¬ 
als have been very small, aimed at 
demonstrating immediate, highly 
toxic reactions. They have not 
measured long-term effects, such 
as a chronic hepatitis. 

As protease inhibitors and 
other therapies extend the life ex¬ 
pectancy of people infected with 
HIV, more slowly developing 
medical problems such as hepati¬ 
tis C are likely to emerge as signif¬ 
icant health problems. ▼

DPH plans postexposure 
treatment project

T he use of postexposure treat¬ 
ment for individuals ex¬ 
posed to HIV through sexu¬ 
al contact or injection drug use 
has been recommended by two of 
San Francisco’s leading HIV physi¬ 
cians, but only in cases of isolated 
high risk exposures and only in 
the context of comprehensive HIV 
prevention services, Dr. Mitch 
Katz, director of the city’s AIDS 
Office, told the HIV Prevention 
Planning Council (HPPC) last 
Thursday, April 10. 

The reason is because Katz and 
other prevention experts are ex¬ 
tremely concerned that the per¬ 
ceived availability of postexposure 
prophylaxis will result in some 
people increasing their high-risk 
activities. 

There is no proof showing 
such treatment will be effective 
for those who have had exposure 
to the virus through sexual con¬ 
tact or injection drug use. But 
physicians in the community have 
started prescribing the treatment 
to some patients, Katz told the 
planning council. 

He also said the Department of 
Public Health (DPH) is planning 
to start a project in San Francisco 
so that people can get the treat¬ 
ment if they want it, and at the 
same time, they will be part of a 
study that will look at whether they 
increase their sexual behavior or 
unsafe needle use. The treatment 
project will also include a compre¬ 
hensive prevention program with 
counseling and other services. 

“To do that [the study], you 
need drugs, and you need lab 
tests; we have those covered [by a 
drug company]. I’m working on 
money for staff to do counseling 
and administer the drugs. We 
hope to have the project in place 
by May or June,” Katz told the 
B.A.R. in an interview. 

Postexposure prophylaxis, as it’s 
called by medical professionals, is 
the use of antiretroviral drugs im¬ 
mediately following a known expo¬ 


sure. For the last three to four years, 
postexposure treatment has been 
the standard of care for healthcare 
workers who sustain a needlestick. 
A case-control study showed the 
treatment reduced seroconversion 
by 79 percent among the workers 
who took the drugs for four weeks. 

Right now, recommended 
treatment for those exposed to 
HIV includes taking two anti¬ 
retroviral drugs for 28 days. That 
regimen should be started as soon 
as possible after the exposure has 
occurred, but not more than 72 
hours afterwards, Katz said. 

The theory behind postexpo¬ 
sure prevention is that by provid¬ 
ing treatment immediately after 
exposure, that will abort infection 
and the person will not develop 
an HIV antibody response or 
other signs of infection. 

In an article published in the 
April 10 New England Journal of 
Medicine , Katz and Dr. Julie Ger- 
berding, a national expert on oc¬ 
cupational exposures to HIV from 
the University of California, San 
Francisco (UCSF), discuss postex¬ 
posure prevention treatment and 
the issues it raises. Katz said he co¬ 
wrote the article in an effort to get 
information out to physicians 
about the treatment since he 
knows doctors in San Francisco 
and other places are prescribing 
for some patients. 

Locally, Katz said the AIDS Of¬ 
fice is trying to determine how 
postexposure prevention treat¬ 
ment fits in the city’s overall HIV 
prevention efforts. 

“We’re looking at how to in¬ 
corporate it in our messages,” Katz 
told the HPPC. “Possibly some¬ 
thing might be used in prevention 
messages like ‘We Don’t Want You 
To Engage In Risky Behavior, But 
If You Do, We Want You To Know 
There Is Something That May 
Help You.’” 

‘Morning after’ 
misleading 

Katz told the HPPC that the 
AIDS Office has been receiving 
calls regularly from people wanti¬ 


ng to know more about the so- 
called “morning after therapy.” He 
stressed that term is misleading 
and strongly objects to it for two 
reasons. For one thing, it gives 
people the impression of being a 
true morning after pill, where a 
single dose is all a person needs. 

“This is not like that,” Katz 
said. “My other objection is the 
likelihood of seroconversion from 
a single episode of unsafe sex is 
pretty low. It [HIV] is not that 
transmissible of a virus.” 

He added that the chance of 
becoming infected with HIV 
through the highest risk factor - 
unprotected anal intercourse with 
an HIV-infected partner - is be¬ 
tween 1 in 30 and 1 in 125. But the 
chance of becoming infected over 
a lifetime of unsafe sexual experi¬ 
ences or injection drug use is very 
high. Therefore, the focus should¬ 
n’t be on pills after a single expe¬ 
rience, but on prevention 
throughout a person’s life. 

Katz also referred to the Feb¬ 
ruary 13 issue of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter , which contained an eight- 
page section on postexposure 
prophylaxis. Several articles were 
published representing both pro 
and con arguments surrounding 
the treatment. 

Other concerns, in addition to 
the possibility of an increase in 
high risk behaviors, include how 
treatment will be paid for. Katz 
pointed out that some insurers 
might not cover it, because the in¬ 
dividual will not have been diag¬ 
nosed with HIV. 

Katz said the AIDS Office has 
convened a community advisory 
board to hold monthly meetings 
on postexposure prevention treat¬ 
ment. Interested people are wel¬ 
come to attend the meetings and 
provide input, he said. T

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Presidential Advisory Council 
releases HIV/AIDS recommendations

WP he Presidential Advisory 
Council on HIV/AIDS met 
1 April 5-8 in Washington, 
DC to hammer out its latest series 
of policy recommendations to the 
president and to follow up on ear¬ 
lier ones. Among them were 
strong positions on lifting the ban 
on needle exchange, developing a 
preventative vaccine, and dealing 
with AIDS in prisons. 

Many of the council members 
work professionally in the field of 
HIV/AIDS or are themselves 
HIV-positive, but none would 
have been appointed without 
strong political connections. 
Some are long-time friends of Bill 
Clinton. Their role is that of advi¬ 
sor to the president, it is insider 
politics. 

Yet they also have demonstrat¬ 
ed the ability to speak the unvar¬ 
nished truth. A report issued last 
summer listed their recommenda¬ 
tions and the actions and inactions 
by the Clinton administration to 
that point. Most outside observers 
saw it as a fair report, while politi¬ 
cal operatives within the White 
House reportedly fumed over its 
contents and the negative press it 
generated. This latest meeting con¬ 
tinued that pattern. 

Needle exchange 

Many council members be¬ 
lieve that lifting the federal ban on 
needle exchange is the most im¬ 
portant short-term action the 
president can take to stem the 
spread of HIV. Terje Anderson 
says that while the practical im¬ 
pact is great, it has assumed even 
more symbolic importance as “a 
litmus test” of the Clinton admin¬ 
istration’s willingness to act on a 
hard issue. 

The council is careful to always 
frame needle exchange within the 
context of other activities to re¬ 
duce substance abuse. They see it 
as an opportunity to identify and 
open communication with a pop¬ 
ulation which may lead to entry 
into treatment programs. “Even 
finding out who these people are 
is a big deal,” noted Rev. Altagra- 
cia Perez of Los Angeles. 

Robert Fogel, a trial lawyer 
from Chicago and a member of 
the Clinton/Gore finance com¬ 
mittee, had little knowledge of 
HIV or substance abuse prior to 
joining the council. He initially 
opposed the concept but has be¬ 
come convinced that needle ex¬ 
change is the single most impor¬ 
tant element is halting the spread 
of HIV. 

In a prevention committee 
meeting and later in a private 
conversation, fie said that if the 
president doesn’t lift the ban on* 
needle exchange, he likely will re¬ 
sign from the council. He did not 
put it in the context of a protest, 
but rather, if the president isn’t 
going to listen to the advice, “I 
have better things to do with my 
time.” 

Other members affirmed a 
similar position. Some are willing 
to resign in protest if enough oth¬ 
ers share that view so that the ac¬ 
tion would have some public im¬ 
pact. Others, however, are com¬ 
mitted to working from the inside 
to move the administration for¬ 
ward wherever possible. 

Washington lobbyist Alexan¬ 
der Robinson warned against 
“going down any negotiation path 


with the administration, that’s 
how we got the gays in the mili¬ 
tary thing.” He saw it as “danger¬ 
ous” to do anything other than 
speak the truth and hold the ad¬ 
ministration responsible for mak¬ 
ing it work. 

Vaccines 

The council devoted signifi¬ 
cant time to presentations and 
discussion on developing a pre¬ 
ventative vaccine. Nobel Laureate 
Dr. David Baltimore outlined the 
fast track he is taking since being 
appointed in January as NIH co¬ 
ordinator of vaccine develop¬ 
ment. That seemed to smother 
sniping at him from some in the 
research community. 

A draft recommendation for a 
vaccine panel chaired by the vice 
president was cut when it met 
with a cool reception. “I flinch at 
the concept of more coordina¬ 
tion,” said NIAID Director An¬ 
thony Fauci. He feared it would 
mean more time away from the 
lab. Philip Russell MD, with the 
Albert B. Sabin Vaccine Founda¬ 
tion (named after the developer of 
that polio vaccine), labeled it “a 
futile exercise.” Others expressed 
the sentiment that there was no 
lack of communication between 
researchers, though they allowed 
that a panel might be of some use 
in addressing liability, third world 
participation, ethics, and other 
non-science issues related to vac¬ 
cine development. 

David Gold, a treatment ac¬ 
tivist with the AIDS Vaccine Ad¬ 
vocacy Coalition, briefed the 
council on their survey of 23 
companies that have or have had 
vaccine research. The Coalition 
concluded that the low level of 
vaccine development by drug 
companies is because of basic 
unanswered scientific questions 
surrounding HIV and the im¬ 
mune system. He said, “Advancing 
science in HIV research will drive 
investment capital” when a mar¬ 
ket product becomes feasible. 

Baltimore said it was “not pos¬ 
sible to put a date” on developing 
a vaccine, there are “too many un¬ 
certainties.” Jerald SadofFMD, the 
principle vaccine researcher for 
the pharmaceutical company 
Merck, said it was “almost impos¬ 
sible” to project a target date, 
though he conceded that “seven 
to ten years is not completely out 
of the ballpark.” 

Debate on vaccine recommen¬ 
dations the following day was 
about the only time partisan pol¬ 
itics entered the discussion. 
Chairman Scott Hitt told the 
body that the president wants to 
do “the man on the moon” analo¬ 
gy in moving this as a priority of 
the administration. He recom¬ 
mended they support the effort. 
The final document urged devel¬ 
opment of “a vaccine to prevent 
HIV/AIDS within a decade,” with 
“ji significant and sustained in¬ 
crease in funds ...from new 
sources.” 

It seems likely that vaccines 
will be the AIDS initiative by the 
president for this year. The an¬ 
nouncement traditionally comes 
in time for gay pride activities in 
June. 

Prisons 

The council found consensus 
on a broad range of recommen¬ 
dations on prison issues, but not 
on all of them. The prison sub¬ 
committee crafted language to 


support needle exchange pro¬ 
grams within prisons, without ex¬ 
plicitly using those words. That 
raised the most acrimonious de¬ 


bate of the meeting and an agree¬ 
ment to table the provision. 

Ostensibly the reasons were 
the limited time remaining for de¬ 


bate, unfamiliarity with research 
on needle exchange within pris¬ 
ons, and the desire to place the 
idea within a forthcoming broad¬ 
er framework of prevention activ¬ 
ities. But a significant portion of 
the body seems opposed to the 
concept of condoning and abet¬ 
ting illegal drug use within cor¬ 
rectional facilities. It is unclear 
how the matter will be resolved. 

Medical marijuana 

There was easy consensus over 
recommendations on medical use 
of marijuana. The council urged 
presidential leadership “to en¬ 
courage scientific research” and 
“pending the results of such re¬ 
search, the government [should] 
refrain from any efforts to prose¬ 
cute doctors who, in good faith, 
discuss the use of medical mari¬ 
juana or recommend it for their 
patients.” 

Back to work issues 

Diana Fortuna, policy analyst 
with the White House Domestic 
Policy Council, told the services 
committee the current system 
“equates disability with the in¬ 
ability to work.” That often pre¬ 
cludes those who benefit from 
protease inhibitors from return¬ 
ing to work. It is a major issue the 
government has only begun to 
grapple with. The council is going 
to focus on it at a session in the 
fall. ▼

(How’d that 
go over at the Bridge 
Board meeting, Bob?) 

Anyway, other 
forms of more recre¬ 
ational risk-taking, such as 
bungee-jumping, have numerous 
safety gaps that can serve as a pre¬ 
ventative to homophobia. Yes, 
fans, inane sports can also make a 
political statement! 

I remember the day well. It was 
1990, or 1991. A herd of ACT UP 
alumni headed out of Manhattan’s 
claustrophobic corridors in a 
quartet of rental cars to the hin¬ 
terlands of New Jersey. Our desti¬ 
nation: the appropriately-named 
Action Park. 

Stripped down to sneakers, 
which are deposited at the exit of 
each ride, and mere bathing 
trunks, we gung-ho 30-or-so 
homos, dykes, and in-betweeners 
invaded the amusement water 
slide park with gusto. Among us 
were such celebutantes as Dave 
Hickey, Alan Klein, Adam Smith, 
K.MJSoehnlein, Jay Blotcher, and 
a host of others whose names read 
as a Who’s Who of activist chic. 

Occasionally, however, our 
then-multiply shaved, lanky, and 
lithe bunch were seen to intermix 
with what turned out to be a gag¬ 
gle of boys from a military school. 
“Oops! Wrong crewcut,” one bud 
giggled, after mistakenly goosing 
the wrong gander. Nevertheless, 
the boys remained polite. 

We dried off, dressed for lunch, 
and prepared for the big event of 
the day: bungee-jumping. 

One who didn’t remain polite 
was a Neanderthal working the 
bungee-jump entry. As our even¬ 
tual ascent up a steel girder, and 
subsequent descent, approached, 
I and Paul Teeling— a husky New 
Yorker known these days for his 
splendiferocious drag flair— pre¬ 
pared for our jump by being suit¬ 
ed up by the Neanderthal, a rav¬ 
ing heterosexual, whose sexual 
proclivities were made clear by his 
supremely bad haircut. 

In his nervousness, my pal 
Paul offered a good luck kiss. This 
was witnessed by the thug. 

“Youse guys gay?” 

“You gotta problem with 
that?” I barked. 

“Hey, Freddie!” the goon 
shouted up to the tower, at that 
moment dismissing us as unwor¬ 
thy of speaking to. “Freddie! Some 
a ya buddies are heah!” 

It seemed one of the other em¬ 
ployees, stationed high atop the 
ride, was implicated as a Friend of 


Dorothy. 

“What is your problem, jack¬ 
ass?” I tapped on the thug’s broad 
shoulders, myself strapped into 
the restricting bungee gear. I 
looked more than foolish. 

“Problem?” The thug turned 
back. “I ain’t got no problem, fag¬ 
got. Now go jump.” 

“Listen, fuckface,” I steamed. 
When I steam, my ears have a ten¬ 
dency to turn a beet red. I usually 
resemble a Warner Brothers car¬ 
toon where the human form fills 
up with red mercury before ex¬ 
ploding. “The next 30 people 
bungee jumping are all fags and 
dykes, including that one with 
shoulders wider than yours, and 
the guy behind her. So I suggest 
you keep your big mouth shut the 
rest of the day. I also suggest you 
start looking for another job.” 

Before heading 
up to the scaffold, I 
stopped by the 
manager’s booth, and had a 
few words with the thug’s su¬ 
perior to bolster my confi¬ 
dence. None of those words 
shall be printed here. 
Ascending the 
stairs with Paul close 
'behind, I introduced 
ourselves to Freddie, 
the supposed belea¬ 
guered fag, who turned out to be 
more comfortable working on a 
50-foot scaffold than discussing 
sexual identity. He helped us find 
the nerve to actually prepare for 
the jump. Pulse racing, nausea 
building, knees quivering, I 
steeled my nerves. 

Then I let Paul go first. 

“So,” I chatted, as Paul dangled 
semi-conscious below. “That jerk 
down there. He give you a hard 
time?” 

“Oh, he’s a total asshole.” 

“Haven’t you ever told him 
off?” 

“No. It’s ...forget it.” 

“What’s his name?” 

I shall shift focus now to de¬ 
scribe more objectively the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Lee Shie, beloved of Joey Fer¬ 
rari, was the idea man behind this 
trip, plus the photographic docu- 
menter of this and many other 
road trips and annual Jones Beach 
junkets. He has sadly left us, suc¬ 
cumbing to AIDS a few years back; 
he was hospitalized shortly after 
our vacance, and yet, Joey recalls 
his day was enjoyable, as he, like a 
den mother, watched his kiddies 
enjoy themselves, and occasional¬ 
ly snapped a shot of us on water 
slides and other amusements. 

As Lee sat on the viewing 
bench to see his pals do their lem¬ 
ming thing on the bungee, he 
chatted with an elderly gentleman 
who was remarking on the sheer 
inanity of the bungee. 

“I’d never do that,” the senior

said. 

“Nor I,” Lee assured him, pe¬ 
rusing the gent’s slacks, perhaps 
wondering which toxic fumes that 
particular shade of lime green 
might be exuding. 

“There’s a big boy,” the senior 
said. 

“That’s actually a girl,” said 
Lee, snapping a picture of one of 
our top demo marshals as she 
flung herself into space. 

Next came Paul, and me, 
whom Lee snapped as I descend¬ 
ed. The old man heard a shout. 

“What’s that he said?” 

Lee politely responded. “I 
think he said, ‘Barry eats shit.’” 

“Oh. Who’s Barry?” 

“I believe he’s the employee 
with the ponytail. That one argu¬ 
ing with his boss.” 

“Oh.” 

Something else from the dan¬ 
gling participant, I. 

“Wha’d he say now?” 

“He said, ‘Queers Rule.’” 

“Oh.” 

Lee snapped another picture. 

The senior stood up. “Guess I’ll 
go see how the wife’s doin’.” 

“Okay.” Lee rewound his film. 

Thus was my one aerial jump 
toward death documented, cap¬ 
tured like a money shot in a per¬ 
sonalized photo. It was a moment 
when even on the brink of a con¬ 
fectioned, sanitized leap, my sight 
and breath temporarily blocked 
out, my spine yanked, my body 
hurtling toward a stunt bag the 
size of a train car, that I had to re¬ 
sort to being a radical, loud¬ 
mouthed queer, and for it I gave a 
banal act a sense of purpose. It 
was a moment in time when the 
personal was political, and the po¬ 
litical participatory. 

It was a day worth remember¬ 
ing.

he media was already getting sick of Ellen, and the “big event” 
was still weeks away. It seemed entirely possible that the 
months of hype and teasing titillation would make the series’ 

April 30 climax rather anti-climactic. 

But at the last minute, there’s a whole new wrinkle that makes the story 
front-page news again. Ellen DeGeneres, the show’s lead actor, announces 
that she’s a lesbian in Time magazine’s April 14 cover story two weeks before 
Ellen Morgan, the character she portrays, comes out. DeGeneres tells Time 
briefly about coming out to her family, dating men and women, and the awk¬ 
ward position of being a closeted stand-up comedian on a homophobic com¬ 
edy circuit. Interviews on Prime Time Live on April 23, and Oprah soon there¬ 
after, will provide more details. 

Of course, the newsworthiness of the story is muddled since so many view¬ 
ers confuse Ellen DeGeneres and Ellen Morgan; lots of people must have thought 
DeGeneres had already come out. 

“It’s complicated, because there’s a blurring between herself and the charac¬ 
ter,” says Bruce Handy, the senior writer at Time who conducted DeGeneres’ Q&A 
after she approached the magazine in March. It might have been impossible for De¬ 
Generes not to come out alongside her character, he says. “There would have been a 
lot of nudge-nudge stuff, and at some point the presumption is that she’s gay too.” 

In the Time interview, DeGeneres acknowledges 
the link between the two Ellens: “When I decided to 
have my character on the show come out, I knew I was 
going to have to come out too.” 

Until now, Ellen Morgan has garnered the bulk of media attention, but 
DeGeneres has finally upstaged her own creation. Media types covering 
the show, however, have different perspectives on which coming out is 
more noteworthy. 

Probably the character coming out is more significant 
because that’s how most people interface with 
Ellen DeGeneres,” offers Handy. “That’s the per¬ 
son they see, that’s the person who’s in

Primal gross -

C inema, like any art form, has its milestones — the first “story film” in The Great Train Robbery (1903), the first 
international movie star in Denmark’s Asta Nielsen (1881-1972), the first sound film in The Jazz Singer (1927), 
the first film noir in The Maltese Falcon (1941), and so on. Bringing up the literal rear of this exalted company 
is John Waters’ Pink Flamingos, which, thanks to an eager star and an accommodating poodle, became the 
first commercial feature to end with its star eating dog shit. (Actually, it was a Hungarian sheep dog, not a poo¬ 
dle — distinctions, distinctions!) Of course, one could point to the chicken-fucking scene as another 
breakthrough, but even this dizzying melange of feathers and cum is eclipsed by Divine’s canine 
coprophagia as a primal gross-out. 

The most shocking thing about Pink Flamingos is that it’s 25 years old. To mark the oc¬ 
casion, Waters had the film blown up from 16 to 35mm and “restored.” The grimy 
pastels of the original practically shimmer in the new print, and the soundtrack is 
now completely audible. As further evidence that this trash epic has come into its 
own, Waters actually gives screen credit to the groups whose music he "sampled” in 
the original — we can now rest easy knowing that the thrillingly twangy guitar that 
opens the film belongs to Link Wray. A final enticement is the 13 minutes of addi¬ 
tional footage Waters allegedly found in his attic that gives flashes of discarded sub¬ 
plots and amusingly weird characters like “Patti Hitler,” a crazy street person who

Pink Flamingos

dresses like Hitler and screams a lot. 

For the few who haven’t mem¬ 
orized every nuance of this semi¬ 
nal camp work, Pink Flamingos 
follows the adventures of Babs 
Johnson (Divine), a fat style-ob¬ 
sessed criminal who lives in a 
trailer with her mentally ill moth¬ 
er Edie (Edith Massey), her delin¬ 
quent son Crackers (Danny 
Mills), and her traveling compan¬ 
ion Cotton (Mary Vivian Pearce). 
Their little dream life of shoplift¬ 
ing, egg-sucking, and chicken- 
fucking is threatened when an ec¬ 
centric couple, Raymond and 
Connie Marble (David Lochary 
and Mink Stole), “two jealous per¬ 
verts” according to the script, try 
to seize Dawn’s title of “filthiest 
person alive” by sending her a 
turd in the mail and burning 
down her trailer. The Marbles 
kidnap hitchhiking women, have 
them impregnated by their ser¬ 
vant Channing (Channing 
Wilroy), and then sell the babies 


to lesbian couples. As Raymond 
explains, they use the dykes’ 
money to finance their porn 
shops and a network of heroin 
dealers. 

Many of the film’s set-pieces 
are still hilarious. One of the best 
is Connie’s interviewing of appli¬ 
cants for the job of spying on 
Babs Johnson. As she explains to 
a hysterical reject, “I guess there 
are just two kinds of people in this 
world — my kind of people, and 
assholes” Waters devotes much at¬ 
tention to Edith Massey’s egg ob¬ 
session, which culminates in a 
screeching fit when Edie some¬ 
how imagines that all the chickens 
in the world might disappear. 
Babs soothes her by saying, 
“Mama, that’s just egg paranoia.” 
Divine is at her most ruthless in 
this film, and her woodland 
speech to the “media” — repre¬ 
sentatives from tabloid rags like 
The Tattler and The Midnight — 
is wonderfully anarchic. Asked 
about her philosophy, she 
screams, “Kill everyone now\ Ad¬ 
vocate cannibalism! Eat shit!” 

The film abounds with such 


rude pleasures. One of Raymond’s 
quirks is exposing himself in pub¬ 
lic, which he makes even weirder 
by tying a long sausage to his dick 
and waving it at horrified citizens. 
He meets his match on a bridge, 
where a young woman laughingly 
raises her skirt at him to reveal 
she’s a transsexual with dick in¬ 
tact. Waters pulls out all the stops 
at Babs’ birthday party, which 
turns into an orgy of comical can¬ 
nibalism when the Marbles tip off 
the police, who are attacked and 
eaten by what looks like a mix of 
Waters’ seedy pals, various street 
people, and Baltimore hippies 
circa 1971. 

Waters’ use of language is, as 
always, brilliantly vivid. When 
Babs and Crackers invade the 
Marble home, they examine what 
they revile as the Marbles’ “fuck 
chamber,” and Babs imagines 
Connie giving Raymond head 
with her “brittle chapped lips” 
and “scraping her ugly decayed 
teeth over his dick.” When Babs 
receives the Marbles’ evil birthday 
present, she screeches, “We must 
out-filth the asshole or assholes 
who sent this!” 

Squeamish viewers won’t rel¬ 
ish either the Crackers/Cookie 
(Cookie Mueller) chicken-fucking 
scene or Babs’ shit-scarfing, which 
are even more vivid and disgust¬ 
ing in this polished print. Still, 
these turns are what put the film 
on the map, bought Waters all the 
publicity, negative and otherwise, 
that he craved, and gave Pink 
Flamingos a permanent place in 
the public mind. 

As for the new footage, much 
as we welcome a look into Waters’ 
head, he was wise to leave most of 
this stuff out. Edith Massey goes 
over the top — even for her — 
when she’s sitting in her playpen 
in bra and panties mindlessly in¬ 
troducing eggs to each other: 
“Freddy, this is JoAnn. JoAnn, 
this is Freddy.” Babs has an in¬ 
triguing speech about realizing 
she had the capacity to be “per¬ 
fect,” and we get a rare view of her 
big naked ass as she lounges in 
the trailer. The Marbles echo Wa¬ 
ters’ well-known hatred of every¬ 
thing natural when they’re walk¬ 
ing toward Babs’ trailer and hear 
a bird chirping. Raymond reacts 
in horror and wonders “what 
people would think if they knew 
that animals were busy shitting 
and fucking” in the forest. Two of 
these hated animals — chickens 
and dogs — are thankfully not 
represented in the new-found 
footage. T

their living room.” 

Alan Klein, communi¬ 
cations director for the 
Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defama¬ 
tion, disagrees. 

“The fictional char¬ 
acter is important be¬ 
cause it is a landmark 
announcement on the 
television landscape,” says 
Klein. “But Ellen DeGeneres 
coming out is more significant 
in the sense that this is a real 
person making a real-life and 
very personal decision to an¬ 
nounce that she is a lesbian, not 
just to her co-workers, or her fam¬ 
ily, but to the en¬ 
tire world.” 

While —Jr* 

there are liter¬ 
ally dozens of gay 
and lesbian television characters 
on the tube this season, there are 
still only a handful of openly gay 
actors, like Married with Chil¬ 
dren’s Amanda Bearse, Party of 
Five’s Mitchell Anderson, or Frasi¬ 
er’s Dan Butler. So in that respect, 
DeGeneres’ personal disclosure is 
even bigger news than her charac¬ 
ter’s plot line. 

Klein has talked himself 
hoarse about Ellen ever 
since news leaked last 
summer that the charac¬ 
ter might come out this 
season. GLAAD’s website 
monitors every tidbit about the 
show, and the organization has 
even set up a network of “Come 
out with Ellen” parties around the 
country to coincide with the April 
30 episode. But with the actor 
coming out as well, Klein says the 
story is worth discussing once 
again. 

“She’s considered a superstar 
by Hollywood standards,” says 
Klein. “That hopefully will help to 
open many other closet doors, 
both in Hollywood and beyond.” 

Hollywood has always been a 
highly closeted place for actors — 
ironic considering the tremen¬ 
dous gay presence in the industry 
— and it’s too soon to discern the 
impact DeGeneres’ disclosure will 
have on others in the entertain¬ 
ment industry. But the per¬ 
former’s personal revelation has 
certainly broken down an impor¬ 
tant barrier in broadcasting, 
whatever the fate of her show or 
her character. 

“She’s starting something very 
strong for the gay community,” 
says Ella Matthes, publisher of 
Lesbian News. Matthes’ magazine 
has followed the story closely: De¬ 
Generes graces the cover of the 
April issue, and Lesbian News — 
presumably a different issue — 
will also appear on the show as a 
prop. The LA-based monthly has 
a close-up view of gay Hollywood, 
and Matthes understands how 
difficult it can be to come out in 
that environment; closeted actors 
who worry about risking their ca¬ 
reers aren’t worrying needlessly. 
Newsweek, in an otherwise upbeat 
report on lesbians in Hollywood 
in its April 14 issue, notes that 
Amanda Bearse has received no 
job offers in the four years since 
her highly publicized coming out. 

The spotlight has been on De¬ 
Generes for several months, and 
though she’s repeatedly made the 
point during that time that it was 
just the fictional Ellen Morgan 
coming out, there’s been ample 
speculation that the performer 
herself is a lesbian. But despite the 
murmurs, there was no high-pro¬ 
file campaign to out DeGeneres 
like those surrounding certain 
celebrities of the past. 

There’s a lesson in this, says 
Matthes. “We need to help actors

come out,” she says, “but do it in 
a tactful way.” An angry outing 
campaign wouldn’t have had the 
same effect, but on the other 
hand, if gay groups hadn’t rallied 
around DeGeneres in a support¬ 
ive way, she might not have had 
the courage to make her own an¬ 
nouncement. 

Other actors may be able to 
follow her example. Although it 
was edited out of the Time article, 
during his interview Handy asked 
DeGeneres about being a role 
model. 

“She said that it would have 
made it easier for her, if an actor 
had come out a couple years be¬ 
fore and hadn’t had their career 


totally turned to shit,” says 
Handy, so she thinks her move 
may help others in the future. 
“I think she’s right.” 

Not that she’s free 
and clear yet. She told 
Time , “I don’t have to be 
fearful about something 
damaging my career if it 
gets out, because now I’m 
in control of it — sort of. 
No one can hurt me now.” 
But that’s not certain. It’s 
still an open question, 
first of all, whether her 
show will return in the 
fall; its fate will likely 
depend on its ratings 
during May sweeps. 
(The New York Times re¬ 
ported last week that 
Ellen was rated No. 5 in 
its first season, 1993-94, 
but that it has slipped to 
No. 36 this season.) Fur¬ 
thermore, like Bearse, De¬ 
Generes’ future endeavors 
aren’t certain either. 

“The question she talks about 
is whether straight audiences will 
accept a gay actor playing a 
straight role,” says Handy. “Tom 
Hanks plays a gay character in 
Philadelphia and nobody cares. 
Assuming Ellen does more film 
roles or another TV show, it’ll 
be interesting to see if that goes 
over or not.” 

In some ways, television 
has regressed recently in terms 
of its ability to address real social 
issues. Topics from racism to 
abortion were tackled with intelli¬ 
gence and daring 25 years ago on 
shows like All in the Family and 
Maude, shows that networks 
wouldn’t dare produce today. But 
while there are still plenty of hur¬ 
dles to jump in terms of gay rep¬ 
resentations — networks still 
won’t show men kissing, for in¬ 
stance — Ellen seems to indicate 
progress in the face of television’s 
political cautiousness. 

“When we look at the social 
climate in this country, there is an 
ebb and flow,” says Klein. “But in 
terms of gays and lesbians on tele¬ 
vision, we’ve had a steady climb 
up. I don’t think we’ve taken too 
many steps backward, and I don’t 
think we’re due to.” ▼

food for thought

f elcome is the theater that 
embraces those not usu¬ 
ally represented on the 
stage. Black and queer, Latino and 
queer, young and queer. Transsex¬ 
ual, drug-addicted, and fringe¬ 
dwelling. These are just a few of 
the labels that could be applied to 
those whose lives often fail to find 
a place in the hallowed halls of 
drama. Men and women fitting 
the above descriptions do, howev¬ 
er, find vibrant voice in the new 
Brava! for Women in the Arts pro¬ 
duction of Ricardo Bracho’s The 
Sweetest Hangover (& other stds), 
now at the Brava Theater Center. 

Dramatically speaking, this is 
rich ground that first-time play¬ 
wright Bracho mines to varying 
degrees of success in director 
Roberto Varea’s strong produc¬ 
tion. The play’s most potent story 
line follows the tumultuous love 
affair of Octavio, owner of the 
club Aztlantis — where most of 
the play’s action takes place — 
and Samson, his newly hired se¬ 
curity guard. Octavio, played with 
icy efficiency by Vidal M. Perez, 
craves to satisfy both intellect (he 
reads Roland Barthes in bed) and 
corporeal passion, but allows his 
need for chemical alteration to in¬ 
terfere with both. Samson, played 
with convincing masculine brio 
by Art Desuyo, can’t handle Oc¬ 
tavio’s drug addiction and has an 
even harder time dealing with his

homosexuality. Samson calls Oc- 
t.avio his “bitch,” his “pussy,” but 
when Octavio pulls back from 
that game (one he admittedly 
likes), Samson’s temper flares be¬ 
cause his masculinity is chal¬ 
lenged. 

Bracho’s sharpest writing 
emerges in the charged scenes be¬ 
tween Octavio and Samson. The 
playwright’s more poetic side is 
revealed in the characters of Miss 
Thing 1 (Gabriel Morales) and 
Miss Thing 2 (Alan S. Quis- 
morio), named for the mischie¬ 
vous creatures in Dr. Seuss’ Cat In 
the Hat. Things 1 and 2 are club 
crawlers who speak in rhyme, 
some of it funny, some of it pre¬ 
tentious. The performances of the 
expressive Quismorio and 
Morales are captivating. 

Rounding out the cast are 
Natasha (B. Chico Purdiman), a 
beautiful black pre-op transsexu¬ 
al; djdj (Al Lujan), who delivers 


elegiac tone poems on sex, love, 
and HIV infection from high atop 
his dj’s booth in the club; and 
Plum (Susan-Toy Latifa Trotter), 
a straight African-American 
dancer who’s also going to law 
school. These peripheral charac¬ 
ters work less effectively because 
their stories are skimmed over 
and ultimately seem part of an al¬ 
together different play. 

Set designer Mikiko Uesugi 
has crafted a simple but versatile 
club set out of corrugated metal 
panels and giant shower curtains 
while sound designer Gregory 
Kuhn has assembled a throbbing 
sonic landscape that serves the 
characters well. ▼

That Dog grows up 



B eing cute only gets you so far. So when it came time to record 
Retreat From The Sun, That Dog’s just-released third album, 
the band decided to grow up a bit. After two records of scrap¬ 
py, cutesy-poo punk songs, the LA band was ready to sacrifice some 
of their quirkiness in an attempt to do some bona fide pop songs. 
While the “Dear Diary” lyrics remain intact, the music itself has 
gotten a beefier sound, thanks in part to producer Brad Wood, 
known for his work with Liz Phair and Veruca Salt. Anna Waronker, 
the 23-year-old principal songwriter for the group—and ironical¬ 
ly the least musically accomplished—has finally come into her own. 
Here, she plays piano, in addition to ripping through a few guitar 
solos. Petra Haden’s violin continues to add uniqueness to their 
sound, as does the addition of a synthesizer on a few tracks, such as 
the should-be-a-hit-single “Never Say Never.” “I had recently writ¬ 
ten a batch of silly new wave songs,” explains Anna. “Tony [Maxwell, 
drummer] and Brad heard some of them and got excited about us 
trying to record one. We pretty much laughed our way through it, 
figuring it would be a B-side or something. And, of course, this is 
the one the label chose as the first single.” ▼_ Adrian Roberts

1 Lypsinka's Greatest Hits 1 /

T he best soundtrack around 
doesn’t belong to any film: 
it’s the tape created by John 
Epperson for his current Josie’s 
Cabaret show Lypsinka’s Greatest 
Hits! The Second Farewell. Engi¬ 
neered to perfection by Alex 
Noyes of New York’s Mercer Street 
Sound, and boasting selections 
culled by Epperson from live 
cabaret albums and camp film 
classics (including a sound bite 
from Get Smart’s Agent 99, Bar¬ 
bara Feldon, recorded especially 
for this show), the tape is the real 
star of the show. After all, a lip- 
syncher without a tape is just a 
costume and a lot of unattractive 
lip smacking. 

Epperson is unquestionably 
the queen of the voiceless divas. 
He has taken the rather dubious 
art form of lip-synching about as 
far as it can possibly go. His style 
is impeccable, his taste in materi¬ 
al unfailing, and the structure of 
this 70-minute tour de force ca¬ 
reens from high point to high 
point. 

As a “greatest hits” package, 
Lypsinka’s latest mines the best 
bits from previous shows, includ¬ 
ing The Fabulous Lypsinka Show 
and As I Lay Lip-Synching and, in 
the tradition of current best-of 
compilations, adds some juicy 
new material as well. The result is 
the strongest, most consistently 
engaging presentation in this faux 
singer’s repertoire. (Though why 
does it all have to be so loud? Au¬ 
dience members covered their 
ears during certain ear-shattering 
moments.) 

The performer’s familiar look 
— wide-eyed show-biz vixen, 
circa 1958, replete with coifed red 
locks and a sassy, flared skirt — is 
now the work of some of New 
York’s best designers, namely, 
Bryant Hoven, Eric Winterling, 
Ilona Somogyi, and Georgette 
Carnaby. The ever-perky hair is 
styled by Avram at Vidal Sassoon, 
and the jewelry is by Robert Sor¬ 
rell. As if that weren’t enough, Ep¬ 
person has spared no expense to 
create the most elaborate set and 
lighting design ever to grace 
Josie’s tiny stage. Conceived by 
Dana Peter Porras, it features 
three movable rear panels and a 
light show of such dazzlingly bril¬ 
liant colors and designs that it cre¬ 
ates the illusion of an early ’60s 
TV variety show. 

Yet, despite all the gloss put on 
this number, there’s something a 
bit sad about watching Epperson 
go through the motions of en¬ 
riching nostalgic material. The 
performers Epperson honors — 
Frances Faye, Kay Thompson, 
Dolores Gray, Debbie Reynolds, 
among others — were (or in 
Reynolds’ case are) balls-on 
broads who knew how to sell their 
material like nobody’s business. 
Quirky personalities, a raunchy 
sense of humor, voices to raise the 
rafters, and material to showcase 
them at their best (some cheesy, 
some heartfelt) — that kind of 
performing and those kinds of 
shows are, unfortunately, history. 
Theatre is a little more sanitized 
these days as performers, especial¬ 
ly those in cabaret, are content to 
glide smoothly through the Great 
American Songbook without an 


abundance of vitality or the threat 
of a nervous breakdown on stage. 
Lypsinka promises all that, but, 
for the obvious reason, cannot de¬ 
liver. She merely gestures in its di¬ 
rection and titillates the audience 
with a wry glance back at the leg¬ 
ends that made her possible. 

As in previous outings, some 
of Lypsinka’s best moments come 
from her mad telephone calls, 
which consist of brilliantly spliced 
together snippets of dialogue 
from psychotic movie dramas. 
Elizabeth Taylor’s unmistakable 
nasal twang in Butterfield 8, Piper 
Laurie’s tortured, throaty confes¬ 
sion in Carrie, and numerous un¬ 
forgettable lines from The Valley 
of the Dolls all help create a por¬ 
trait of a woman spinning wildly 


out of control, and what’s more 
fun to watch than a drag queen 
out of control? 

John Epperson is calling this 
show The Second Farewell, and it 
would probably be a good idea to 
make this farewell stick so he can 
go out in a blaze of glory. We’ve 
had nearly a decade to enjoy 
Lypsinka, and if we’re going to 
enjoy her in the future, it’s proba¬ 
bly best to give her a rest for a 
while. You can only go on being 
the empress of emptiness for so 
long. T

Naked by David Sedaris; Little 
Brown, $21.95 

I n his second short-story col¬ 
lection Naked, David Sedaris 
proves himself to be one of 
the country’s leading humorists, 
high on the list with another 
chronicler of Middle America, 
Garrison Keillor. Although both 
writers cover much of the same 
territory, focusing on the homey, 
humdrum, unheroic lives of Little 
People on Main Street, Keillor 
paints a wistful portrait of the 
mythic Minnesota village of Lake 
Woebegone, whereas Sedaris 
strips away the varnish of nostal¬ 
gia from this barren tundra of 
Lutheran ministers and state fair 
bake-offs and boldly defaces Keil¬ 
lor’s wry yet sentimental repre¬ 
sentation of home-sweet-home. 

Raleigh, North Carolina, 
where Sedaris grew up, is Lake 
Woebegone in reverse, a quaint 
hamlet seen through the eyes, not

of Norman Rockwell, but of 
Diane Arbus and Flannery O’ 
Connor, a menagerie of cranks, 
cripples, retards, and perverts, of 
legless born-again Christians who 
carve clocks shaped like Oregon 
out of slabs of jade, introverted 
factory workers with gigantic 
dildo collections, panhandling 
quadriplegics who fleece kind- 
hearted strangers, ancient nudists 
with tits like knee socks, and 
plump, freckled Presbyterian pas¬ 
tors with Daffy Duck tattooed on 
their butts. Although Sedaris is in 
most respects the mirror opposite 
of Keillor, they both exhibit the 
same fascination with the banali¬ 
ties of lower-middle-class life and 
take enormous pleasure in self- 
deprecation, in depicting them¬ 
selves as weak-willed Prufrocks 
who unabashedly celebrate their 
spinelessness and passivity. 

Naked also continues Sedaris’ 
campaign against his own cute¬ 
ness, the result of his pixyish 
voice, diminutive size, and, per¬ 
haps most importantly, his check¬ 
ered resume — namely, his ill- 
fated tenure as a Macy’s Christ¬ 
mas elf who quietly despised the 
fat women with screaming brats 
who peed on Santa’s lap and 
barfed in Candyland. Sedaris bur¬ 
lesques his boyishness by playing 
on the paradox of this leprechaun 
wielding a machete, this imp of 
the perverse whose characters 
spew forth breathtaking arias of 
obscenities. A vicious gnome in 
the guise of a sprightly gay effebe, 
Sedaris is the reigning poete mau- 
dit of the lewd and the tasteless. 
He exhibits a real genius for vul¬ 
garity, gleefully savoring, in all of 
his cherubic innocence, the gamey 
flavors of his characters’ indelicate 
speech. Out of the clear blue, the 
reader is plunged into raw sewage, 
as in “C.O.G.,” when the pregnant 
waif sitting next to the narrator 
on a Greyhound bus begins to be¬ 
rate the unfaithful father of her 
unborn child: “Motherfucker you 
haven’t got the fucking balls... you 
crawled out of your mama’s tat¬ 
tered old pussy, grabbed hold of 
■her milk-stained titties, and you 
ain’t never looked back, mother¬ 
fucker. If you don’t want this baby, 
then I’ll find some son of a bitch 
who does, someone who don’t 
look at the world through the slit 
of his shit-blistered, saggedy- 
assed, worm-sized dick. You can 
suck the cream out of my grand- 
daddy’s withered old cum-stained 
cock before I’ll ever... let you look 
into this motherfuckin’ baby’s 
wrinkly-assed face, you fuckin’ 
shithead.” 

The book also provides a bril¬ 
liant demonstration of the way 
the adolescent homosexual’s mal¬ 
adjustment inspires fantasies and 
wish-fulfillments, his unhappi¬ 
ness goading him on to compen¬ 
sate for the sordid realities of his 


life by inventing from scratch the 
missing quotient of glamour. 
Naked is a hilarious exercise in 
homosexual self-mythopoesis. In 
“Chipped Beef,” he imagines him¬ 
self a member of a charmed dy¬ 
nasty of radiantly beautiful aris¬ 
tocrats; in “The Incomplete 
Quad,” a privileged Ivy Leaguer 
whose roommates have mono- 
grammed shoehorns; in “C.O.G.,” 
a rabble-rousing trade unionist 
who is greeted on the convention 
floor with waves of thunderous 
applause and rhythmic chants of 
“Dav-id, Dav-id, Dav-id”; and in 
“The Drama Bug,” an imminent 
Shakespearean who complains 
about his mother’s squalid house¬ 
keeping: “perchance, fair lady, 
thou does think me unduly vexed 
by the sorrowful state of thine 
quarters. These foul specks, the 
evidence of life itself, have sullied 
not only thine shag-tempered mat 
but also thine character. Be ye 
mad, woman?” 

Sedaris’ magnificent indul¬ 
gence in make-believe shows how 
the gay day-dreamer redresses his 
sense of social inferiority by sur¬ 
rounding himself with fictions, 
bathing himself in the glorious il¬ 
lusion of his society’s admiration, 
thus preparing himself for the life 
of the imagination that awaits 
him as an adult, now a profes¬ 
sional dreamer with a full-time 
career as a writer, actor, decorator, 
or painter. 

The source of Sedaris’ humor 
stems not from the megalomani¬ 
ac dreams of this elfin pygmy, this 
malevolent sylph with a sharp 
tongue and a raging hard-on, but 
from the constant deflation of his 
misplaced grandiosity, which is 
always collapsing before the un¬ 
erring acumen of his slovenly 
mother, who brutally punctures 
her son’s snobbish reveries. In 
Sedaris’ fiction, the gay aesthete is 
invariably denied the opportuni¬ 
ty to practice his aestheticism, his 
face is rubbed in the grubby, un¬ 
romantic parochialism of 
Raleigh, North Carolina, and his 
preciosity is buried beneath an 
avalanche of banalities. Reading 
these stories is like watching a 
prissy queen dressed to the nines 
pick his way daintily through a 
busy genre scene by the Dutch 
artist Adriaen Brouwer, whose 
crude, drunken peasants vomit 
beneath tables and piss in full 
view of the other revelers. 

There in the middle of this 
raucous canvas is a haughty prig 
who cringes and quails at the pos¬ 
sibility of soiling himself in the sty 
of Middle America, sniffing con¬ 
temptuously at the bad taste of 
the inhabitants of trailer parks 
and nudist camps, clinging des¬ 
perately to his imperiled dignity, 
every stitch of which is stripped 
from him by the end of this lacer- 
atingly self-analytic collection. ▼

| merican soprano Dawn Up¬ 
shaw, a longtime Bay Area 
; favorite, returned last week 
for two recitals that reconfirmed 
her commitment to music of our 
day. The common element in 
both was George Crumb’s Ancient 
Vdices of Children, staged for the 
singer by choreographer Bill T. 
Jones. At Sunday’s Hertz Hall 
recital in Berkeley, Upshaw added 
five of Samuel Barber’s Hermit 
Songs and five from three cycles of 
the late Olivier Messiaen. At 
Herbst Theater Wednesday, she 
offered a group of songs by young 
American composers, including 
one by San Francisco’s own Jake 
Heggie. 

Sunday, the draw was obvious¬ 
ly the newly staged Crumb, and 
since it was everything you could 
possibly want from Crumb’s set¬ 
ting of five dolorous Garcia Lorca 
poems, anyone’s estimation of its 
success depends on how crummy 
you find Crumb. For this listener, 
the composer’s effects-laden score 
prompted an occasional wince, 
but the unmistakable personality 
of the work — and Upshaw’s in¬ 
vestment in conveying all its mu-' 
sical strengths — made for an ab¬ 
sorbing half-hour. 

Crumb writes that his piece is 
about elemental matters — life, 
death, earth, wind, and fire. What 
he thinks those things mean, or 
more specifically what they mean 
to him, is uncertain, given Sun¬ 
day’s dimly lit performance, 
which left the audience unable to 
follow Lorca’s text. But there’s no 
denying Crumb’s resourcefulness 
in evoking the elements. When, 
for example, the soprano sings of 
a mute boy seeking to find his 
voice in water, the composer asks 
that the singer declaim the open¬ 
ing poem in rippling cascades of 
syllables aimed directly at exposed 
piano strings. The resulting har¬ 
monic and echo effects are com¬ 
pelling, and Upshaw’s rapt decla¬ 
mation and acting spelled en¬ 
chantment. 

Bill T. Jones has devised an ap¬ 
propriately austere staging. The 
one episode of actual dance — an 
interlude in “Yerma’s Song” — 
elicited some supple movement 
from Upshaw, who danced the se¬ 
quence with a grace and dignity 
many a would-be Salome could 
profitably study. The problem, 
however, was that with house 
lights down, there was little telling

what either the song or its dance 
were about. 

Jones’ choreography was suc¬ 
cessful when most minimal. In 
“Gacela of the dead child,” when 
Upshaw declaimed Gacela’s two- 
line lament, the meaning con¬ 
veyed in the movement was un¬ 
mistakable, potent, and riveting. 

For the most part, Upshaw had 
first-rate collaborators Sunday. 
Boy soprano Erik Carlson was 
fetching, and gave as clean a per¬ 
formance as the afternoon had to 
offer. Members of the San Francis¬ 
co Contemporary Music Players, 
playing a range of pitched percus¬ 
sion instruments and chiming in 
with some salient vocal contribu¬ 
tions of their own, intermittently 
became important participants in 
this frequently baffling ritual. In 
that telltale Crumb way, this An¬ 
cient Voices of Children was fre¬ 
quently transfixing, but as soon as 
the house lights went up, its sig¬ 
nificance slithered away. 

Upshaw’s importance on the 
American vocal scene is undeni¬ 
able, but the singer has hit some 
rough patches in recent appear¬ 
ances here. Sunday there was sim¬ 
ply no way to make a meaningful 
assessment: the Barber and Mes- 
saien songs that began her program 
were severely undercut by the hap¬ 
hazard playing of pianist Gilbert 
Kalish. Once one of America’s most 
esteemed accompanists, he is now, 
sadly, on the wane. The desperate 
slapping of the keys that character¬ 
ized most of his work Sunday dis¬ 
couraged close listening. 

Under other circumstances 
one might have objected to Up¬ 
shaw’s omission of several songs 
from Barber’s Hermit Songs, par¬ 
ticularly the beguiling “The Monk 
and His Cat.” But Kalish’s man¬ 


gling of “The Heavenly Banquet” 
provided as good a reason as any 
to get on with it. Upshaw dis¬ 
played a few problems of her own, 
most notably some vowel sounds 
that proved odd enough to ob¬ 
scure the text. 

The Messiaen songs, which 
feature vastly more difficult piano 
parts, were all but unrecognizable. 
Upshaw indulged in moments of 
rare delicacy when Kalish’s lunges 
at the score did not force her to 
overproject, but mostly there was 
shouting where another kind of 
ecstasy was called for. Tellingly, 
soprano and pianist were not even 
together in the final measures of 
“Resurrection” in a recital that, by 
this point, desperately needed 
one. ▼

Courted by Celia Cohen; Naiad, 
$11.95 

I t’s a mark both of what’s 
wrong as well as what’s right 
with Courted that my first re¬ 
sponse to the novel is that it is too 
short. Celia Cohen returns to 
jockdom with her third Naiad 
novel, adds a soup^on of adoles¬ 
cent coming-out anguish, blends 
in a hefty dollop of cops, and 
voi/fl! Lots of interesting bits that 
need to be explored in greater 
depth in order to provide a truly 
satisfying read. 

Officer Wendy Lynn Kotter is a 
lesbian cop with more than a few 
attitude problems. Lucky for her, 
Captain Randie Wilkes is both a 
lesbian and Kotter’s understand¬ 
ing mentor, which means that 
Kotter gets into slightly less trou¬ 
ble than she might otherwise. 
When Papa de Ville, a millionaire 
from the wrong side of the tracks, 
sponsors a tennis exhibition, 
every public servant in Hillsboro 
is warned to keep him, and his 
tennis pro daughter, Alie, happy 
and, in the case of the cops, safe. 

Of course, Alie is a dyke, too, so 
when Kotter is assigned to provide 
security, the lesbian lust sparks fly. 
Alie is a spoiled rich kid who as¬ 
sumes that her every wish must be 
immediately fulfilled, so much 
more than mere sexual tension 
fills the air. Add to her wealth the 
adoration offered to top athletes, 
and you’ve got the ultimate brat. 

Kotter is a disturbed dyke, and 
Cohen gives us a glimpse of how 
she got that way in two longish 
flashbacks that are strong enough 
to deserve more attention, as do 
many of the episodes in this novel. 
Courted is not a bad novel, but I 
felt shortchanged by its abrupt¬ 
ness. Cohen knows how to create 
good characters, but she needs to 
let her readers spend more time 
with them. T 


on her characters’ behavior. 

Stevie Houston is a former pa¬ 
trol cop newly promoted to homi¬ 
cide. Loaded with personal trau¬ 
ma (after the death of her twin 
sister, the family acted as if she 
were dead as well) and a marked 
inability to trust, Stevie is happy 
to be the squad’s workaholic, 
spending her days and nights in 
unappreciated drudgery. When 
she meets forensic pathologist 
Jade Agawa-Garneau crouching 
over the corpse of a Catholic 
priest, Stevie is ready to fall for the 
“drop-dead gorgeous” woman, 
even if Jade calls her Tex. 

The priest is apparently the 
victim of auto-erotic strangula¬ 
tion. Nasty. But not as nasty as the 
events to come. Stevie, as junior 
detective-in-training, is responsi¬ 
ble for keeping her eyes open and 
her mouth shut. But for Stevie, 
this isn’t enough. Why do what 
you’re supposed to do when you 
can end£H§fcr your career as well 
as several lives by being a hot dog? 
Why, indeed? 

I have to say I find the idea of 
an officer of the law as loose can¬ 
non more than a little annoying, 
not to mention unnerving. One of 
the things I admire about detec¬ 
tive fiction writers like Katherine 
Forrest and Claire McNab is their 
ability to create vivid characters 
and suspenseful situations while 
keeping their characters within 
the bounds of police routines. It 
seems to me that Richardson’s hot 
dog approach is rather more the 
result of laziness or lack of skill 
than of any serious editorial 
choice. 

Hot-doggery aside, Richard¬ 
son’s characters are mostly one¬ 
dimensional or less, their dialogue 
stilted and lacking in believabili- 
ty. The prose tends toward purple, 
as in one passage where she de¬ 
scribes a dead man as having “sur¬ 
rendered to death’s tentacles.” 
Richardson has, I believe, some

The real thing 

Perhaps the next big celebrity 
to croak won’t be a person but an 
institution, like, say, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera.

mounting of Oscar Wilde’s tale 
of passion’s tragic daughter put to 
shame the malnourished, paint- 
by-numbers Salome cobbled to¬ 
gether by SFO in January. In the 
London production, soprano 
Catherine Malfitano (ably as¬ 
sisted by Bryn Terfel, Anja Silja, 
and Kenneth Riegel) proved 
that Salome can be both sexually 
provocative and insane, a subtle 
balancing act that SFO’s flailing 
Karen Huffstodt (banging on 
the cistern, spinning in circles) 
never quite pulled off. 

Rubes, hacks, and SFO cheer¬ 
leaders might not give a hang 
about complex characterization 
in opera, but anybody who has re¬ 
ally thought deeply about Oscar 
Wilde’s decadent evocation of 
sexual repression and hysteria, or 
listened closely to Strauss’ preter¬ 
natural score, knows this show 
can have no truck with dramatic 
compromise. Certain folks at SFO 
should get out more.

Gallery hop 

T he springtime crop of art exhibi¬ 
tions at the galleries seems partic¬ 
ularly rich this month, in both the 
blue-chip commercial establishments 
and some off-beat venues. To wit: 

Rena Bransten Gallery hosts two 
young artists of consequence, Fred 
Wilson is an African-American con- 
ceptualist who made his name by 
mounting shows from the permanent 
collections of museums and historical 
societies which expose their racist his¬ 
tories. He also collects those noxious 
figurines of black servants and Aunt 
Jemimas still found in flea markets and 
garage sales, and here in “Collectibles” 
displays them in configurations that 
make clear their oppressive qualities. A 
video of these kitsch ceramics on the 
receiving end of sledgehammer blows 
is literally heavy-handed, but certainly 
drives the point home. 

In the same gallery. Bay Area artist 
Brett Reichman shows oil paintings 
which find a meeting place between 
ornament and abstraction. “Died of 
Laughter” includes a couple of Reich- 
man’s trademark pictures of toys 
which convey a strange demonic un¬ 
derside. In “Ringing the Bell Back¬ 
wardsa clownish elf bends in yogic 
contortions which expose his inner 
workings. These are virtuoso paint¬ 
ings, worth a look-see. 

Place Pigaile is a Hayes Street 
hang-out with a wine bar and pool 
table. The back room with its blood red 
walls turns out to be a perfect back¬ 
drop for “Bubble Rap,” a show of stim¬ 
ulating cartoon art curated by Michael 
Lewis and Elliott Linwood. Comic 
provocations by such local artists as 
Timothy Buckwalter, Timothy 
Cummings, and Kevin Woodson 
share the spotlight with pictures by art- 
world sensations Nicole Eisenmann 
and Jim Shaw, among others. Have a 
glass of red and covet die artworks. ▼

T his posthumously assem¬ 
bled collection of essays, po¬ 
etry, and plays by Assotto 
Saint encapsulates the creative 
output of one of the fiercest spir¬ 
its ever to grace our planet. Hait¬ 
ian by birth, New York gay African 
American by choice, Saint, whose 
real name was Yves Lubin, cut a 
wide swath in 37 short years. Hav¬ 
ing experienced him in the flesh, 
it is impossible for this reviewer to 
separate the work from the per¬ 
son, but the eloquence of his writ¬ 
ing speaks for itself. 

The beautifully designed cover 
includes six photos of Saint. Close 
perusal of these varied facets of a 
single spirit will no doubt open 
memory’s floodgates for those 
who knew him, and provide sig¬ 
nificant clues about the man for 
those who didn’t. The most ar¬ 
resting of these images shows 
Saint serene, reflective (hard to 
believe if you knew the consis¬ 
tently dissatisfied Saint), while the 
others reveal the roles he assumed 
in real life: leather man, coquette, 
drag queen, fine young thang, and 
(on the back of the book) New 
York homo. 

The poetry, lyrics, essays, fic¬ 
tion, and plays between these cov¬ 
ers are evidence of an incredible 
talent, alas now gone. In fulfilling 
Saint’s last wish by compiling his 
written works, Michelle Karlsberg, 
his friend and literary executor, 
has provided a visceral reminder 
of the author’s considerable range. 

Saint’s own foreword, “Why I 
Write,” throws open the doors to 
the issues and causes he champi¬ 
oned fearlessly from the early ’80s 
to his death in June 1994. His 
stance is clear and uncompromis¬ 
ing: gay black life must be pre¬ 
sented, without reservation or 
compromise. “We must become 
whistle-blowers,” he writes. “We 
must become muthafuckers with 
messages and a mission. We must 
become powerful enough to stand 
tall and not fall, thrive and not 
just survive. A tremendous 


amount of common sense, arro¬ 
gance, and defiance will get us 
through.” 

The poetry that follows in¬ 
cludes work from previous collec¬ 
tions, Triple Trouble, Stations, and 
Wishing for Wings. In the latter, 
the author heartbreakingly chron¬ 
icles the death of his partner and 
its impact on his life. Much of the 
poetry in Spells of a Voodoo Doll is 
dedicated to friends who have 
died, many of them artists, ac¬ 
tivists, and other writers. One sec¬ 
tion includes uncollected poems 
and song lyrics for gay anthems 
not yet composed. 

In addition to the poetry, there 
are three short fictional works in 
Voodoo that showcase Saint’s abil¬ 
ity to step outside himself yet 
maintain his own frame of refer¬ 
ence. “Miss Thing/for marcia 
johnson” gives a glimpse of the 
rough side of transgender life in 
Manhattan. “Hooked for Life” is 
an AIDS vignette in which insen¬ 
sitive health care workers and a 
homophobic parent are forced to 
deal with the realities of gay love 
and partnership. “State of Siege” 
reveals the beleaguered mentality 
caused by gay bashing. 

In his essays, Saint provides his 
perspective on news, world 
events, and personalities of his 
time: Haiti, South Africa, Arthur 
Ashe. A stream-of-consciousness 
piece provides a summation of his 
own thoughts and beliefs on these 
and other matters. I found these 
works particularly impressive, for 
in them all aspects of Assotto 
Saint are revealed: the Haitian 
Yves struggling to understand his 
sexuality; the fierce queen warrior 
who was unafraid of tilting 
against icons; the keen, probing 
intellect analyzing “the news be¬ 
hind the news”; and, finally, a 
dying human being struggling to 
understand the meaning of it all. 

Three plays conclude Spells of a 
Voodoo Doll, representing yet an¬ 
other dimension of Saint’s protean 
creativity. Much of this work in¬ 
volved his late partner, Jan Holm¬ 
gren, who composed the scores of 
their many theatrical endeavors. 
The plays’ titles are characteristi¬ 
cally both descriptive and politi¬ 
cal: New Love Song, Risin’ to the 
Love We Need, and Black Fag. T
